There are two related or KIN Families as they are later called of SCOTT'S Both sets 


being descendants of JOHN SCOTT. 

The following was received from Eloise Speed Norton on 12/9/92 concerning the 
ancestors of Robert Bell Scott. She stated that this data came from DOOMSDAY Listing 
#2: Sims, Clifford Stanley -"Orgin and Signification of Scottish Surnames, Avenil Books- 
New York, # 3: Revilla, Compilation of original list of Pro Immigration to S.C. 1763- 
117, Page 123-100 # 4: Dickson-Ulser Emigration of Colonial America Routledge & Kegan, 
Paul 1718-1775, London & William the Conqueror. ( These listings were included on both 
the Bell and the Scott families.": 

"The SCOTT Family descended from UCHTREDUS SCOTT 1128."" It would seem that this 
was the first Scott with a long skip between the next one, JOHN SCOTT. The information 
on John Scott was passed to us from Dr. Z.J. Scott Jr. He states that his father's 
(Dr. Zachariach James Scott Sr.) ancestors settled in South Carolina while his Mother's 
(Martha Evaline Scott) ancestors settled in North Carolina. He said that both families 
came to Mississippi during the last quarter of the eighteen century. The Mississippi 
territory was still a wilderness and largely inhabited by Indians. He algo stated 
that they were of Scott- Irish descent." 

John Scott was supposed to have arrived in the United States in 1699 from England. 
He was supposed to have settled in Georgia. All of this data was handed down by mouth. 
The proof we have on one side of the Scott Family comes from the Perpetual Genealogical 
Bible of Robert Bell Scott (the father of Martha Evaline Scott ). THis bible shows that 
his ancestors go back to Antrum County Ireland. The first being listed were his Great- 
Grandparents, James and Mary Scott. They were born and died in Antrum County Ireland. 

The next generation listed in that bible are his Grandparents: WILLIAM SCOTT 
and MARY MILTON (Information received from Eloise Norton says MELTON) so I will list 
the name as MARY MELTON /MILTON until we know for sure. They were both born and married 
in Antrum County, IReland. He was born in 1726. There was no date for her or mention of 
her parents in the bible, but it appears she was born in 1732. They were married in 
1750 in Ireland. They arrived in the United States in 1767 aboard the JAMES & MARY 
sailing from Larne in Northern Ireland. (This ship made a number of sailingsfrom the 
same area between 1771- and 1776). They settled in Laurens County, South Carolina 
and he was given 450 acres by the South Carolina Land Commission, referred to as a 
"Grant to Poor Prad". They settled on this land with their children. James Scott 
age 14, William Scott age 10, Robert Scott age 7, Amn Scott age 8 and John Scott 
age 4. William Scott (1726-1810) is shown as dying August 1810 in Lawrence or 
Laurens County South Carolina. There is no mention of the death date of Mary Melton 


Scott. He died at the age of 86 years.

The third generation listed in the bible is that of the parents of 
Robert Bell Scott. Robert B. Scott was born May 1763 in Antrum County 
according to the bible. The date listed of the arrival shows 1760 but this could 
have been from a 1770 census which would have made 1763 the correct date.(The names 
and dates in 1767 were the ones received from Eloise Speed Norton.) On August 12, 1797 
in the Lorance (Laurens) District of South Carolina he married the daughter of 
JAMES BELL, ISABEL. . BELL. She was born August 12, 1776 in the Lorance (Laurens) 
District of South Carolina. She was baptized at home on March 9, 1788. She died 
July 1862 in Claiborne County, MS at the age of 85 years, 11 months. They are both 
buried near Hermanville, MS. in the Pisgah or Patton Cemetery. Her named is spelled 
both ISABEL and ISABELLA is several places in the bible and in note: of the family. 

We know from notes in the family that Robert B. Scott and Isabel Bell Scott 
had four children (that we know of) James F. Scott ( 1785-1870), William F. Scott 
(1787- after 1812), John Montgermru Scott  ( 1790-1848) and Robert Bell Scott 
(1798-1881). 

The fourth generation listed in the bible is that of our Great-3-and parents: 
ROBERT BELL SCOTT and ISABELLA BELL. He was born May 19 , 1798 in the Lorance (Laurens) 
District of South Carolina. She was the daughter of RICHARD and ELIZABETH ? BELL. 

She was born May 26, 1807 in Chaststin County, Kentucky. They were married in 
Trigg County, Kentucky on August 24, 1823 by Joseph Hyden, minister. This entry 
is marked KIN. He was baptized by Rev. Connady, a Presbyterian minister in 1798. 
She was baptized in 1807. He died August 6, 1881 in Claiborne County MS. at the 
age of 83 years, 2 months and 18 days. She died Nov. 19, 1864 in Cl:‘borne County, MS. 
at the age of 57 years. They were both buried near Hermanville. There are 10 
children recorded in the bible, born to Robert Bell Scott and Teabetla Bell Scott. 
After the death of Isabella, Robert Bell Scott married on Nov. 22, 1868, in Copiah 
County MS., Mrs. Elizabeth Barnes Bagley, the daughter of Davis B. & Susan Anna Barnes, 
of Copiah County, MS. No children were recorded of this marriage. 
The word KIN was used again in the marriage of one of the children of Robert 
_Bell Scott and Isabella Bell Scott . This was of their daughter MARTHA EVALINE 
SCOTT to ZACHARIACH JAMES SCOTT SR. We know he was the son of WILLIAM SCOTT JR. 
and ANNA JONES SCOTT but it is quite possible that the father of WILLIAM SCOTT JR. 
Was the WILLIAM SCOTT (1757 or60 -) brother of ROBERT SCOTT, sons of WILLIAM SCOTT 
(1726-1810) and MARY MELTON/MILTON SCOTT (1732-after 1776). This William Scott Sr. is 


hard to locate. 
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In 1779 several families started from South Carolina to finally settle near 
Natchez, at Cole Creek or Uniontown. I will give you more about this journey later 
in this section. Among these settlers (which were the first protestants to settle 
in Mississippi) were the family of our ancestor JOHN JONES and his wife ANNA BROWN 
JONES (parents of Anna Jones Scott), their son William Jones, who was twelve and 
other of their children. Also on the flat boat, or raft was the mother of John Jones, 
Phebe or Phoebe Brown Jones Curtis, her second husband, RICHARD CURTIS SR., their 
sons, Richard Curtis Jr., his wife Martha Patty (Patti) Jones Curtis; William 
Curtis and Benjamin Curtis and their wifes, (their names not knownat present.) 


Two daughters of Richard Curtis Sr. and Phoebe Brown Jones Curtis and their 


husbands. These being Hannah Curtis & John Courtney, and Phoebe Curtis & John 
Stampley. More about these families later. 


PHEBE BROWN and WILLIAM JONES (the parents of JOHN JONES ) were both of 
Welch descent, (more about the Jones line later). They were a newly married couple 
in 1743. They lived in Didwiddie County, near Petersburg Virginia, in a place 
called Welch Neck. This was named after the original settlement of Welch Tract, 
Deleware, then a part of Pennsylvania. 

Soon afterward in 1744, WILLIAM JONES died leaving PHEBE BROWN JONES and her 
only child, a young son , JOHN JONES alone. Within in a few years she married 
RICHARD CURTIS SR. and by this marriage had five sons and six daughters. 


JOHN JONES married on June 28, 1768 in (one source says Virginia and another 


source says South Carolina) ANNA BROWN , the daughter of ABRAHAM or ABRAM BROWN. 
We know that at the breakout of the Revolutionary War, JOHN JONES and 

his wife Anna Brown Jones were in South Carolina. They were located on the 

Great Peedee River, not far from the mouth of the Black River and about sixty 


miles from Charleston. 
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John Jones was a patriot during the American Revolution. The following is 
copied from A Concise History by John Griffing Jones a grandson of John Jones. 
“John Jones ardently espoused the cause of the Revoluntionists- served 
in three campaigns against the British and tories, under the indomitable partisan 
warrior, Captain, afterward General, Francis Marion, and was in several battles, 
including the seige of Charleston." 
John Jones_ was held in high esteem by his neighbors which is evident from a 
testimonial he brought with him to his new home in Mississippi. This was listed 
by the State of South Carolina in its history and the original certificate is on 
file in the Library of Mississippi Baptist Historical Commission, in Clinton. 
It reads as follows:"STATE OF SOUTH CAROLINA: We do hereby certify to all persons 
who may inquire or be concerned that the bearer hereof, John Jones of Craven County 
hath been a resider in this State for this twenty years and hath ever shewn him- 
self to be a well affected person to the cause of America and have ever retained 
the character of an orderly judicious person. Certified by us this 30 day of 
August 1779. Solomon Morgin, George Nettles, George Miers, Joseph Nettles, 
Jsiam Hatcher, Abraham Alquier, Daniel Dubose, captain,Zack Nettles, Lieut. 
Wm. McDowell, Robert Nettles, Chs. Warnock, Joshua James, Edward Sejions." 
The history of Mississippi Baptist by Dr. Richard A. McLemore reads as follows 
concerning the journey of the Baptist migrants from South Carolina to Mississippi. 
"The Revolutionary War was one of great disturbance throughout South Carolina. 
There was a large group of TORIES who were fantical in support of England, but 
there was an equally powerful and more numerous citizenry who were American 
Patriots. The conflict of these two groups stiffled the economic development of 
South Carolina and brought fear and frustration into many parts of the colony. 
It has been said that there were more battles fought in South Carolina than in any 
of the thirteen original colonies. In 1779 conditions had become almost unbearable, 
especially when British forces occupied Charleston. From this center the British 
began a campaign to bring all of the colony under their control. The British 
were eventually overcome by General Nathanael Greene and his forces, but the 
turmoil and distress created by the war were undoubtly a factor in encouraging 
some South Carolinians to seek a more pleasant and orderly place in which to live." 
"Among the South Carolinians who decided to seek a new home in the west was 
the Jones/Curtis families. These people were patriots as stated of the battles 
John Jones was in. His stepfather and half-brothers, doubtless, took part in the war, 
but precisley what their services were can not be ascertained." This would also 
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help to explain the following quote from the thesis by Mildred East McCLesky, 
Thomas Percival Scott and Public Education In Mississippi :" 1776 three 
families were captured by the British in the Carolinia's, during the American 
Revolution. They were of English decent so they took the oath of allegiance to 
Great Britian. They then proceeded to leave the British Domain. They crossed the 
mountains, and worked their way down the Tenessee, the Ohio and the Mississippi 
Rivers to the Mississippi territory near Natchez. At that time it was Catholic 
religion inhabited. These families were the first Protestants to settle 
in Mississippi ". ( More on this later). 

A Concise history written by the grandson of John Jones has the following to 
say about the trip and where the Jones family settled.: 

"The Jones/Curtis families decided to establish their new homes on Cole's 
Creek, about twenty miles above Natchez. The stories of productive farm lands 
that were free to all settlers and the peace they would have from the turmoil of 
the fractricidal strife in South Carolina must have made the prospects of beginning 
again very enticing. Spain had conquered the Natchez district in 1779, but the 
emigrants did not anticipate any difficulty from this source". Little did they 
know that being of English and Welch descent and being Protestants would make them 
unwelcome in this area. 

"The route the migrants followed to their new homes was a familiar one used 
by many who were a part of the great westward migration. They left their homes 
early in 1780 and traveled to the Holston River. It was not a long journey, but 
winter weather, bad roads , and the poor transportation equipment available made 
it a difficult and heart-breaking trip. They arrived on the Holston in the early 
spring and immediately began the task of raising a crop of corn while building 
flatboats for the journey down the rivers to their new homes." 

"In the fall of 1780 the travelers were ready to begin their voyage. The first 
boat was of the ones related to the Jones and Curtis families. On the second boat 
were Daniel and William Ogden and their families and a Mr. Perkins and his family." 
The thesis also said that there was a family of Griffin or Griffing's on board. 
"The records do not reveal the names of the occupants of the third boat since they 
did not complete the journey." 

"The emigrants knew from the experience of other travelers they might have 
trouble with the Indians. They were planning to take lands from the Indians 
and make permanent homes in the west. The natives did not want to give up their 
lands. The hostility of the Indians was encouraged and supported by the British. 
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In order to protect themselves the emigrants always traveled in as large groups 
as possible." 

"The migrants' travel route took them down the Holston and the Tennessee into 
the Ohio and Mississippi Rivers. It was along the upper reaches of the Tennessee 
and Holston rivers that they faced their greatest danger. This was the country of 
the Cherokee Indians, and they had been faithful allies of the British during the 
Revolution. These Indians attacked the flotilla on a bend in the Tennessee near 
the mouth of the Clinch River. A description of the ensuing battle is given by Jones:" 

"All hands on board commenced a vigorous and well directed defense. That the 
husband, John Jones, might be released to use his rifle, Mrs. John (Anna) Jones 
put their eldest son,William Jones, then in his twelfth year, at the oar, while 
she held up a thick, poplar stool between him and the bullets; and it was well 
she did for it was pierced by one of the leaden missles. After it was all over, 
Mrs.dones laughingly remarked that "Their guns were very weak, as the did not make 
a very deep impression on the stool." Another lady heroically took the steering 
oar from her husband that he might ply his rifle to the foe, and, with unfaltering 
courage, guided the boat until disabled by a wound in the back. Hannah Curtis Courtney 
was grazed on the head by a ball (shot) , and Jonathan Curtis was slightly wounded 
on the wrist, but so far as the writer (JOHN G. JONES) knows, no life was lost. 
While the attention of the assilants was mainly directed to the first boat, the 
second floated by the point of attack unharmed." 

"The excited and bloodthirsty savages now directed their whole force to the 
capture of the third boat. ( This boat had been required to float in the rear and 
to use a separate camping place at night because some of its occupants had 
contracted the dread disease, SMALLPOX. As it was passing through the narrows, 
they boarded it in full force and massacred all on board except one lady, whom 
they retained as a captive about three years, until by treaty, she was restored 
to her friends. But this was a dearly brought victory to the Cherokees, for,either 
from the captured lady or the clothing and other articles taken from the boat, 
they contacted the smallpox which passed through their villages like the destroying 
angel, until multitudes of them died. When suffering from the raging fever and 
thrist brought on by the terrible epidemic, they sought relief by lying in the 
waters of the Tennessee, which only made it the more fatal. Their descendants 
have to this day a traditional horror of that terrible pestilence." 

"The survivors made their way down the Tennessee, Ohio, and Mississippi Rivers 
without further molestation. They landed near the mouth of Cole's Creek.

SCOTT FAMILIES - THE EARLY YEARS Page 6 


The group made their way eastward along the banks of the creek in search of sites 
for their homes. The Spaniards had taken control of the territory in October, 
1799, but they had not established an efficient government or any control over 
land sales or occupation by adventurers. These people were moving into an area 
that was some distance from Natchez, and they could expect very little interference 
from the Spanish authorities. They probably occupied their selected homesites 
without any legal sanction; or, as they were known on the frontier, they were 
"SQUATTERS"." 

“The first objective of the newly arrived settlers was to earn = livelihood. 
In this new land they were dependent upon themselves for supplying all of their 
needs. As they had arrived late in 1780 they had several months to devote to the 
construction of houses before time to plant crops. They built for their protection 
the usual log houses from the abundant materials that were available. The lack 
of time and skilled artisans probably meant that these first shelters were very 
crude, but they served their purpose. Around the cabins a few acres of land were 
Cleared, and crops were planted." 

" John Jones selected a place on the east side of the southern fork of Cole's 
Creek, not far from the former site of the now extinct village of Uniontown. Here 
he found rich land, luxurious range, the greatest abundance of beach and oakmast 
for hogs, a plentiful supply of game in the woods and fish and water-fowl in the 
creek, with plenty of spring and creek water convenient for man and veast. He soon 
put up a log cabin, cut and burned the cane and undergrowth from a nice piece of 
rich and level land, felled trees on the spot, made rails, and fenced it in, and 
by doling out a scanty supply of seed-corn by the grain, soon had it planted and 
in a state of cultivation. In the meantime ordinary provisions were very scarce; 
for a time BREAD was not to be had, but John Jones with his trusty rifle and with 
little effort or loss of time, kept his family supplied with game,. principally 
venison and wild turkey. The turkeys Anna Jones, baked dry and called BREAD, the 
venision she boiled and called meat. These delicacies, with an occasional mess of 
fish fried in bear's oil, were the staple of their living for an indefinite period." 

"By a little after mid-summer John Jones found his circumstances much improved. 
He had a couple of horses, a start in the way of hogs and a few head of cattle, 
among which was one cow that gave his family a moderate supply of milk. His 
luxurious corn was getting into roasting ears, and had already been tasted with 
great delight by their children; and had it not been for the promixity of the 
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stealthy, theiving. and murderous Indians he might have felt that 'the lines had 
fallen to him in a pleasant place, and that God had given him a goodly heritage. ' 
But this was the absorbing trouble. The settlement on the Ogden Grant was breaking 
up and concentrating around Natchez for protection. Already the bands of roving 
savages had given unmistakable evidence of their intention to depredate on the 
Cole's Creek settlements as soon as the prospects for plunder became sufficiently 
inviting. In view of the threatening danger the settlers were vigilant in their 
reconnaissances, and had an understanding among themselves that he ‘:ho first dis- 
covered the probable presence of hostile savages should immediately give the alarm 
to his nearest neighbors, and they in turn, to others, until the wh«le community 
should hear of the impending danger. In the meantime the women anc children were 
to be taken immediately to Natchez and placed under the protection of the small 
garrison at Fort Rosalie, while the men were to return and punish or drive off the 
Indians, as circumstances indicated. John Jones came near being overtaken in his 
new home by a band of these lawless marauders. Having evidence of the presence 

of Indians in the neighborhood, and not knowing at what moment they might make 
their attack, he requested his wife to take the children and hide among the spurs 
of the cane-ridges, near the creek, until he could get the horses ready for their 
escape to Natchez. Mrs. John (Anna) Jones, after hastily collecting a few articles 
of wearing apparel, took her children and fled to a place of concea'.jent; but 
moments seemed to her as hours in her lonely retreat."What can keep John Jones 

so long ? Is it not possible that he is already tomahawked or captu.ed? were 
questions that incessantly revolved in her mind. She could bear the painful suspense 
no longer: she must go near enough to see, and ,intrusting the older children to 
take care of the younger and to be quiet, she ventured to the crest of the ridge 
and was greatly relieved at seeing her husband in the act of starting. She turned 
hastily back to get the children ready, but in the excitement of the moment she 
missed her way, so that it was with difficultly she found the place of their 
concealment by the time her husband came up. They made good their retreat to Natchez 
that night, and early next morning John Jones and his brother-in-law John Courtney 
returned as scouts to reconnoiter. When they got near his improvement they saw 
that the Indians had broken down a large protion of his corn, which was just 
getting into roasting-ears, and had killed his only milk cow. Venturing a little 
nearer they saw them in the act of emptying the feather beds, which had been 
brought all the way from South Carolina, to avail themselves of the cases. 
Seeing they were too far outnumbered to risk an attack they retreated." 
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"John Jones immediately abandoned his frontier settlement and moved to 
Fairchild Creek." 

"John Jones reported to the 1792 Spanish Census that he owned four hundred 
acres of land. There were five men and four women in the household. He owned 
three horses, twenty cows, twenty swine, one hundred bushels of corn, and two 
guns. One male child had been born recently, and there were three males of 
military age. " J.G.Jones ,wrote that his grandfather ( our great-great-great- 
grandfather) John Jones fought many hard battles for his county and his church. 
He always prayed with his family in the evening amd morning and had an extra 
family service on Sunday when the country was destitute of regular preaching. He 
was remembered by his grandson as one of the most meek, exemplary and deeply 
religious men he had ever known. John Jones and Anna Brown Jones had ten 
children. The only names that we know for sure at this time (2/90) is that the 
oldest son was William Jones, one daughter Phoebe Jones married David Geenleaf 


and Anna Jones married William Scott Jr.. This was my Great- Great Grandparents, 
and the Father of Dr. Zachariah James Scott Sr. More about this wedding later. 


John Jones died on his little farm near Uniontown in Jefferson County, Ms. 
in 1821 at the age of 77. He was buried there beside the wife of his youth , 
Anna Brown Jones who was the mother of his ten children. This was according 
to his grandson, John Griffing Jones. 

Another family came down the rivers to Natchez on a raft later the same year 
that the Jones/Curtis families came and settled near Natchez. This family was 
the family of William Scott Sr. little is know about him except that he came 
from South Carolina and settled in what is now the community of Woodville. The 
land records show that in 1802 he owned land in Claiborne county so apparently 
his family moved up river. We do know that he had a son William Scott Jr. and 
around 1810 , near Natchez at midnight on horseback by the lights of pine torches, 
guarded by friends posted to prevent surprise by Catholic Priests, who had for- 
bidden the marriage except by a Catholic Priest, he and Anna Jones were married 
by her uncle, Richard Curtis Jr.. the first Baptist preacher in Mississippi. 
(More on Richard Curtis Jr. and the reason for this type of marriage later. ) 

William Scott Jr. and Anna Jones Scott lived near Rodney in Jefferson County 
until 1830 when they moved to what was called Vernon, but is now near Flora 
in Madison County, Ms. He settled near the banks of the Big Black River and 
operated a ferry boat, which he built. The place was known as Scott's Ferry. 


** more information later on this. 
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On February 17, 1990, My husband , Jim Brewer and I went to the "Old Vernon 
Community" in search of the old cemetery where William Scott and Anna Jones Scott 
were buried. This area is now known as Kearney Park and is the site of the former 
World War II Ammunition and records underground storage center. It is now just 
a records storage facility. I found three old cemeteries in the area, but 
according to some of the local oldest residents, the army moved all the tombstones 
from one of them off in a truck and they did not know where they were moved to. 

Two of the cemeteries were within a mile of each other on opposite sides of what 

is now called Lover's Lane Road, the one with the tombstones stil] standing are 

of the Kearney family and others, but there were no Scotts there. The earliest 
grave there was in 1862. Mr. Edwards, one of the eldery gentlemen that I talked 
to said the other cemetery had stones in it from the 1830's and 1840's and 1850's 
but did not remember the names and that no one it that area knew of the families 

in the 1940's when they were moved. The other - cemetery that I found was 

on Kearney Park Road , with the earliest grave being 1828. The only Scott's 

that I found in this were as follows: In memory of George Scott born at Murfresoro 
Boro, N.C. July 16, 1838 died at Flora Dec. 26. 1903.: Another reads J. Scott Clark 
son of Allie E. & Bryan Clark, born Oct. 30, 1885 Died Nov. 2, 1888. It is possible 
that these were descendents of theirs, but not known for sure. But now back to the 


early years. 


all of their children , with the youngest, my Great-GrandFather, Zachariah James Scott 
being born March 30, 1829 in Jefferson County, Ms. We are told from one source, 
(The Baptist record ) that he was the youngest of twelve or thirteen children, and 
by another source ( Dr. Z.J. Scott Jr. ) that he was the youngest of eight, four 
boys and four girls. Dr. Z.J. Scott Jr. (Uncle Jimmy) stated that his father, Z.J. 
Sr was too young to remember his parents when they died and was left to the care 
of his older brothers and sisters . This makes it probable to assume that only 
ight of the children grew to adulthood. At the present time none of their names 
are known. 

William Scott Jr. died at Vernon in 1836 and Anna Jones Scott died there in 
1846. Zachariah James Scott Sr. grew up in’ the old boyhood home of Vernon in 
Madison County. This was a farm home and he was accoustomed to the outdoor life. 
This no doubt had much to do in giving him a constitution that bore up, so well, 
under the ills and hardships of a long life covering an era of extreme change. 

From this he gathered that practical knowledge that made him successful in his life. 
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By 1850 Vernon had become a business center and schools were built including 
a female school ( College or other is unknown). Among the settlers that had come 
from South Carolina. Robert Bell Scott, (listed as fourth generation on page 1) 
had established a real southern farm, home, and family in Claiborne County, Ms. 
near the present day Hermanville or St. Elmo as the family called his plantation. 
There were three boys and seven girls in this family with my Great-Grandmother, 
Martha Evaline (Evvie) Scott being the fifth child. At the age of 16 in 1850, 
Robert Bell Scott took Evaline_ on horseback, riding behind him sitting sideways. 
( In those days , proper young ladies never road astraddle or astride a horse, only 
sidesaddle.) She was placed in the female school. It is not known if this 
was where she met her future husband, Zachariah James Scott Sr. or if since they 
were KIN (as stated in the bible) they already knew each other, but romance grew 
and on Sept. 30, 1852 they were married at St. Elmo in Claiborne county by 
T.F. Williams, a Baptist minister. Her father signed her marriage license both as 
a bondsmen along with Z.J. Scott Sr. and also a handwritten letter was attached 
to. the bond for marriage (which was used then instead of a license as we know it 
today). This letter gave permission for her to marry and was signed by Robert 
Bell Scott. 

Martha Evaline Scott was born in Trigg County , Kentucky on February 18, 1834. 
She was baptized in 1838 by Winfrey B. Scott a Methodist minister, possibly a 
relative. M.E. (Evvie) Scott and Dr. Z.J. Scott Sr. had thirteen children, (more on 
them later.) 

But pack to information on the Scott's during the years prior to, during 
and after the Civil War. Claiborne County, Ms. land records show that in 1802 
William Scott had land recorded in Book A Page 198, other land was recorded to 
him in 1809, 1814, 1817 and 1819. In 1823 Margaret Scott was recorded land in 
the will from William Scott, but no will was found so this is quite possible that 
this was William Scott SR. . In 1806 Robert Scott recorded land in Book B. page 
63, land was recorded to him again in 1809 and 1814. Since Robert B. Scott , 
the father of Robert Bell Scott died in Claiborne County in 1832, it is quite 
possible that this was his land. John Scott received land in 1817 which he sold 
to Samuel Scott in 1829. In 1838 Robert Bell Scott had land recorded in Book 
S page 14 and on page 15 land was recorded that he purchased from John M. Scott 
and also on page 40 from him. John M. Scott and George W. Scott both recorded 
land in 1838 and John D. Scott in 1840. Since both Robert Bell Scott and William 
Scott Sr. were both descendents of John Scott who came to American in 1699 it is 
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quite possible that these are all relatives of theirs since they seemed to 

move together, and since during the early years the settlers traveled in as large a 
group as possible for protection. It seemed that related families iiways traveled 
together.. The 1810 Census of the Natchez District lists the following on 

William Scott, A tax list in Adams County and in Jefferson County © William Scott 
with a white male over 21, 1 white male under 21, 4 white females under 21. Since 
William Scott Jr. and Anna Jones were married sometimes in 1810, in Jefferson 
County, it is probable that these were the children of William Scott Sr. The 1816 
census lists a William Scott as head of household in Jefferson County, one in 
Amite and two in Claiborne. We do know that our William Scott Jr. was in 
Jefferson County until October 20, 1828 when he purchased three hundred and twelve 
acres and eighty -hundredths of an acre in Madison County, CHOCTAW TERRITORY, in 
the town called Vernon, near the Big Black River. This is recorded in Book A, Page 34 
Dec. 8, 1828 in Madison County Court House.(This information copied 2/23/90). 

The 1830 Mississippi Census lists him in Madison county with 1 mal. between 40 

and 60, 1 female of the same age, 1 male between 20 and 40, 1 male and 2 females 
between 10 and 20, 2 males and 2 females under 10 years of age and °11 being white. 
The following marriages of Scotts were listed in the early 1830' ard 1840"s in 
Madison County, but it is not knownif these were children of William Scott Jr. & 
Anna Jones Scott or not, but I am listing them. Nov. 17, 1831 Elizabeth Scott 

& Levi Davis (bondsman a GRIFFING): Jan. 25, 1842 John D. Scott & Serena Silverberg: 
June 3, 1842, Eliza Jane Scott & Lucas or Lucine Kearney (this is %:e cemetery

There was no will or any estate records found in Madison Count v on either 
William Scott or Anna Jones Scott ; No guardianship records were found for any 
children during that era either. Land records were found to Scott in the 1830's 
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1840's, 1850's as follows: 1828 William Scott: 1833 William Scott & Anna Scott 
1836 James Scott : 1836 James H. Scott : 1836 Charles P. Scott : 1838 William 
Scott : 1840 Thomas J. Scott & Samuel Scott : 1841 Lucy Scott : 1841 William H.Scott 
1841: John D. Scott : 1843 Thomas Scott : 1845 Michale Scott: 1848 Czorge Anna 
Scott: 1848 John D. Scott : 1848 William Scott : 1851 & 1852 Zacharian J. Scott. 

The other set of Scott's (Maternal ) Robert Bell Scott the son of Robert B. Scott 
and Isabella Bell(daughter of James Bell) had purchased land in the Hermanville 
Ms. area at least by 1838. On this land he built a large comfortable country home 
and raised his family. According to Dr. David Marion Segrest, a gre°t grandson 
of his - Robert Bell Scott had considerable land and slaves in Claiborne County 
near Hermanville prior to the Civil War. The plantation was called St. Elmo. 
After the war was over very little was left. Two of his sons, Almansor Ulysis 
(U.A.) Scott & Robert Marion Scott both left Mississippi to answer the call from 
Jefferson Davis. According to David Segrest , his grandfather (Robe: t Marion Scott) 
served with the 38th regiment in the Army of Northern Virginia under General 
Robert E. Lee. He fought in the first Battle of the war " The Batt: of Bull Run" 
and also the last battle"The Battle of the Pines" on April 8, 1865 near Appomattox 
in Virginia. He was wounded three times but not seriously. According to his military 
record at the time of his enlistment he was 20 years old, 5'10 4", fair 
complexion, blue eyes, and auburn hair. Other information on him will be included 
later in his section. I do not know what happened to U.A. Scott. 

A book [ Confederate Soldiers 1861-1869 Claiborne County, Ms. Riles, AN.VA. | 
is in the Chancery Clerk's Office In Port Gibson, Ms. This book is handwritten 
and contains a list of Confederate Soldiers from Claiborne County and ones who are 
related to Claiborne county residents.. It also has a description of each 
unit or regiment with something about the battles they were in. 
In the above book the following Scott's are listed : Robert, Doc, George, 


John all being in Davenport's Calavary. George and Doc were listed .s being 


from Copiah County and John from Jefferson County. It seems that du.ing the Civil 
War the same person would serve in different units ,maybe when they were seperated 
from their original unit or wounded » then joined another unit after they were well. 
The above John was listed again as having served in Abbey's Battery along with 
George & Robert. Robert was also listed as serving in Co. D 12th reg:iment.Miss. 
A.U.of VA. William from Jefferson County served in MAGRUDER'S RAIDERS; along 

with several Jones's ; William S., Thomas, Thomas G., Thomas W: There was listed 

in the register of CLAIBORNE'S RIFLES , W.S. Jones who died in prision in 1864. 
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Eugene H. Jones was listed in BROWN'S BATTERY and the 36TH MISS. ARMY OF MISS 
AND TENN. Joe C. Jones served in CORVAUS BATTERY, ARMY OF MISS. & TENN. There 
were two DOCTORS listed from the Scott & Jones families. These were cousins, 
one was Dr. Dudley W. Jones and the other was my great-grand-father, Dr. Zachariah 
James Scott Sr. both of these were listed as being in the THIRTY-SIXTH MISS. ARMY 
OF MISSISSIPPI AND TENNESSEE. I do not know where all he served but he served 
the entire Civil War and was in VICKSBURG during the Seige. Both of these doctors 
were listed as SURGEONS. We do know that Dr. Z.J.Scott graduated ai the age of 25 
from Tulane Medical School in Louisana. 

According to Dr. Segrest , his grandfather, Robert Marion Scott's , military 
records say that he volunteered for one year in Captain Harris's company in May, 
1861 , this was made up of men with previous military training and was later 
designated Co. D, 12th Miss. Inf., then later enrolled in the Army oc* Northern 
Virginia. He said that his grandfather told him that a number of relatives served 
together during the war. He also stated that it was customary dur’*g those days, 
when a child left home , if the family had slaves and could afford *., to send a 
young slave off with their children, male with the boys and female with the girls. 
Such a young slave named tewiney accompanied Robert Marion Scott off to the Civil 
War. * Howard Devinity (see letter Page 4 - Robert Bell Scott, Descendants. 

After the war was over Robert Marion Scott returned to Claiborr.: County. He 
was one of the lucky ones because when he returned home he had one mule and a 
plow left to start a crop with. Most of his friends did not have even that left. 
The old family home had been spared , as had a lot of homes from Port Gibson to 
Raymond, because the Yankees said that the area between Port Gibson and Raymond,Ms. 
was too beautiful to burn. ; 

The now freed slave that had accompanied him all during the Civil War also 
returned to Mississippi, but decided to live near Crystal Springs. Beth familes, 
black and white, kept in close touch. Dr. Segrest said that the De. iney family 
would often come to Claiborne County to visit. 

An excerpt from the thesis states : "General conditions were very bad in the 
South at the close of the Civil War so Dr. Z.J. Scott Sr. moved his family to a 
farm where they would not have contact with carpet baggers or freed negroes." It is 
not known where he had lived prior to the Civil War but he had purchased land in 
Madison County, near Vernon in 1851 and 1852. The thesis said," It was on this 


farm, twelve miles west of Crystal Springs in Copiah County, Ms.. that Dr. Z.J. SCott, 
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Sr. and Martha Evaline (Evvie) Scott Scott, raised their family. The home was 
more or less isolated because of poor roads, but many friends were entertained by 
the family. The hospitality of the home helped the children acquire the general 
love of people for which Southerners of that era were noted. 

Dr. Scott was gone both day and night on medical calls. He left the actual 
farming of the place in the hands of an overseer. They also had a cook, as did 
most prominent southern families. This one was a former slave of theirs, whom 
after the war they gave a permanent home. It is told that on Sunday mornings when 
they did not have church services that the youngest son, Percy, would read the 
Bible with the five youngest children and the two little girls of the cook on the 
bank of the creek. The church which the family attended, New Zion Baptist, only 
had church services once a month. Back in those days a pastor served several churches 
and Sunday services took up most of the day. Since it took so long for people to 
get to church, they usually brought lunches with them and spent the .ay in 
worshipping and fellowship. The entire family was raised to be ver; religious and 
faithful to their church. 

Dr.Z.Jd. Scott Sr. had a thirst for learning and an ambition to be of use in 
the world. He had taken a course in medicine and graduated at the age of 25 from 
Tulane Medical College. It is not known if he was a country doctor '-ior to the 
Civil War but afterwards he was what was called a ,Typical Country Doctor. He 
traveled around the countryside delivering babies, tending to the sick and also had 
an office in the front room of his home. This room had a door that opened out 
onto the porch and his patients that came to the house sat on a bench on the front 
porch waiting to be seen. Just as most doctors of the early years, in this 
country, payment was most often in the form of some type of produce or of a 
service that someone could provide or the “barter system". He enjoy¢d the honor of 
being a surgeon of the gallant 36 th. Miss. Regiment in which he served all during 
the Civil War, and the reputation of being a painstaking and successful physician. 

The thirst for learning was passed on to the children of Z.J. and Martha _ 
"Evvie" Scott. She taught the children many of the fundamentals, especially 
arithmetic. The youngest boy, Percy, at the age of four, inspired by the 
studiousness of his older brothers, decided to learn to write. He found old letters 
of his father's - who wrote beautifully- and spent hours copying them. He learned 
to make his letters perfectly before he learned to read. There were public schools 
in Mississippi and because of the disorders which were natural to tne period they 
had little chance to operate successfully. The earlier schools were log houses. 
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They then started being replaced by buildings made of rough unpainted lumber. 
These schools had split log benches and in winter cold wind whipped through the 
cracks. Slate pencils were used and often rolled through the cracks in the floor. 
Heat was usually a fireplace and then later a pot-bellied stove, fed by wood. 
Water was carried from the creek and usually there were two out-door privies (toilets). 
One was usually in a hollow on one side of the school for boys and ine other on the 
opposite side in another hollow for girls. The school house was on Higher ground. 

There were three main requirements for teachers. One that they had completed 
a form of grammer school and had a couple of courses of arithmetic. Two: that their 
morals were above reproach. There could be no hint of any type of scandal in their 
pass. The third and by far the most important requirement was that they were able 
to control the students. No misbehaving or "“horse-play” was allowed and the rule of 
all schools was the three "R's": READING, RITING (writing) and RITHM: TIC (arithmetic) 
taught to the tune of a HICKORY STICK across the back end or a RULER across the 
knuckles - as the case may be. 

There was a small private school about two miles from the Scott home, but it 
was located on the opposite side of Bayou Pier Creek. Since there were no bridges 
over the creek and the bottom had quicksand in places, it was impras ical for the 
children to attend this school. There was another’ private school five miles from 
their home in the other direction and most of their children attended this school 
during the regular term of two months. Later on the schools were extended to four 
month sessions in the winter months. All the children attended some sort of private 
school. 

The school work covered by the teachers ,was left entirely up to the teacher 
with no definite aim for specific work to be done. Each teacher usec,a different 
set of text-books and often Dr. Scott had to ride on horseback to Vicksburg in 
order to find the necessary books. 

When the youngest child was about five or six years old, the five youngest of 
their children were sent to a boarding school in Crystal Springs, where they remained 
during the school session, until the boys were prepared to enter college. We do 
not know if the older children went to the same school or not. They all did have 
beautiful handwriting and read a lot, so the thirst for knowledge was well 
instilled in each of them. (Needless to say I must have inherited my writing from 
the Coleman side since I write awful, as did a lot of my father's family.) 

It is not known how or what type of material the old Robert Bell Scott 
home was built in Claiborne County except that it was a large and comfortable country 
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home. There are beautiful furnishings upstairs in the home of Dr. D.M. Segrest in 
of Port Gibson, Ms., that he knows came from the home of his grand-father, Robert 
Marion Scott, and maybe from his great-grand -father's home. There is a huge hand 
carved canopy bed, dresser with marble top, a huge armoire or chifforobe with two 
large doors and two large drawers, and a wash stand with a marble top. On top of 
the wash stand there are marblized pitchers and wash bowls. The old family bible 
of Robert Bell Scott is in a mahogany wood case, it has very large print and is a 
very large bible. It was published by Richard Abbey of New York and Nashville in 
1858 for the Book and Trust Society, Mississippi Trail. It cost $100, and an annual 
fee of $10.00 for further updates of the genealogical information. It is titled 
"Robert Bell Scott Perpetual Genealogical Bible". It lists the name of the person, 
when and where they were born.: When, where and by whom they were baptized. Their 
death date, age and place of death. There is a separate entry for the marriage, 
which lists the names, their parents, (both sets) , the date, the place, the minister's 
name and his religion. 

This again shows that the Scott familes were very devout people in their 
religion, were family oriented, and very proud of their heritage. 

The home of Dr. Zachariah James Scott Sr. at New Zion, about twelve miles from 
Crystal Springs in Copiah County, was built out of rough lumber, probably cypress. 
This was a wood that was used a lot in those days because it withstood time, weather 
and insects. This house is still standing and does not look as if it was ever 
painted. Even though I could not get into the house, it appears to be built in the 
style that was called "Dog-Trot". It has the big heavy double doors at both ends of 
the main part of the house. Usually the doors were kept open in the summer months 
to allow the wind to blow through the hall to help cool off the house. Just as all 
old homes in those days, it was heated by fireplaces on each side of the hall. The 
kitchen and dining room was on the back on the west side of the house, pass the set 
of double doors. Again this was the way most homes of that era were built,for 
two reasons: First to keep the cooking (wood) heat out of the bedroom areas and 
also, if they were lucky enough to have a cook, to keep them in another area most 
of the time. I feel sure that there was also an entrance from inside the back room 
to the dining room, but could not get inside to see. There appeared to have, at one 
time been a back porch from the end of the hall to the dining room area, but it is 
no longer there. This house is a single story with a very high pitched roof over 
the main area so it is possible that there was some type of attic rooms there. It 
was built very high off the ground on stone pillars. The rooms (from what little I 
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could see through the windows) were very large and had high ceilings. There is a 
large porch on the front which opens both into the hall and the former medical office 
of Dr. Z.d. Scott SR. This is where his waiting bench for his patients was. (At the 
time we visited in Dec. 1989, there was an old bench on the front povch, sorta like 
an old wooden church pew. We were told that this was the original bench, but was 
informed later that the original bench fell apart and this one was gotten from an old 
church which was being torn down.) Even-tho it was not the original, it still gave 
you the feeling of going back into the late 1800's and early 1900's. The double doors 
on the front porch had on both sides of them a frosted panel of glass about eight 
inches wide. This covered most of the length of the doors. There were some small] 
clear spots in the glass, apparently for checking to see who was outside -prior to 
opening the door, but not large enough to see through from the outside. 

[You will notice that on page 8, I placed an * by the name of Anna Jones & 
William Scott ]. There seems to be two different tales published about the father 
of Anna Jones Scott. The first information that we have comes from ¢ publication 
"The Baptist" published in Jackson, Ms. by the Miss. Baptist Publishing Co., Feb. 
11, 1904 on page 9. It states "This was about the time of the coming to this territory 
of Richard Curtis, the first Baptist preacher in Mississippi. William Jones, a half- 
brother of Richard Curtis, also came during the same year from Charleston S.C. and 


settled at the mouth of Cole's Creek near Natchez. Among the chilc-:n of William Jones 
was Anna mentioned above as the wife of William Scott dr. These two were married 
in 1810 and lived near Rodney (where Z.J.Scott Sr. was born) until 1220, when they 
moved to Madison County, near old Vernon ( now Flora)." This was tiiied "Dr. Z.J. 


Scott". This is included as Appendix B of the Thesis by Mildred East McCleskey and 
also in the photo copy of the article (with a picture of Dr. Z.J. Scott Sr.)that was 
copied from the Miss. Baptist record, Miss. Baptist Historical Society, Miss. College 
Clinton, Ms. It was written by I.H. Anding of Summit, Ms. ; 

There is also a different version of the maiden name of the wife of first William 
Jones (the father of John Jones ) and second Richard Curtis Sr., ( the father of 
Richard Curtis Jr.(the first Miss. Baptist Preacher). One book states that she was 
Phoebe (Phebe) Smith daughter of James Smith, the other states that her name was 
Phoebe (Phebe) BROWN. Miss. Bible & Cemetery records Volume XII pe? 187 Uniontown 
Cemetery reads as follows: Location: Jefferson County, Ms. at the site of Bethel 
Presbyterian Church founded by Rev. Joseph Bullen: This cemetery is recorded in VOlume 


II Page 155-156: This grave was omitted because only after much deci,1ering- of the 
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ancient sandstone marker, were we able to arrive at any satisfaction. Phoebe, who 


married, first, William Jones, and 2nd, Richard Curtis Sr. was the daughter of this 
JAMES SMITH /died January 20, 1821 /aged 90. signed Gordon M. Wells" 

Miss. Revoluntionary Soldiers, Page 161 lists the following "Jok.:; Jones born Dec. 
4, 1/44, Dinwiddle Co, Va. the son of WILLIAM & PHOEBE BROWN JONES.: "The History of 
The Descendants of The Jersey Settlers, Adams County, Mississippi" Vol. II page 401 
reads: "WILLIAM JONES, son of LANE JONES & ANNE BARBER JONES married PHOEBE BROWN 
daughter of ZACHARIAH BROWN. William Jones died very young leaving a widow and 
a young son by the name of JOHN JONES. MRS. WILLIAM (PHOEBE BROWN) JONES married a 
man named RICHARD CURTIS SR. 

The second set of information that we have on the half brother of Richard Curtis 
ur., the first Baptist Pracher in Mississippi, states that his name was John Jones, 
the only child of William Jones & Phoebe (Phebe) Brown Jones. These sources state 
that when John Jones and his wife Anna Brown Jones ( the daughter of Abraham Brown) 
came to Mississippi they had listed ; their oldest child , a twelve vear old son named 
William Jones. All sources that I have found, which I will list lat. show that it 
was JOHN not WILLIAM Jones who was the half-brother of Richard Curtis Jr.. It is 
quite probable, but so far I have found no proof that Anna Jones was the daughter 
of William Jones and possibly of Phoebe Smith instead of the daughter of John Jones 
and Phoebe Brown Jones, unless her name was listed as something other than Anna Jones. 


Even-tho there seems to be some conflict about the parents of ANNA JONES SCOTT 
I feel that there is no doubt that she is either the Daughter of Jok.: Jones & Anna 


Brown Jones or their granddaughter. I will continue to search for this link and will 


skip some pages for this purpose. 

The sources that I have on the Jones/Curtis families are as follows: "A History 
of Mississippi Baptist 1780-1970", by Dr. Richard Aubrey Mclemore, pages 3-51. "A 
Concise History of the Introduction of Protestantism into Mississippi, and the South- 
West", by John Griffing Jones ( grand-son of John Jones), Chapter II and pages 71- 
73 state the same facts. Another book by John G. Jones, "A Complete History of 
Methodism", states the same facts. "Mississippi Revolutionary Soldiers", pages 161- 
162 has the same information. This record also lists that William Jones was born in 
South Carolina June 18, 1769 and died June 2, 1796. That he settled in Amite County, 
Ms., but no other information on him or his family. " The History of The Jersey 
Settlers, Adams County, Mississippi" Volume I and II state the same facts on pages 
176-179 (Vol. II. pages 175-197, Pages 252-253 ( Vol. I , also Vol. II pages 264, 
274-277, 360, 379, 903-915, list more of the same facts on the Jones/Curtis families. 
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Pages 400-402 lists quite a bit of information on the ancestors and descendants of 
The Rev. Roland Jones family of which our William Jones the father of John Jones 
was a direct descendent. 

We know that we are descendents of this set of Jones because the Dudley Jones 
and the Griffing lines were known as cousins through-out our family history. 

Another source of these facts is " Mississippi Baptist Preachers", by Lovelace S. 
Foster, published in 1895 by National Baptist Publishing Co., St. Louis, Mo. pages 
8, 1/6 -182 and also the introduction page. 

The following additional information was received 6/09/90 from a book owned by Mr. 
Will Lloyd of Cody, Wyoming (one of my Broome relatives). 

Zachariah James Scott joined Feb. 24, 1862 a unit which was formed in Gallatin, 
Copiah Co., Mississippi. This unit was called Company V - Dixie Guards -Herbert Brigade- 
Maurdy's Division of the 36 th Mississppi Infantry of the Confederacy. He was listed as 
a 1st Lieutenant and got out May 6, 1865. 

"Military History of Mississippi" page 320 has him listed. Military records of the 
36th Miss. Inf. on file at the archives Roll A - show that he was prombted from =~ = 
Assistant Surgeon to Surgeon on May 26, 1862. 

March 5, 1991 additional information was found in the Jefferson County Court 
House in Fayette, Ms. This proves that Anna Jones who married William Scott was the 
daughter of John Jones. The following is the marriage bond of Anna Jones and 
William Scott dated November 24, 1807. There is also a letter signed by John Jones 
giving his permission for the marriage and witnessed by his half-brother Levi Curtis. 

" Heirs, Executory and administratory, jointly and severally firmly by these 
present --~ sealed with our seal and dated this 24th day of November 1807-- 

The condition of the above obligation is such that whereas there hath this day 
been application made to the Register of the ? Court for the County of 
Jefferson for a License authorizing the Soleminization of the rites of matrimony 
between William Scott and Anna Jones _ —~- Now if there should be no lawful cause to 
obstruct the marriage for which said license is required, then the above obligation 
to be void, otherwise to be and remain in full force and effect in law.

Mississsippi Territory of the United States & county of Jefferson. 

To any JUdge, Minister of the Gospel or Justice. of the peace Lawfully authorized 

to solemnize the rites of matrimony-- You are hereby authorized to celebrate the rites 
of matrimony between William SCott _ and Anna Jones of the county aforesaid and for 
so doing this shall be a sufficient license.- Given under my hand (there being no 


seal of office) this 24th day of November 1807, and in the 32nd. year of Americian © 
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independence. Joshua Lowry, reg.al 


We hereby certify that I have given my free consent to __? William Scott 
to marry my daughter Anna as witnessed my hand this 24th of November 1807.John Jones 
witness Levi Curtis . ( the question mark by the blank infront of the name of 
William Scott is because I am unable to be sure what the letters are unless it was 
Mr. It is written like this AM z The ? on page 19 in the second paragraph of 
the marriage license is also a word that I could not read. This marriage license is 
recorded in book A __ page 151 . This book covers 1805-1827. 

The will of John Jones written Sept. 17, 1821 and advertised Dec. 7, 1822 
was also copied in Jefferson County March 1991. This again mentions his daughter 


Ann Scott to whom he léft his bed stead, bed furniture, one large pot & one skillet... 


The money after the division was shown on Dec. 12,1821 listed William Scott, 
receiving $145.16. This was in probate box A number 73. 

There is on record in Jefferson cauntyin Book A Page 151 a marriage license 
of Thomas Scott to Peggy Hill dated Sept. 18, 1819 and a William Samuel Scott married 
to Anna Fake on April 18, 1826 Book A page 236. This information was not checked. 
(note. A friend copied this information and said that the whole book A and the earlier 
boxes contained information of the Scott and Jones and Craig names that I had sent her. 
As soon as possible I will try to get there to get some more information on this 
part of the family.) 

There is a notation on the Book A index that the marriage of William Scott 

and Anna Jones was performed November 26, 1807. 

A scrapbook of Madeline Scott Carden Noble , sister of Martha Eveline Scott Scott 
was found in the possession of Dr. Charlie & Katheryn Scott of Clinton. In it were 
several things of interest on the Scotts, part of which I will include later according 
to the family involved but this pretains to the children of William Scott and Anna 
Jones Scott. There was a letter from a sonof Dr. Z.J. Scott - Walter Scott to his 
brother Thomas Percy Scott listinginformation, dated January 8, 1939 from Crystal Springs, 
Ms. In this letter he stated that his daddy's mother's father was William Jones ( but we now 
know it was John (unless his name was John William). Their children were Annie Jones 
who married William Scott, Zachariah Jones whose children were La., Jiniaie, William, 
and Eliza Jones . Jonathan Jones whose children were Dr. A.P. Jones who married a Watson 
and whose children were Dudley Jones and Annie Jones who married Dement Jones ( no children) 
Other children of Jonathan Jones are John G. Jones whose children were Jno A.B. Jones, 


Frank Jones whose children are Alice Jones who married a Lewis; Willaman Jones & Millsaps 


Jones.. | | Cont. children of John G. Jones - Jonathan & Eli Jones a attorney at 
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Harriston. He wrote that his father )Dr.Z.J. Scott's) oldest brother was John Scott 
who raised the family and never married. His brother Thomas Scott the father of 
Sallie Scott , his sister married John Hartsook. The Hartsook family is connected 
with the Lipscomb and the Wilson family near Flora. He does not mention the name of 


the sister , but a note from T.P. SCott says that Aunt Martha Scott married 


John Hartsook . They’ both mention an Aunt Lizzie but no other information on her. 
Walter also mentions the fact that he would love to go and visit the OLD MOUNT BLUFF 
BAPTIST CHURCH near Flora where his mother and father met. Sallie Scott daughter of 
Thomas SCott was listed as being married to Joe Clark from Baton Rouge, La. 
note:( In the scrapbook is a request from a J.H. Clark to the war dept. dated Biloxi, 
Ms. April 17, 1918, Jefferson Davis Confederate Soldiers HOme. He is requesting his 
civil War REcords be transferred there. ) Beauviour, the home of Jefferson Davis is 
the site of this Old Soldiers HOme. ( Mildred Coleman checked March 17, 1991 with 
Beauviour and found the following information.) J.H. ( Joe) Clark was born in 
North Carolina ( no Date available) served in Company C. lst Louisiana Cavalry. 
Lived in Copiah County prior to his admittance to Beauviour. Admitted to the home August 
14, 1900 and was 76 years old when admitted. He lived to be 96 years old and was 94 
when he wrote to the War Dept in 1918 so he must have kept his mental faculities quite 
well. He died May 5, 1920 and there was no mention of any relatives or a wife. HE is 
not listed as being buried in the cemetery at Beauviour and the assumption of the staff 
there is that he was buried in Copiah County. They have a newspaper article datéd Dec. 
21, 1916,Entitled " Veterans enjoy a Short Vacation". There are two Clarks listed 
as taking this vacation trip to Ship Island a J.S. Clark and J.H. Clark.He stated in his 
request that he joined the Confederates May 9, 1861 Co. F 4th La. Infantry and trans-— 
ferred to the La. Cavalary- Scott's Regiment under Capt. William Leake. The Answer was 
that he joined May 12, 1916 Co. F. 4th La Infantry and was transferred to the Louisiana 
Calavary Scott's Regiment, on muster November 1863 - no information on captures or 
wounds.— no discharge date. ( I had thought this was Sallie Scott's husband but am now 
wondering since a sister of Madeline's (MINNIE) married a J.H. CLARK of Kentucky. Further 
checking is needed on this.) 

A note from T.P. Scott also states that his grandfather William Scott came down 
the Mississippi River from the Carolina's during the 1812 Madrid Earthquake. He said he 
came on a flat boat to Natchez then gradually worked his way back up the river to a 
place near Fora, Old Vernon where he built and operated a ferry boat. We know that he 
came to Mississippi earlier since we found his and Anna's marriage license dated 
1807 in Jefferson County. It is possiblethat he was on the river during the earthquake 
on a visit or business since a lot of travel was done that way. The following is an 
exeerpt from " MIssissippi As a Providence Territory and State" Vol. 1 pages 347 & 348. 

This was the year of the alarming series; of earthquakes that shook the whole western 
country and destroyed New Madrid. The following graphic account was written by Capt. 


John Davis of Natchez, January 5, 1812, to a friend in VIrginia: We arrived at night 
on the 15th of December, at the 25th island, and on the 16th, at ten minutes past 2 


™ 
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o'clock a.m., we were surprised by the greatest emotion that can possibly be supposed 
of the boat, which I could compare to nothing more picturesque than that of a team 
of horses running away with a wagon over the most rocky road in our part of the 
country. There were forty boats in the company, and each thought. his boat adrift and 
running over the sawyers; but a man on board a boat lasted to us hinted it to be an 
earthquake. An old navigator of the river just above hailed us, and said it was 
occasioned by the banks falling in. We were under a bluff bank, which immediately cast 
off, and fell in about a quarter of a mile, which drew us into the current on the right 
side of the island, which was much the shallowest, where we staid till day; but in the 
immediate time we experienced about fifty partial shocks, which shook our boats with 
great agitation. At 7:12 we heard a tremendous distant noise, and in a few seconds the 
boats, island and mainland became perfectly convulsed, the trees twisted and lashed 
together, the earth in all quarters - was sinking, and the water issured from the center 
of the twenty-fifth isle, just on our left, and came rushing down its side in torrents 
and on our right there fell at once thirty or forty acres of land - some say 300 acres- 
but as I was till then perfectly collected, and although’ then much alarmed, was less 
so than any person in the company. The Shocks at this time became frequent at about 
every fifteen minutes: the water rose from the first shock, till about 8-o'clock that 
day, seven or eight feet perpendicular, and the current ran seven or eight miles per 
hour, as we ran from Twenty-fifth Island and landed on Flower Island, a distance of 
thirty-five miles, in five hours and twenty-five minutes, and lost half an hour endeav- 
oring to make a landing at the lower end of Nine -Mile reach, which place and Ten-mile 
reach were in perfect commotion. The Logs, which had spring up from the bottom of the 
river were so thick that it appeared almost impossible for a boat to find a passage. 
There were three boats sunk, two of which belonged to Mr. Jas. Atwell, and laden from 
Kentucky, invalue> about $3000; the other, a family boat. The logs and roots we passed 
had sand and mud on them, which probably, for many years lay in the bottom of the 
river and which gave the appearance of timbered fields from Nine to Ten Mile Reach- so 
that it appeared as if the order of nature had been reversed. We experienced frequent 
shocks of earthquakes for eight days, and I have heard of no place more convulsed 
than where I was.: Note: YOu will notice that he said it appeared as if the order 
of nature was reversed. This is supposed to be the tite according to history that the 
Mississippi River was reported to have run backward.) 


The above letter does not state where they were on the Mississippi River and 
since the names of the Islands do not mean anything to me, but since the tale was 
passed down that William Scott and also that Robert Bell Scott was on the river 
during the earthquake it could have been that they were traveling on the river for some 
reason or other, William Scott had come to Mississippi at least by 1807 and Robert Bell 
Scott got married in Kentucky in 1823.Additional notes in the diary and scrap book 
of Madeline Scott say that the Scott's on Martha Eveline's side moved from South 
Carolina to Kentucky where Robert Bell scott was born and that he married his cousin in 
Kentucky and came to Miss. at the time of the Madrid Earthquake. BUI the Robert Bell 
Scott Perpetual Genealogical Bible States that he was born May 19, 1798 and baptized 
in 1798 by Rev. Connady PResbyterian Minister in the Lorance District of South Carolina. 
Tt also states that they were married in Trigg County Kentucky on August 24, 1823 by 
Joseph Hyden, MInister to Isabella Bell daughter of Richard and Elizabeth Bell. 
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Note: The following information was sent by Jimmy and Velma Scott Sullivan, (a 
great-grand daughter of Dr. Zachariah James Scott Sr. and Martha Evaline Scott Seott), 
December 1991. I have placed part of the information they sent on Page 16, 17 and 18 
revised of "Descendants of Edward Alexander Scott, Child # 2". I will include this part 
in this section since it contains some information on both sets of Scott's. Maybe some 
day someone in the family will be able to find the proof concerning the parents of 
Dr. Zachariah James Scott Sr.- I will continue my search and hope that others will also. (DB? 


"Here is a brief statement of the background which family historixuns seemed to 
have missed. They assumed Zachariah James Scott Sr. was the son of William Scott Jr. 
and Anna, his wife, and that he was born in Jefferson County, Ms. (See bottom of second 
page of family information on Zachariah James Scott Sr.) Also it states that William 
Scott Jr. had 13 children. This shows that the family records of Wiliiam Scott Jr. 
got confused with WIlliam Scott Sr. who had a large family from two w.ves in Virginia, 
not Mississippi. Rather than being father and son - William Scott Jr. and Zachariah 
James Scott Sr. were half brothers - both being born in Virginia.---Here is the way it 
should be put together." 

"William Scott Jr. was born in Virginia and was a friend of Richerd Curtis Jr. Both 
men moved from Virginia to South Carolina and were neighbors on the P: Dee River of 
that State. The father, William Scott Sr. remained in Virginia until ..s death. 
William Scott Jr. followed Richard Curtis Jr. to Mississippi and sett:2d on Coles 
Creek north of Natchez with the rest of the historic travel party. T!ey had hewn out 
barges at Sycamore Schoals, Tennessee, on the Holston River after having traveled from 
South Carolina. They floated on these barges ,on which they lived dui ing the long 
treck, and were with the group leaving at the same place at the same time to establish 
Nashville. The ones wanting to live in Tennessee pushed their barges - rth and were 
several months late in arriving. The Richard Curtis Jr. Colony conti: .ed to float 
southward and settled in Spanish Territory, of which Natchez was a part, when 
Gayoso was territorial governor. The problems created by this clash «f cultures, 
languages and religions is well documented in Mississippi History whi: put the early 
settlers under persecution. With the passing of the years, William Sc .t Jr. moved 
up the Big Black River and established a prosperous plantation with m iy slaves and 
great wealth. He had no children of his own and therefore no heirs to whom he could 
leave his great wealth. That is why William Scott Jr. deeded the land to him only." 

"In the meantime, he had learned that his father, William Scott Sr. had lost his 
first wife, the mother of William Scott Jr. and that he had married a second time and had 
children by his second wife, also. Then tragedy struck, either by some scourge of an 
infectious disease or the deadly poison of botulism, the entire family was wiped out at 
the same time, except for a four-year-old son. (Ernest Scott and I assumed it was 
botulism, and the acute poisioning was caused by incorrectly canned green beans, which 
happened often before canning proccesses were perfected, and that everyone ate his 
vegetables except the four year old. That sounds so normal and explains why he 
survived. )" 

"The four year old orphaned son of William Scott Sr., was now alone in the world. 
His name was Zachariah James Scott and he was a half brother of William Heo JT ss 
instead of a son as recorded and as some historians have assumed. Friendly neighbors 
took young Z.J. into their homes and cared for him, until they learned that a Virginia 
travel party of emigrants were moving soon to Texas, and they saw a slight chance to get 
these half brothers together although their ages were some 40 years apart." 

"Hearing that the pioneers moving west would cross the Cumberland Gap to Nashville, 
Tennessee, now a fairly well-established trail, would then take the Natchez Trace 
southward from that point. Anxious to get these half brothers together, they talked 
the travel party into veering their route slightly to cross the Big Black River at 
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Scott's Ferry, at which point they would try to locate William Scott Jr. whose slaves 
operated the Ferry and plantation , while he as owner managed the plantation and served 
as postmaster for the small nearby village." 

"Work was sent in advance that little Z.J. Scott would be traveling westward with 
this group of emigrants with the hope of getting him into the hands of his nearest 
relative. Miraculously, the word did get through (perhaps helped by William Scott Jr.'s 
serving as postmaster). One slave at Scott's Ferry was assigned the one task of 
sitting by the Ferry to interview every convoy of covered wagons going westward. An 
approximate time was guessed at, but no one could be certain due to travel 
difficulties of that period." 

"Tt was a time of celebration when William Scott Jr.'s slave located the correct 
convoy and had the young boy committed to his care for safe delivery to the half - 
brother's plantation home. One person in the travel party reported back to his 
Virginia friends that the last time they saw the boy he was in a small paddle boat 
traveling to his desired destination. No one was happier than William Scott Jr., who 
received the boy gladly and reared him as his own son, with utmost care, in spite of 
the vast differences of their ages. They were sons of the same father, born some 40 
years apart. Having no children of his own, William Jr. was doubtly glad to have a near 
relative nearby. This is why William Scott Jr. deeded the land to Zachariah James 
Scott Sr., although he was robbed of his inheritance by the crass confiscation of lands 
by the Yankees just after the Civil War. The land had been deeded to Z.J. Scott Sr., 
just before the war began, but after serving as a doctor during the war, he was unable 
to possess that plantation after his return home." 

"In the light of these involvements, it is easy to see how errors in recordings and 
assumptions could occur. That is why I have gone to such detail in reporting them to 
you as part of the record." 

"Eddie, son of Z.J. and father of Ernest (Velma's father), remembered visiting the 
plantation during his father's lifetime. They stood at a high point overlooking the 
river bottom plantation as these events were revealed to him. Ernest,(my wife's father) 
stood at the same high point while that part of the family history was told him by 
his father , Eddie. Then some years later, Velma (my wife) was taken to the same point 
and those same facts were related to her. Velma's father (Ernest) made the notes I 
am enclosing verifying the facts. Ernest died in 1974 in Nashville at the age of 94. 
He had spent the last nine years with us, and several times reviewed these facts to me 
also. Velma and I have been married now for 56 years. We not only have children, 
grandchildren and great grand children, but all of them who are able to understand 
have deep appreciation of the heritage that is ours through this historic and noble 
family of Scotts who contributed so much to the world, each in his own generation." 


"Signed by James L. Sullivan - President of the Baptist Sunday School Board SBC- 
1953-1975, President Southern Baptist Convention 1977 and attested to by: Velma Scott 
Sullivan " 


Jimmy and Velma Scott Sullivan also sent the following information: 


"Ernest James Scott, who was the oldest son of Eddie Alexander Scott, had compiled 
a number of things, which Velma, Ernest James's oldest daughter thought should be 
passed on to you, Dorothy, to supplement your valuable materials and in a few instances 
suggest revision in the booklet, you prepared, after putting together all we have read 
and have been told by older members of the family in former yars. Overall however 
it has proven to be amazingly accurate and interesting reading (concerning "Kith and Kin"). 
We have notes and inserts from the Old Bible of Ernest James Scott who was the son of 
Eddie Alexander Scott, one of the sons of Zachariah James Scott Sr.. with whom Eddie 
ALexander and his family lived when Ernest was a boy. In fact he and his grandmother, 
(Miss Evvie) were so close that she financed his schooling at Vanderbilt University. 
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The loan was guaranteed by an insurance policy first made out to her, but collected by 
me for the family in 1974, when Velma's father died. I was the executor of his estate. " 
The following was handwritten and sent by Jimmy Sullivan and said:"Jackson Ms. 

Vol.1. Page 20 -25 and page 58 by Edna Simmons Campbell ( wife of the President of 
Florida State University in Tallahassee, Florida for many years.) She is the one 

who has written the exhaustive history for the Simmons family in Mississippi and was a 
sister to the second wife of Ernest James Scott, my wife's stepmother. She not only 
did research for Ernest James Scott at his request while she resided it Jackson and 

was secretary to Mr. F.M. Coleman Jr. when he was Secretary of Education, but while she 
was teaching college in Fredericksburg, Virginia:" 

"Dr. Zachariah James Scott served as a surgeon in Lee's Army in Virginia during 
the Civil War. He was born in Virginia, the son of ? . His father 
and mother died when he was less than 4 years old and he was brought at 4 years of age 
by friends from Virginia to Mississippi to live with his half brother who at the time 
was about 40 years old. This half brother lived at Scott's Ferry about four miles 
from Flora, Mississippi on the the Big Black River Between FLora and Yazoo City. It is 
said that this half brother is buried at Flora, Mississippi." 

"Robert Scott, a brother to Martha Evaline (Evvie) Scott, wife of Dr. Zachariah, was 
Chancery Clerk of Claiborne County, Mississippi. Another one of Martha Evaline's 
brothers was sheriff of Claiborne County. It is said that Martha Evaline's father was 
from North Carolina." 

"In White Oak Cemetery in which, Anna Scott Coleman, daughter of Dr. Zachariah is 
buried, "Archibald Scott", a native of Kentucky died Sept. 3, 1844 in his 35th year. 
Don't know what relation, if any to Anna. All dates and sources about Scott Relatives 
in Cemetery and Bible Records published by Mississippi Genealogical Society." 


Note: Archibald Scott was not KIN to Anna Bell Scott Coleman , but was married to 
Sarah Ann Fulgham ( a sister to the mother of Henry Coleman (Mary Fulgham Coleman). 
This would have been a great Aunt and Uncle of F.M. Coleman Sr. , husband of Anna Bell 


Scott Coleman. (db) 


My thanks to Jimmy and Velma Sullivan for sending this information. I am not 
revising the information in the book, just adding it for your information. I have 
requested copies of the war records of Dr. Zachariah James Scott Sr., hoping it may 
shed some light on the name of his parents, if they were not William and Anna, also 
may possibly contain information on the town of his birth. The census records that I had 
used showed, Mississippi and his death notice said Rodney, Mississippi. A’ book in the 
possession of Will Lloyd,of Cody, Wyoming "Confederate Soldiers of Mississippi" says 
ZACHARIAH J. SCOTT joined Feb. 24, 1862 a unit which was formed in Gallatin, Copiah 
County, Ms., was called Company V- Dixie Guards - Herbert Brigade - Maurys Division of the 
36th Mississippi Infantry of the Confederacy. He was a lst lieutient and got out May 
4, 1865.- His obituary says he was a surgeon of the Gallant 36 Mississippi Regiment- The 
book "Confederate Soldiers 1861-1869 Claiborne County , Ms. Rifles, AN.VA at the 
Chancery Clerk's Office in Claiborne County, lists Dr. Zachariah James Scott as a 
surgeon in the Thirty-Sixth Mississippi Army of Mississippi and Tennessee. You will 
notice that on page 11 of Scott Families- The Early Years, it is recorded that William 
Scott and Anna Jones were in Jefferson County in 1828, when they purchased the land in 
Madison County. The 1830 census of Madison county also shows that they had living in 
the house with them, One white male and one white female between 40 and 60 years of age 
which would have been William and Anna, one male between 20 and 40, ene male and two 
females between ten and twenty and two males and two females under the age of 10, 
all of these children being white.- This sorta goes along with the letter from Uncle 
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Walter Scott- oldest son of Zachariah James Scott Sr.- on page 20 and 21 of Scott 
Family- The Early Years, where he listed his father's brothers and sisters. I will 
still continue my search for information concerning this family. I did want each of 
you to have all the information that I have received and you can use beth versions of 
the background of Dr. Zachariah James Scott Sr., our ansector, until further proof 


is found.

The following information was 
received from Earl Scott Jr. in Rockville MD. and it pretty well backs up my other 
data, but here it is for your use. Dorothy Brewer (6-96) 


"Some History Concerning The Scott Family " 


"The following is information that I collected during a visit to Mississippi in 
June 1983. Some is oral history from my Aunt Katheryn and Uncle CHarles of Clinton MS. 
----- Most of the names and dates I copied from the headstones in the cemetery of Mt. 
Zion Baptist Church in Crystal Springs, Ms. --- According to The Baptist (now called 
The Baptist Record) Z.J. Scott was born near Rodney, Jefferson County. Miss. on 
March 20, 1829, the 12th of 13 children born to William Scott Jr. and Anna Jones Scott. 
William Scott Sr. came from South Carolina about the year 1780 and settled near 
Woodville, Miss.[ Note; Congress did not create the Mississippi Territory until 1798, 
at which time Natchez became it's capital. Mississippi became a state in 1817.--ELS Jr.] 
"This was about the time of the coming to this Territory of Richard Curtis , the 
first Baptist preacher in Mississippi. William Jones, (note D.B.- This would be 
JOHN JONES -William was his father and died in Virginia) "a half brother of Richard 
Curtis "( This would be Richard Curtis Jr. since John's mother married Richard Curtis 
Sr. and Richard Curtis Jr. was the first preacher. db) "also came during the same 
year from Charleston, South Carolina, and settled at the mouth of Cole's Creek, near 
Natchez. Among the children of William (JOHN) Jones, was Anna, mentioned above as the 
wife of William Scott Jr. These two were married about the year 1810 and lived near 
Rodney till 1830, when they moved to Madison County, near Old Vernon (now Flora). It 
was here that William Scott died in 1836 and his wife in 1846. And here was the boy- 
hood home of Zachariah James Scott the subject of this notice. He grew up on the old 
farm, accustomed to the outdoor life... At the age of 25 he was graduated from the 
Tulane Medical College, and as long as his health and strength permitted him to practice 
he enjoyédthe reputation of being a painstaking and successful physician. He also had 
the honor of being appointed surgeon of the gallant 36 Mississippi Regiment in which 
he served during the Civil War. It was told that he never charged any blacks after the 
war for his services. " 


"In 1852 near St. Elmo in Claiborne County, he married Martha Evalyn Scott. [The 
name is spelled Evaline on her headstone. -- ELS Jr. ] To this union were born 13 
children, 9 of whom, with their mother, survived. ------ Martha Evaline Scott was one 
of at least three daughters born to Robert Scott"(this would be Robert Bell Scott db ) 
and Isabelle Scott!’ ( this would be ISABELLA BELL SCOTT db). The Scott family was 
apparently not related to Zachariach's (note 6/96 but we now know that they were DB). 
Martha Evaline's sisters were Madeline Scott and according to Aunt Katheryn's recoll- 
ection Elizabeth Helen Scott. But consanquinity occurred in a later generation when 
Madeline's daughter married one of Martha Evaline's sons -- a marriage of first cousins 
who were apparently unaware of their relationship at that time. (note ELS 1993, it seems 
that they were aware of this.) " 


" Aunt Kathryn has a photograph that we believe must be of Martha Evaline Scott. 
(note it is her, DB) In addition, there is the evidence of the brooch. Aunt Katheryn 
remembers having seen a brooch in the possession of a Scott family member -- probably 
my father's Cousin Imogene. The brooch had a miniature painting or photograph of 
Zachariah on one side and a woman, probably Martha Evaline, on the cther. The photo 
in question shows the woman wearing a brooch bearing the likeness of a man with a 
gray or white beard. The image of the man is of course very small in the photo .and 
men with white beards tend to resemble each other when details cannot be seen clearly, 
but despite this, the man on the brooch resembles the man pictured in the obituary 
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article in the Baptist cited above. We think the photo shows the same brooch that 
Aunt Katheryn remembers seeing. "' 


Note : 6-96: According to my father, Sherwood Edwin Coleman, a grandson of Dr. Z.J. 
Scott Sr. and Martha Evaline Scott Scott and son of their oldest daughter, Anna Bell 
Scott Coleman, this brooch and the gold headed cane were presented to Z.J. and Martha 
at the celebration of their fifieth wedding anniversary, by their children. It was 
supposed to be a family tradition that the brooch was to be given to the oldest daughter 
in each generation - regardless of which family had it at the time of the death of the 
one in whose possession it was. The cane was to be handed down to the oldest son in 
each generation, also regardless of which family had it at the time of the death of 

the one in whose possession it was.It is unknown where the broech is now. Imogene 
Scott Jones died in 1965 with out any children. Imogene was the oi3est daughter of 
Walter Jones Scott of Crystal Springs. ( D. Brewer) 


The cane was in the possession Thomas Percival (Percy) Scott until his death in 
1949, then it was given to Z.J. Scott Jr. until his death in 1953. At that time 
calls were made to other grandchildren living to secure their exact birth date and it 
was passed on to Percy Carden Scott ( son of T.P. Scott) until his death in 1980. 
At that time it was passed on to Robert Eddie Scott (son of Z.J. Scott Jr.) until his 
death in 1992. I saw the cane in 1992 shortly before his death. E«= did not use it 
and kept it in a case, even tho he used a cane. He said the head was not very secure. 
It had inscribed on the gold head, both the names of Martha Evaline Scott Scott and 
Zachariach James Scott Sr. and their wedding date and the date of their 50th anniversary. 
I sent a list of the names and dates of births of the male descendants living to his 
daughter Bobby June Scott Clarke and the addresses that I had in case she passed the 
cane on, and asked that she let me know where it went, but have not heard any more 
from her since then. I do know that her husband is in bad health also, in 1996.DB 


I made some pictures of the cane but the inscription did not turn out very good. The 
cane was in Memphis Tennessee at that time (1992)-Dorothy Brewer 6-96: 

Earl also added a post script which read :" Postscrip: What was it like in 
Mississippi in 1780 when our ancestors William Scott Senior and Wiiliam (JOHN) 
Jones came there from South Carolina ? 


The Revoluntionary War was not over. In fact, 1780 marked a low point in the cause 
of the Patriot forces, at least in the colonies south of Virginia. The Revoluntionary 
War had some of the characterictics of a civil war to the very end. The battle at 
Camden, South Carolina, fought in August 1780, saw the defeat of Horatio Gates by 
the British General Cornwallis, and a large share of that defeat was due to indige- 
nour forces -- people of the colonial population who sided with the British. These 
outnumbered the Patriots in many areas and after the defeat of the British in 1781, 
many who had opposed the Patriots had to flee to Canada and the Bahamas. People who 
left South Carolina in 1780, however, may have been Patriots who were uncomfortable 
living among so many royalist sympathizers. South of Virginia in 1780, the only 
military opposition to the British was in the form of guerrilla bands ( Francis 
Marion, Andrew Pickens, Thomas Sumpter). 


What were Scott and Jones doing, then ??? Good subject for an academic thesis!"

Once at Corinth in 1862 and again in April 1985 at 
Blakely , Ala. since the entry on page 22 G also says Blakely, Ala..The 
tales of them having to eat rats during the seige at Vicksburg was 
probably due to the fact that they were prisoners, even tho he was still 
working in the hospitals.

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The first information that we have on our Jones ancestors comes to us from page 
400-402 of "The History of Descendants of The Jersey Settlers, Adams County, Ms.", 
and was compiled by Annis Neva Laird. I will try to make it into an easier to read 
descending line but will include her proofs at each line. 

Sir. Thomas Johnes (Jones), Knight of Abermarlois, Carmarthenshire, Wales died 


in 1614. His will mentions his wife as Dame Jane ? His son Roland Jones is also 


mentioned in the will. Proof : Will proven in 1614. 

Roland Jones was born in Wales in 1608. He married prior to 1644 to Alice ?. 
He was a minister being listed as Rev. Roland Jones. He died in 1685 and was buried 

in the churchyard at Wendover County Bucks, England. 

Rev. Roland Jones & Alice Jones _ had seven children, that we know of. The oldest 
being our ancestor Roland Jones. You will notice that the first Roland Jones had 
dropped the "H" from his name. He had named his oldest son Rowland Jones but he had 
dropped the "W" to make his name Roland Jones. He was born in England in 1644 and died 
in Virginia in 1688. ( More about him and his family later.) 

The second child of Rev. Roland & Alice Jones was Annie Jones who married a Mr. 
Heritage. The third child, Jane Jones married Col. Henry Gooch , (they had four 
children : Henry Gooch ; Rowland Gooch ; Jane Gooch ; and Elizabeth Gooch. The fourth 
Mary Jones married a Mr. Thompson. The fifth and sixth children are just listed as 
follows : Elizabeth Jones and Michael Jones. The seventh child was Susannah Jones 
who married William Bressie, a prominent Quaker of Isle, of Wright County, Va. 

Ms. Laird states that four of these daughters came to Virginia and married there, so I 
am assuming that the ones with the last name of their spouses are the ones that came to 
Virginia. Proof: Statements gathered from the William and Mary Quarterlys, Tylers 
Quarterly Magazine, Papers of the Virginia Historical Society and family records. 

Rev. Roland Jones ( the second one) was born in Swinebrook, Oxfordshire, England 
and died April 23, 1688 in Williamsburg, Virginia. He was the first pastor of the 
Old Bruton Church ,Williamsburg, Va. His grave marker is on the floor at the altar of 
The Old Bruton Church. He was married twice. His first wife was Elizabeth Buckner 
who died Oct. 29, 1678. Rev. Roland & Elizabeth Buckner Jones were the parents of 


two boys Robert Jones and William Jones but there was no further information about 
them. 

Rev. Roland Jones was married in 1680 to Anne Lane. She was the daughter of 
Thomas Lane, a London merchant, who was one of the benefactors of William and Mary 
College. They had two children, a son Orlanda Jones born in 1681 and a daughter, 


Anna Marie Jones born in 1685. There is no other information on her. Proof: Will 
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probated at Yorktown, Virginia, August 15, 1687; Bruton Church Register ; Tyler's 
Quarterly magazine, April 1932 and William and Mary Quarterly, Vol. V pp. 110-112. 
(It seems odd that the date of the probate on the will was 1687, unless this was 
either a misprint, or it was the final probate on the will of the first Rev. 
Roland Jones, who died in 1685 in England. The second one died in 1688 in Virginia. 

The first child of Rev. Roland Jones & Anne Lane Jones was OrlandaJones He was 
born , Dec. 31, 1681 and died June 12,1719 at Queensneck, Virginia. He was married 
twice. He married his first wife, Martha Macon on Jan. 31, 1703. She died on 
May 4, 1716. OrlandaJones & Martha Macon had two children, one son Lane Jones and 
one daughter, Frances Jones. After the death of Martha Macon Jones , Orlanda Jones 
married his second wife,Mary Williams, but no children were recorded of this marriage. 
Proof: William and Mary Quarterly, Vol. III p 247 and Vol V, " Descendants of Rev. 
Roland Jones", by Wilson M. Cary; Marker in front of altar in Old Bruton Church, 
Williamsburg, Va. ; Will proved in Yorke County, Virginia, Nov. 16, 1719; Henly Bible- 
Wes Burgess of King County, Virginia 1714-1718. 

Frances Jones ,the daughter of OrlandaJones & Martha Macon Jones was born Aug. 
6, 1/10. She married Col. John Dandridge. There were eight children born of this 
marriage. Their oldest daughter, Martha Dandridge (1732-1802) married twice. The 
first marriage of Martha Dandridge was to Daniel Parke Custis, a wealthy Virginia 
planter, who left her property that made her one of the richest women in Virginia. 
They had four children. Two of them Martha Custis & John Custis were still alive 
when she married her second husband, but had died before he became president of our 
country. Martha Dandridge Custis married in 1759, George Washington, the first 
president of America. She was a neice of our direct ancestor Lane Jones. 

Lane Jones, the son of Orlanda Jones & Martha Macon Jones,was born in Virginia 
on June 15, 1707. He married Anne Barber in 1727 at Yorke, Hampton Parish, Va. 
Lane Jones & Anne Barber Jones had one son that we know of. This boy was named 
William Jones ,born (ca.) 1728, married (ca.) 1743, died (ca.) 1744. 

William Jones married Phoebe Brown in 1743 in Virginia. She was the daughter: of 
Zachariah Brown. The only child of William Jones & Phoebe Brown Jones was born 
Dec. 14, 1744 in Didwiddle County, Virginia. This son was named John Jones. The 
death of William Jones came when he was very young. He died sometimes in 1744 and 
left a very young widow and an infant son. The widow, Mrs. William (Phoebe Brown) Jones, 
then married a man named Richard Curtis Sr., and eight children were born to them. 


These were five sons and three daughters. 
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John Jones,the son of William & Phoebe Brown Jones was born Dec. 14, 1744 in 
Didwiddle Co., Va. He died Sept. 10, 1821 in Jefferson Co., Mississippi. On June 
28, 1768 in South Carolina he married Anna Brown the daughter of Abraham or Abram 
Brown. John Jones was educated at William and Mary College, in Williamsburg, Va. 
HiS name appears on the marble tablet in the Wren Building of William and Mary College, 
listing the known members of the College in the Revolution. He is identified as 
from Dinwiddle County, Virginia. (approved DAR line). At the breaking of the 
Revolutionary War John Jones & Anna Brown Jones and their family was found in South 
Carolina on the Great Pee Dee River about sixty miles from Charleston. John Jones 
ardently espoused the cause of the Revolutionists. He enlisted in the army, served 
three campaigns under General Francis Marion and was also in the seige of Charleston. 

At the close of the Revolutionary War , Richard Curtis Sr. (Step Father of John 
Jones ) with his wife Phoebe Brown Jones Curtis and their sons and daugters and 
families along with John Jones & Anna Brown Jones and their family emigrated to the 
Mississippi Territory, joined the Jersey Settlers in the Natchez Country, settled on 
Fairchild's Creek ( Jones family) & Cole's Creek ( Curtis family). John Jones is 
buried at a place called "Forty Hills Plantation". Proof: Miss. Cemetery and Bible 
Records, Vol 7, P. 176. " Protestanism in Miss. and the Southwest", p 22 by John G. 


Jones (grandson of John Jones).- Article by Oscar M. Voorhees, Revolutionary War

John Jones & Anna Brown Jones had eleven children that we know of. The first 
being William Jones born June 18, 1769 in South Carolina. He died June 2, 1796 in 
Miss. At present the only thing we are sure about him is that he settled in Amite 


County, Ms. : Proof: Miss. Revolutionary Soldiers page 161. 
The second child of John & Anna Brown Jones was Jonathan Jones. ‘ie was born 


in South Carolina Dec. 30, 1770. He died March 21, 1814 in Miss., near Natchez. He 
married on October 10, 1799 Phebe Griffing, daughter of a prominent and wealthy New 
Jersey family. She was born in Mississippi (ca.) 1783 and died May 10, 1823 in 
Mississippi. : Their's was the first Methodist marriage preformed in the Mississippi 
territory by the missionary Tobias Gibson. Eight children were born of this marriage. 
The eldest child was born Aug. 23, 1804, and named John Griffing Jones. He died 
Oct. 1, 1888 at Hazlehurst, Ms. and was buried in Port Gibson, Ms. He was listed as 
being Mississippi's First Methodist Historian. John G. Jones married Jane Oliphant 
Ross on August 31, 1828 in Louisiana. Eight sons were born to this marriage but 
only five lived to adulthood. They also reared seven orphaned girls. Al] 

were reared as Methodist. Rev. John A.B. Jones was one of these sons. - 
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Pheoebe (Phebe) Griffing (Griffin) Jones was the daughter of John Griffing 
(Griffin) : Proof: "Miss. Rev. Soldiers"; and "A Complete History of Methodism" 


The youngest son of Jonathan & Phoebe Griffing Jones was Jonathan Coleman Jones. 


He never married and died during a fatal epidemic on Aug. 15, 1855 .... on the waters 
of Calcasieu in Western Louisana, in the 22nd year of his age and the third year of 
his ministery in the Methodist Church. 


The other children listed of Jonathan & Phoebe Griffing Jones are William Jones 


born and died in 1800 : Sarah Jones born in 1802 married 2 Davis : James Jones 


married Cecelia Killian : Benjamin Franklin Jones was born in 1810, died in Lorman, 


Ms. , Feb. 6, 1860. He was married twice, first to Mary Ledbetter and second to 
Esther Leighton, who was born Oct. 10, 1829 and died Jan. 17, 1917. The other child 
listed was Asa Paul Jones born in 1808 . I left him to last since there is some 


information on his family, and there was no other information on the other children 
except what I have already stated. 
There seems to be another set of conflicting information about the parents of 


parents of Asa Paul Jones. It appears that a good bit of the family information 


that was printed in the "Family record section of Miss. Revoluntionary Soldiers" 
and "The Family Records in The History of The Descendants of The Jersey Settlers, 
Adams County, Mississippi" have a discrepancy between the records. This may be 
due to spelling of names or names people were called or just the fact that information 
was passed down from one generation to another wrong. Since most of the women could 
not write much it is quite possible that this was one of the reasons information was 
sometimes recorded in a misleading form. 

"The Jersey Settlers " Vol. I page 275 states that Asa Paul Jones was the son of 
John Jones Jr. not Jonathan Jones and of Olive Watson Jones not Anna Watson Jones . 

I will list the information from this page since Asa Paul Jones & Anna (Olive) Watson 
Jones are the direct ancestors of the Dudley Jones line that I mentioned on page 19. 
Asa Paul Jones was born in 1808 and reared in Jefferson Co, Ms. He was educated 

at Bardstown, Kentucky,and at the Transvylania university where he studied medicine. 
He also took a medical course at Cincinnati. He graduated at Transylvania College 
Lexington, Ken. in 1833. He practiced medicine in Jefferson County from 1833 to 1860. 
He then moved to Claiborne County and lived there until 1875 when he joined his 


son, Dr. Dudley Watson Jones in Copiah County. Dr. Asa Paul Jones was probably the 


best known practitioner in the southern part of Mississippi, not only for his very 
successful pratice, but also for. his numerous and valuable contributions to medical 


journals. He was a member of the Medical association and of the Kappa Lambda, a 
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secret society in Kentucky. Dr. Asa Paul Jones died in 1889.Anna (Olive) Watson Jones 


died in 1848. Two children came from this marriage. The youngest was a daughter 
Anna Jones who married Lieutenant Eugene D. Jones. No other information on her. 


The oldest child of Dr. Asa Paul Jones & Anna (Olive) Watson Jones was a son, 


Dr. Dudley Watson Jones who was born in 1835. At the age of thirteen he was sent 

to Oakland college, where he remained until he graduated in 1854. In 1854 and 1855 
he took a course of lectures at Louisville, Kentucky. In 1857 he graduated from the 
University of Louisiana ( now called Tulane). He returned to Claiborne County and 
engaged in farming until 1861,when he enlisted in Company K of the 36th Miss. Infantry, 
known as "The Dixie Guards", and served until the close of the war. He was promoted 
several times, being made hospital.steward, then assistant surgeon and finally 
brigade surgeon. He was twice wounded and twice made prisoner, being captured at 
Iuka Springs and at Vicksburg. On account. of his being a surgeon, he was permitted 
both times to return. His wounds were received at Vicksburg and Kenesaw mountain. 
After the war he began to practice medicine in Claiborne County, afterward moving 

to Copiah county, where for two years he published the Copiah Herald, at Hazlehurst, 
when relinquishing journalism, he took up the practice of his profession which he 


continued as long as his health permitted. Dr. Dudley Watson Jones was married in 


1859 to Laura Peyton,a daughter of Chief Justice Peyton a native of Gallman. Laura 


Peyton Jones died August 28, 1886. Dr. Dudley Watson Jones & Laura Peyton Jones 


were the parents of seven children. : Ernest Peyton Jones, graduated from Tulane 


University in 1887. He was praticing medicine in Hermanville, Claiborne County, Ms. 
when "The History of The Descendants of The Jersey Settlers" was written. # 2: 

Willie Jones died in 1884. # 3: Dudley Jones was studying law at the University of 
Mississippi at the time of the article. # 4: Ephraim Jones ,# 5: Olive Jones , # 6: 


Emily Jones & # 7: Anna Jones’ were all given the advantage of the high school and 


their father Dr. Dudley Watson Jones was contemplating placing them in college 
when they reached a suitable age. 
Dr. Dudley Watson Jones married his second wife , Helen Jones a native of Miss. 


and a daughter of James M. Jones’ of Natchitoches parish, Louisiana, in Feb.,1887. 


One child was born to this union James 0. Jones. Dr. Dudley Watson Jones was a member 
of the state Medical Association, in religious affiliation is an Episcopalian, 

though his family was Presbyterians. He was a member of the Knight of Honor. He 

was a careful, successful physician, well read in his profession and well-posted 

in current events. His standing was high socially, professionally, and politically. 


He was an entertaining conversationalist, and in the best sense of the word a hail 
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fellow, well met, being most popular among all classes of people. 


I am going to skip from the # 2 child of John & Anna Brown Jones which was, 


Johathan Jones born 1770 to the # 6 child who was John Jones Jr. born in 1777 


because of the discrepancy in names mentioned on page 26 between Jonathan Jones & 


John Jones Jr.. "The Jersey Settlers" has the following information on John Jones Jr. 
He was born March 5, 1777 in South Carolina and married twice. The first marriage 


was the Catherine Miller but no children were recorded on this marriage or May 25, 


1803. On jan, 18, 1816 John Jones Jr. married Sarah Middleton, the daughter of 
Arthur Middleton. She was born March 21, 1787. From this marriage six children 
were born: # 1: John M. Jones was born Sept. 23, 1816, and died Sept. 2, 1822: 

## 2:William J. Jones was born Mar. 2, 1818 and died Aug. 30, 1820 : # 3 : George 

J. Jones was born July 17, 1820 and died Aug. 3, 1820 : # 4: James F. Jones was 
born Dec. 22, 1821 and died Aug. 25, 1822. : # 5 :Franklin P. Jones was born Oct.

(Betsy) Jones the daughter of John & Anna Brown Jones was born June 18, 1775 in 
South Carolina and died in Mississippi, June 1833. She married Israel Coleman the 


son of Jeremiah Coleman & Hannah Swayze Coleman. He was born in New Jersey on May 


23, 1769 and died in Mississippi. This is the same name but two different years of 
birth and different husbands ????7??. Pages 186 & 187 of "The Jersey Settlers" has 
the following information on the children of Elizabeth (Betsy) Jones & Isarel

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The fourth child of John & Anna Brown Jones was Pheborah Brown Jones. She was 
born March 13, 1773 in South Carolina and died Aug. 17, 1834 in Miss.

Jeremiah Coleman Jr. son of Jeremiah Coleman Sr. & Hannah Swayze Coleman and a brother 


to Israel Coleman, the husband of her sister ???? Elizabeth ( Betsy) Jones Coleman. 
Phoebroah Brown Jones & Jeremiah Coleman had ~ several children that we know of : 
Again there seems to be a discrepancy between the records in The Miss. Rev. Soldiers 
and the Jersey Settlers. Page 162 of Miss. Rev. Soldiers lists that they had one 
son , Israel Coleman who married Martha McDonald They had a son William Coleman 
who married a daughter of her sister Phebe Jones & David Greenleaf( more on this 
later). But The Jersey Settlers page 379 state that the Israel Coleman who married 
Martha McDonald was the son of Ephraim Coleman & Hannah Curtis. Page 177 lists the 
following children of Pheborah Brown Jones & Jeremiah Coleman Jr. # 1: Nathaniel 
Coleman Born Jan. 1791, Died 1839 married Dec. 23, 1818 ,Mary Grafton. # 2: 
Penelope Coleman born Dec. 1, 1792 married James M. McGill. She was: married on Aug. 
18, 1813 and died July 5, 1853 in Claiborne County. Child # 3: Phoebe Coleman was

Isaiah Coleman was born Oct. 28, 1796 he married on June 5, 1823 to Lethia

III was born Feb. 14, 1801. He was married on May 1, 1828 in Canton, Ms. to 

Margaret Harriet Murdock, daughter of Robert & Elizabeth Thompson Murdock of 

North Carolina. Jeremiah III went by the name of JEREMY Child # 7: Jonathan Coleman was 
born Jan.21, 1803 married on Jan. 24, 1829 # 1Caroline Mann then # 2:Martha Ann Mann 

& # 3: Judith Ann Tucker He died on July 31, 1884: Child # 8: Stephen Coleman was 
born April 20, 1807 he married ????? Curtis: Child #9 Anne Coleman was born May 

1, 1809 and married Caleb S. Brown Child # 10 : Silas H. Coleman was born Aug. 27, 
1812. He married # 1 Harriet zingline in Adams County on April 19, 1835. She died 


July 18, 1837 age 17 years. He married # 2 Anna Belle Rice who was born in Ireland 
in 1816. Child # 11: Lydia Olivia Coleman was born Nov. 25, 1814 and married W.S. 
Carothers and died April 19. 1839. Child # 12: Asa Coleman No other information on 
him. 

The fifth child of John & Anna Brown Jones was Harding Jones. He was born 
in South Carolina in 1775. He married in Natchez, June 18, 1815, a widow Mrs. 


Betsy Coleman. No other information on this child. 
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The seventh child of John & Anna Brown Jones was Phebe Jones. She was born 
Oct. 24, 1779, in South Carolina. She died on Dec. 29, 1808. She was married on 


May 24, 1795 in Selsertown to David Greenleaf, according to page 162 "Miss. rev. 


Soldiers". ( More on this marriage later.) There was one child from this marriage, 
born April 1, 1803 and died Dec. 13, 1880. This child was Elizabeth Greenleaf. 

She was married on Sept. 16, 1830 to Richard S. Bledsoe. They had a daughter, Georgia 
Ann Bledsoe who was born March 20, 1833, married Nov. 19, 1851 Wiliiam Coleman. 

Page 186,"The Jersey Settlers" lists him as being the son of Israel Coleman and 


Martha McDonald. 


About 1796 David Greenleaf, a very ingenious mechanic, built a cotton gin 


on the plantation of Richard Curtis. This was the first public or toll gin in 


the Natchez Territory. Page 178, " Mississippi Baptist Preachers ",by Lovelace S. 


Foster, has the following account of the marriage of Phebe Jones & David Greenleaf: 


"David Greenleaf, an accomplished young gentleman from the north, had gained 


the heart and hand of Miss Phoebe Jones, daughter of John Jones (who was a half- 


brother of Richard Curtis Jr.): but such was their sense of the wrongs inflicted 


on the connection [more on this in the Curtis section later ] by the Catholic 
hierarchy that they resolved not to be united in marriage by either a priest or a 
Spanish Officer. They, moreover belived that Richard Curtis Jr, the uncle of Miss 
Jones, was duly authorized in the sight of God to solemnize the rites of matrimony 
as any one else, and made application to him accordingly. He consented, with the 
understanding that all the preliminaries, including the marriage ceremony, were to 
be conducted as quitely as possible, and kept a secret as long as was consistent 


with truth and honor. But no one , not even her parents were willing to risk the 


consequences of having the marriage performed in their house. So arrangements 


were made for Mr. Greenleaf to go, on the 24th of May, 1795 , with a few select 


young gentleman -including Jonathan Jones the father of the writer (John G. Jones) 


(this was a quote taken from one of his books).- to the village of Gayoso, which 


was situated on the bluff of the Miss. River, about eighteen miles above Natchez, 
and procure the license from the proper officer, who was probably an American, 

and sympathized with that class of the community. Then considerably after night- 
fall, he was to be found on the road, two or three miles south of the community of 
Greenville, going in the direction of Natchez. In the mean time the bridal party, 
including Mr. Curtis were taking an evening ride in the opposite direction, and 
lest some traitorous person might accidently fall in with either party, they agreed 


upon a sign and countersign: The bridal party giving the sign when they met. amid 
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the darkness of the night, and the other party returning the countersign in case 
all was well; but if any suspicious persons had fallen in with either party, they 
were to pass in silence. At the appointed time and place "Stampley's Hill" the 
parties met, and one of the bridal party announced the mysterious word but there 


was no response and they passed no recognition. The young men could not forgo 


the pleasure of a little innocent amusement in connection with a wedding , so they 


had determined to have it at the expense of the bridal party. "Who on earth can 


they be?" inquired one in a suppressed tone. "Tt's them," said another "and some- 


thing has happened." A settled young groom was coming down on that lovely young 


bride and her party, when the mischievous young gentleman wheeled suddenly about 


and gave the countersign. The party alighted near the residence of William Stampley, 


and by torch light, under the wide spread boughs of an ancient oak, the marriage 
ceremony was perfomed, which was concluded by an impressive prayer offered up by 
Mr. Curtis, long talked of by those~ who were present. The parties remounted, the 
light was extinguished, and each sought concealment in the privacy of home. Of 
course the marriage was not long kept a secret."-[Protestantism in Miss. Pg. 36]. 


The eighth child of John & Anna Brown Jones was _ Sarah L.Jones. She was born 


Sept. 14, 1786 in Miss. and died in 1876. She was married on March 1, 1803 to 


William Griffing. No other information was found on this child, or her family. 


The nineth child of John & Anna Brown Jones is listed only as _Abaigail Jones. 


No other information , including NO BIRTHDATE so this child could have been any 
where in the line up of their births and could possibly be ANNA JONES . 

The tenth child of John & Anna Brown Jones is Levi Jones, again there is no 
NO BIRTHDATE or any more information on this child, so he could have also been any- 
where in the line of their births. 

The eleventh and youngest child of John & Anna Brown Jones was Zachariah Jones. 
The "Miss. Rev. Soldiers" lists his name prior to the name of Levi Jones with no 
information. "A Concise History of Protestantism into Mississippi and the South- 
west" by John G. Jones states the following concerning Zachariah Jones on page 72. 

"Mr. John Jones lived to see his country again involved in a war with England, 
and his youngest son, Zachariah Brown, with many other near relations, taking part 
in the bloody strife; but they very generally came out unharmed, and he (John Jones) 
survived to see the county once more in the enjoyment of peace and civil and 
religious prosperity. THis also states that John & Anna Brown Jones had ten 
children but " Miss. Rev. Soldiers" list eleven. 


The following is also copied from 70, 71 & 72 of "A Concise History", on John 
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Jones has been mentioned as an elder half-brother of Rev. Richard 
Curtis Jr. and as one of the emigrant familes that formed the nucleus 
of the original Baptist Church in the Natchez County. He had encount- 
ered many hardships and dangers in the service of his county during 
the war of the Colonial Revolution, and had proven himself to be a 
soldier on many battlefields. He had also endured much "hardness as 

a soldier of Jesus Christ." His religion was " that of the heart, in 
the spirit and not in the letter," and hence he did not permit it to 
be controlled by the fluctuations of outward circumstances. If it was 
his duty as well as his privilege to be a Christian at any time, he 
considered it equally so to be a Christian at all times, and hence he 
maintained his Christian profession and character in the face of all 
opposition through a long and eventful life. He was a tun of well- 
balanced judgement and sober prudence, so that while he was equally 
serviceable to the Church with others he was not subjected to the 
personal persecution which some of his fellow-Christians had to 


endure. He always prayed in his family evening and morning, he would have 


an extra family service on the Sabbath. When the marjority of his children were 
about grown he had a most lovely and attractive family of young people, embracing 
several amiable daughters. This made his house a center of attraction for the young 
people of the vicinity on holy days and Sundays, and he was grieved to see them 
leading his children into such "jesting and foolish talking", and frivolities as 

he deemed inconsistent, not only with the Sabbath but with personal life. In order 
to arrest the evil as much as possible, without giving offense, he adopted a rule 
that all who came to his house for the Sabbath had to assemble with the family 

for a long religious service, consisting of reading a sermon, select portions of 
the Bible, singing one or more of Watt's Hymns and a prayer of considerable length. 
John Jones loved the house of God , especially his beloved old Salem Church to 

the day of his death and persisted in attending the monthly meetings to extreme 

old age. He died on his little farm near Uniontown, in Jefferson County, on the 
10th day of Sept. 1821, in the seventy-seventh year of his age. Anna Brown, the 
wife of his youth and the mother of his ten children had preceded him to the 

spirit land, near twenty years; but he remained where she died, contented to finish 
his journey alone until he was permitted to sleep in the dust by her side and to 
await with her " the resurrection of the just". '"" 


The only other information that we have on the children of John & Anna Brown 
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comes from the Miss. Bible & Cemetery Records page 176: This listing was recorded 
May 1957 and is titled Jones Cemetery : It lists the following information : 
John Jones Born: Dec. 14, 1744, Died Sept. 10, 1821 
Anna Brown Jones wife of John Jones born June 22, 1751 died June 14, 1802 
The next entry is on their youngest son. Here-to-fore we had no information on 
him or his family. Zachariah B. Jones born Oct. 29, 1792 died May 9, 1827 
Elizabeth L. Jones wife of Zachariah B. Jones born Dec. 8, 1792 died June 10, 1876 


The next entries must have been of their children: They were as follows: 
Zachariah B. Jones Jr. born Oct. 17, 1824 died Aug. 7, 1833 
Alfred M. Jones born Dec. 12, 1826 died Mar. 7, 1836 
Louisiana M. Jones born Nov. 26, 1826 died June 24, 1876 
William B. Jones born Feb. 7, 1818 died April 2, 1879 
James H. Jones born OCt. 16, 1816 died June 13, 1896 
Eliza J. Jones Eppes wife of J.W. Eppes born July 9, 1819, died Sept. 22, 1882 


It is quite possible that Louisiana M. Jones was the wife of either William B.Jones 


or James H. Jones and not one of their children. 


This is all the information that I have on the Jones families at this time and 


again I will leave some pages for any further information that I find, especially 


on Anna Jones Scott. 


The COLEMAN'S that have been mentioned along with the John Jones 
family are not related to my set of Coleman's as far as we know at 
this time, but again I will keep checking for other information on this. 

On page 19 I told you about the Marriage License of William Scott and 
Anna Jones in Jefferson County, Ms. on November 26, 1807 which alse included a 
note from her father John Jones and witnessed by his half-brother Levi Curtis 
which gave ner permission to be married. This is in Book A page58. The will of John 
Jones was copied from Box A number 73. The following is the will: 

JOHN JONES Senior Will 

In the name of God amen. I Jonn Jones Senior of Jefferson County State of 
Mississippi being of sound and perfect mind and memory (Blessed ve God) do this 
seventh day of September in the year of our Lor, eighteen hundred and twenty one! 
make and puvlish this my last will and testament in the manner following, tiat 
is to say. First Where as I the testator have purchased and paid for a certain 
tract of land containing 400 acres lying on the Mississippi Blutf in the county 
aforesaid and gave it to my Jonathan and got the title in his name I consider 
the tract of land with several other things for tne purpose of hin-keeping 


together with one cow and calf which I now bequeata to hin to be his and their 
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portion. 2nd: Where as my son-in-law, D. Greenleaf had a considerable advantage in 

exchange of lands with me, and I gave him more cattle than any of my sons-in-laws 

with several things for housekeeping I therefore bequeath to my two sons, John and 

Zachariah the whole tract of land where on I now reside to be divided according to 

a line ran by Charles DeFrance giving to my son John the east end of my tract and 

Zachariah the west end. 

4th: I bequeath to my daughter, Ann Scott, my bedstead and bed furniture with one 

large pot and one skillet. (note: this was all that was sent to me except for one 

page of the division of money and a notice from the paper. I do not know if there 

was more of the original will but assume that there must have been, since there was 

no signature or witness on this page.- I will check later. Note also that the 

name of his daughter is spelled ANN on this and on the marriage license it is 

spelled ANNA. ) 

The following is the other page that was sent from the file of John Jones =:

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It could be that this was Delivered to because there is a check mark in front of each 
amount of money. You will notice that the only daughter who received money was 
Pharobah, widow of Jermiah Coleman Jr., Israel Coleman received the money for his 
wife Elizabeth Betsy ; William Scott received money for his wife, Anna ; 

the heirs of Phebe and her husband David Greenleaf ; William Griffing received 

money for his wife Sarah L. This shows five girls and three boys or their heirs. 

at the time of the closing of the estate on Dec. 12, 1822. 

On page 31 for the eighth child Sarah L. Jones who married William Griffing 
I had placed no further information on this family. I have since found on pagel94 
& 195 the following information from"The History of the Descendants of the Jersey 
Settlers of Adams County Miss. - Book # 1: 

Sarah L. Jones Born Sept. 14, 1786 died 1876. She was married March 1, 1803 to 
William Griffing ,older brother of her sister-in-law Phoebe Griffing Jones, wife of 
Jonathan Jones . (their parents were Penelope Coleman and John B.iGriffing). This 
was the Griffing family that came down river with the Jones and Curtis because the 
book says that William Griffing was born on the Ohio April 25, 1779 (page 264-265 Book 
ll.) He died Oct. 23, 1858. They lived in Adams Co., near Selsertown-— later movedto 
the .

discreation of my Executors, nothing doubting, but at the General Resurrection I 
shall recieve the same again by the mighty power of God. And as touching such’ 
worldly estate wherewith it hath pleased God to help one in this life, I give, demise 
and dispose of the same in the following manner and form-- First I give to my beloved 
wife Phoebe Jones, one third part of all my property both real and personal. 

The rest to be divided equally amongest my children after the youngest comes of 
age, leaving discretionary power with any €Xecutors to give a certain portion to any 
that may marry or stand in particular necessity as I might do were I living, and 
also to see that my children are learned to read well to right’(write) and 

go through the common rules of _arithmetic ; ». And 

I do nominate and appoint William Griffing and Zachariah B. Jones Executors to this 
my last will and testament, and my beloved wife Executrix, and my wish is that they 
pay all my just debts and funeral expenses before any division of whatever is made. 


And I do hereby utterly disallow revoke and disallow all and every former wills, 
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Legacy, bequests, and Executors by one in any ways before named, willed 
and bequeathing, ratifying and confirming this and no other to be my 

last will and testament. In witness whereof I have here unto set my hand 
and seal this 18th day of March One thousand eight hundred and fourteen. 
Signed and sealed in presence of signed Jonathan Jones(seal) 
(note this copy was turned the wrong way on the machine and the witness 
names not on it only the top of the signature. I included this will to 


show again the Christian and educational drive in the family.)

of the Calvinistic Baptists. In all the author has seen published on the subject, he 


discovers that the annalists of the Baptist church have committed a variety of errors 
in attempting to give a history of their Church in Mississippi. This he attributes 
solely to the want of correct information on the subject, which it was not in their 
power to obtain at the time and place of writing. Some of these errors will now be 
briefly noted. 

1. They confound Richard Curtis Sr. who was not a preacher - with his fafth child, 
Richard Curtis Jr.who was the first Baptist Preacher in Mississippi and hence they 
represent their first preacher as being an old man with a large family when he emigrated 


to this county. This is a mistake.Richard Curtis Sr. was an old man with a large 
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family at the time of his removal (to Mississippi), but his son, RICHARD CURTIS JR.at 


that time was a young mam only about twenty-five years old, with a small family. " 


Richard Curtis Jr. was married to Martha Patsey Courtney Daughter of Robert 


Courtney and Hannah Courtney of North Carolina. ( A copy of his will which lists Richard 
Curtis Je. as his son-in-law, was sent to me by Miss Bonnie L. Cole, Rt. 2, Box 264C 
Bogue Chitto, Ms,.) The " History of the Jersey Settlers" page 900 Bolls Cemetery 

says " Bolls Cemetery located Jefferson Davis County, Ms. on Bolls Creek on land owned 

by Millsaps Johnson., Sec. 41, T.8N. R. 2 E date 1966. Note" This is an historic 

spot for Mississippi Baptist as Martha ( Aunt Pattie) Curtis, wife of Rev. Richard Curtis. 
Jr. died and was buried here in 1819. Rev. Curtis organized the first Baptist Church 

in the Natchez Territory. There is no marker over the grave of Martha Curtis but the 
location of it is still pointed out by the present generation, as being-on the eastern end 
of the other graves. James Bolls born 1769 was the son of John Bolls, Revoluntionary 
soldier." Page 175 of "The History of the Descendants of the Jersey Settlers"

Griffin or Griffing; Jones; Swayze ; Courtney; keep being used and that there was 
a lot of marrying "kin", this seemed to be the rule instead of the exception in 
the days of the earlier settlers. It could have been that since means of travel 
were so limited the same family clans settled close together for protection, and 
also that the families knew what each of these families stood for. 
The Swayze & Jones families were of the Methodist religion while the Curtis- 
and Coleman families were of the Baptist religion. As for our Seott lines it seems 
that the descendants of the ROBERT BELL SCOTT line leaned toward the Methodist 
or Presbyterian while the descendants of the William Scott Jr.line leaned toward 
the Baptist religion, but regardless of the religion it seemed that all of these 
early settlers were of the prostestant type and extremely devout in their lives. 
According to John G. Jones ,grandson of John Jones the statement by Miss. Baptist 
that the Baptist Church was the first Protestant community formed in all the wide 
region of the Southwest , below the Cumberland settlements in Middle Tennessee, 
was in error since Rev. Samuel Swayze with his Congregational Church in the Jersey 
Settlement, had preceded them about ten years. (Page 20 Introduction of Protestantism 
into Mississippi and the Southwest - A Concise History). 

But now back to the tales of Richard Curtis Jr. and the formation of the 
Baptist church in Mississippi.I will give you the information taken both from"A 
History of Mississippi Baptist" by Richard Aubrey McLemore and also from "Introduction 
of Protestantism into Mississippi and the Southwest" by John G. Jones. Time has 
taken its toll as to which is the correct version but John G. Jones stated that 
he had the following proof that his was correct:1, He is a lineal descendant, on 
his father's side, from the emigrant family that constituted the first Baptist Church 
in Mississippi. 2, He is familiar with the uniform family tradition in relation 
to the facts he narrates. 3. He has in his possession reliable family records dating 
back 120 years.(He died Oct. 1, 1888 so I do not know when this was written. ) 

4. He found upon the blank leaf of an old book several dates referring to the time 

of Mr. Curtis being ordered by the Spanish Commandant at Natchez to desist from 
preaching, his banishment from the country, the termination of the Spanish Government, 
ete, in the handwriting. of his venerable grandfather, John Jones, which were , 

no doubt made at the time the events referred to occurred. 5: He was born and 

raised, and still lives, in the vicinity where this first Baptist connection settled 

in the country. 6. He has often in his younger years, conversed with many aged 
persons who, in their youthful days were"part and parcel" of the scenes here in brought 


to view. 
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"About the year 1743 in Dinwiddie county, near Petersburg, Virginia lived a newly 
married couple of Welsh descent - William and Phebe Jones. William died soon after 
leaving a young widow and an only son , by the name of John. Within a few years 
Mrs. Jones married Richard Curtis Sr., by which marriage they had five sons and 
three daughters. After the marriage no very satisfactory knowledge of the family 
for about thirty years. In the meantime JOHN JONES , the son of Mrs.Curtis by her 


first marriage, had grown to manhood and married Miss Anna Brown, daughter of Abraham 


Brown. At the breaking out of the révoluntionary war the family was found in South 
Carolina, on Great Pedee river, not far from the mouth of Black river, amd about 

60 miles from Charleston. At the Declaration of Independence John Jones ardently 
espoused the cause of the Revoluntionists- served in three campaigns against the 
British and tories, under that idnomitable partisan warrior, Captain (afterward) 
General Francis Marion, and was in several battles, including the siege of Charleston. 
His stepfather and half-brothers, doubtless took part in the war, but precisely 

what their services were can not now be ascertained. By the close of 1779 Mr. Jones 


and the Messrs. Curtis including his stepfather and half-brothers- had rendered 


themselves so obnoxious to their tory neighbors, by their devotion to the Colonial 
cause, that they found their situation not only vexations, but perilous. In the 
meantime several of the leading members of the family had embraced religion and 


joined the Baptist Church, among whom were John Jones, William, Benjamin, and Richard 


Curtis Jr, and their wives, John Courntney(irrieiel Huanah Curtis) & Jchn Stampley 


(married Phoebe Curtis) daughters of Richard Curtis Sr. We may safely presume that. 


Richard Curtis Sr. and his wife were members of the same Church, but ro certain 


knowledge was known. Richard Curtis Jr. was at the time of which we write a licensed 


preacher. While the family were constantly annoyed and imperilled by the horrors 

of the war at their very doors- their property nearly exhausted, and little prospect 
of better days near at hand; and having heard much said about the salubrious climate, 
rich lands, exhautless range and abundance of game in the far-off "Natchez country" 
started toward the Mississippi River valley, traveling down the Holston, The Terinessee 
The Ohio and finally the Mississippi River on flat boats or barges, carried by the 
current and propelled by poles to settle at Cole's Creek mear Natchez. ----- It. 

has already been stated that most of the prominent members of this emigrant cornmexion 
were members of the Baptist Church before leaving South Carolina, and judging from 

the unwavering fidelity and zeal which they manifested in all their wanderings and 


privations, their religion was that of the heart. They were regular in their family 


devotions from their first settlement in the country, but the Spanish Government- 
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which only recongnized the Roman Catholic form of worship and forbid all others 


-having taken under its jurisdiction the Natchez District, they scarely knew what 


to do in regard to public worship. After mutual consulation they agreed to meet 


together in their private dwellings at set times, for the purpose of reading and 


expounding the Scriptures, exhortation and prayer, hoping in this way to keep the 


members united and alive to their spiritual interests. These meetings, were found 


to be so profitable to the members of the Church, soon attracted the attention of 

the American portion of the population, many of whom desired to be present and enjoy 
once more the quickening and hallowing influences of Protestant worship. Thus things 
went on through a series of years without exciting much open opposition from the 


Catholic authorities. Richard Curtis Sr. died Nov. 10, 1784, and by this time his 


son Richard Curtis Jr. had become quite a preacher. John Stampley ,brother-in-law 


of Richard Curtis Jr., was quite gifted in exhortation, as was also his brother 


Jacob Stampley, both of whom afterward became Baptist preachers. William Curtis 


an elder brother of Richard Curtis Jr. was gifted in extemporaneous prayers, as 


was also John Jones and several others. By 1790 other American settlements desired 
to be visited by Mr. Curtis and his lay assistants, and their labors were soon blessed 
in the manifest awakening and conversion of souls. Among the first converts was 


a prominent citizen by the name of William Hamberlin, and a Spaniard. who had married 


an American Lady, and a Stephen De Alvo, both of whom desired admission into the 


Church. This brought up in the minds of those pioneer workmen in the Lord's vineyard 

a very difficult question for solution." Who could administer the ordinance of baptism 
according to the faith and order of the Church?" Mr. Curtis was only a licentiate, 

and was not authorized, according to the rules of the Church , to administer baptism, 
and yet here were persons desiring the ordinance, who exhibited all the usual evidences 
of true conversion. This matter was referred, to the parent church im South Carolina 
and they authoeized the appointment of a member of the Natchez group to perform the 


ceremony. Richard Curtis Jr. was appointed and baptized a number of converts. 


The increasing activity of the Baptists aroused the Catholic priests to protest. 


Governor Gayoso, who heretofore had been lenient in this matter was forced to take 


some action. An order was issued forbidding the pioneer band to continue "theic 


heretical psalm-singing,praying and preaching in public or they would be subjected 


to sundry pains and penalities". Curtis continued his activity in spite of this 


order, and he received a letter from Governor Gayoso urging him to desist from what 


was considered violative of the laws of the Province and against the peace and safety 


of the county. 


Curtis protested the restrictions placed upon him by the Governor. He affirmed 
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that in the name and strength of God, he was determined to persevere in what he 


had delibertely conceived to be his duty. The Governor could not permit this opposition 


to his authority. Curtis was arrested and brought before the Governor. He was 


told that unless he would unequivocally promise to desist from all public preaching, 


he would be serit with several of his adherents to work in the silver mines of Mexico. 


In the face of this dire threat,Curtis made the required promise. 


The determination of the Spanish authorities to maintain the Catholic religion 
and to enforce their policy of prohibiting any other public worship was manifest 


in the issuance of an edict declaring "that if nine persons were found worshiping 


together, except according to the forms of the Catholic Church, they should suffer 


imprisonment .." This edict was issured in 1795, the same year the Treaty of San 


Lorenzo was negotiated providing for the transfer of the territory to the sovereignty , 


of the United States. The necessity for the edict was the arrival in the territory 


of thousands of American citizens who were protestant in belief and sympathy and 


very unlikely to accept Catholicism. Their faith was an important factor in the 


hosility of the settlers to Spanish rule and one of the reasons the Spanish government 


was willing to cede the territory to the United States. 


The Salem Church decided Curtis's promise did not prevent them from holding 


meetings for Christian conference, prayer, and meditation. They contended this 
was within the law, but they took precautions to have guards and sentinels posted 
when they assembled. If the alarm was given, they dispersed immediately. An incident 


occurred which brought the wrath of the Spanish authorities on Curtis and his friends. 


Phebe Jones asked her uncle, Richard Curtis to perform the marriage ceremony that 


would unite her with David Greenleaf. The wedding was performed at might in the 


utmost secrecy , but the Spanish authorities were informed. 


The Spanish considered Curtis had violated his promise, and they ordered his 


arrest. The attempt was made on August 23, 1795, but Curtis and his friends Hamberlin 


and De Alvo, were warned in time to make their escape. It was evident there would 


be danger to all of the Baptists if Curtis remained in the territory. He was urged 


to return to his home church in South Carolina and await a more opportune time for 


continuing his ministry. He agreed to do this as soon as his friends had assembled 


the supplies and equipment needed for the journey. In the meantime he sought safety 


in hiding near Bayou Pierre(This is a river that runs into the Miss. River north 


of Rodney below Port Gibson and starts in Copiah County but it is not known where 
in this area he was hidden. ) 


The great difficulty under which the Baptists .maintained . their faith is 


shown by the fear they had of being associated with Curtis. It was overcome when 
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aU'noble hearted and daring woman by the name of Chloe Holt' said that “if the men 


of the neighborhood are so fainthearted that not one of them can be prevailed upon 


to take Dick Curtis and his companions in exile their promised supplies, in order 


to secure their escape from the clutches of these gospel hating catholics, if they 


will furnish me with a good horse, surmounted with a man's saddle, [I will go in 


spite of the Spaniards, and they may catch me if they can." She delivered the supplies, 


and Curtis and hig companions made good their escape to South Carolina where they 


remained for about two-and -one-half years. 


The months from the signing of the Treaty of San Lorenzo in 1795 to the surrender 
of the area to the United States on March 30, 1798, were a period of turbulence 
and disorder in the Natchez region, ----- On several occassions civil war was threatened, 
but at was always avoided by concessions. The Spanish finally withdrew their forces 
and the American flag was raised. 

In these final turbulent months of Spanish control there is evidence that the 
Baptists were active. There was a Baptist preacher named John Hannah who was conspicuous 
for his opposition to Catholicism. Little is known of him except that he attacked 
Catholicism in a public sermon in Natchez and afterwards got into a fight with some 
Catholics, who gave him a beating. He appealed to the Governor, but on investigation 
he was found at fault and ordered imprisioned. This incident provoked the Americans, 
and a riot threatened. The Spanish governor, other officials and their families 
sought safety in the fort from the mob. After a few days tempers had calmed and 
order was restored. 

Immediately after the Spanish had withdrawn from Natchez the Americans." erected 
a large brush arbor and supplied it with a temporary pulpit and seats." They invited 
Bailey Chaney who was a licensed preacher "to preach them a sermon under the'Stars 
and Stripes'. He did this to an immense congregation. This was the first sermon 
preached under the United States flag in the southwest. 

The impending departure of the Spanish and the establishment of United States 
control over the Natchez region prompted the Baptist brethren on Cole's Creek to 
urge the return of Curtis, Hamberlin, and De Alvo. These exiles had spent more than 
two years in Curtis's former home on the Pee Dee River.They had grown in spiritual ‘steength 
and Curtis had been ordained. When the call came they were ready to return and 
to assume the leadership of the Baptist communicants. 


In the summer of 1798 Curtis and his friends returned home. Curtis arrived 


in his home community on Sunday morning and was told he would find his wife and 


family at the house of worship. He made his way thither but arrived before his 


family. The brethen insisted he should preach to them ard in response he entered 


the pulpit. While his head was bent and he was partially hidden by the enclosure 
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around the pulpit his wife and family entered unaware of his presence. When Curtis 


stood to begin the sermon, his wife was overcome with emotion and fainted. The happy 


distrubance delayed the beginning of the service. 


The Salem Church had constructed a house of worship during Curtis's absence. 


It stood amony the " upper branches of the South Fork of Cole's Creek , in Jefferson 


county, om what is still know as 'the Salem Road.' Their usual place for immersion 


was_in Harper's Fork, a little to the south of the church". This was the only non- 


Catholic house of worship in the Natchez territoruy at the time of its surrender 


to the United States. 
The Salem Baptist Church lists as it's first pastor Richard Curtis Jr. 1791. 


"A History of Mississippi Baptists says that Richard Curtis Jr was known to have 
assisted in the organization of the Bayou Pierre Church in 1798 but there was no 
record of other activity until 1808, 1810 and 1811 when he was reported as a del@€yjate 
from New Hope Baptist Church to the asseciational meetings.He was apparently pastor 


of that church at the time. Curtis died on OCtober 28, 1811, and is buried at 


"the house of a friend on Beaver Creek in Amite county, where he had gone to seek 


medical relief from a cancer which occasioned his death." It is Fitting that a 


marble shaft commemorating his service has been erected in the cemetery of Ebenezer 


Church. 


"Note": The following was copied from the Jackson Daily News and was the caption 


underneath a picture of J. Paul Jones. " J. Paul Jones, director of missions for 


Mississippi Association, is shown above with a painting he made of the: grave site 


of Richard Curtis Jr. , the founder of Baptist work in Mississippi. The marker 


at_the grave site was erected in the mid 50's and was purchased with funds provided 


by the Mississippi Baptist Convention. The painting is to be hung in the archives 


of the Mississippi Baptist Historical COmmission. The grave is located on property 


owned by Homer Smith of the Liberty Area and near Ebenezer Church. Curtis helped 


to organize the Woodville Church and the Ebenezer Church. He also helped to organize 


the Mississippi Association in 1806 with six churches . (Jones has beeii painting 


about. two-one-half years.) ( I do not know if this J. Paul Jones is from the John 
Jones line but assume he is.) The Archives is located at Mississippi College in 
Clinton, Ms. 

Note: Anyone who would like to read more on the Jones and the Curtis and the 
early years should look up the following books: A Concise History & Introduction 
of Protestanism into Mississippi and the Southwest," by John G. Jones. "A History 
of Mississippi Baptist" by Dr. Richard Aubrey McLemore "The History of the Descendants 
of the Jersey Settlers , Adams, County, Mississippi. ", also interesting reading 


is "Military History of Mississippi." This lists quite a few ancestors and relatives. 
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You will notice that on page 39 I stated that John G. Jones said in his book 
that the Baptist were wrong in their claims about the first protestant church. There 
were some old publications on file at Miss. College that supported this but the 
information that 1s on page 39 through 44 came from John G. Jones's book and from 
the book of Dr. McLemore which covered 1780 to 1970, in it he used a lot of the 
information taken from John G. Jones's book so both are close together on the dates. 
This section does show a lot of the religious problems our forefathers went up against. 

The Jones line that was in the Methodist Episcopal Church seemed to start with 
the marriage of Jonathan Jones to Phoebe Griffin. Most of her father's family had 
belonged to that religion. She joined the Baptist church at Cole's Creek since there 
was no Methodist church there but in 1818 a Methodist church was established in 


the vicinity of Fellowship, 
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The following will mot mean much to any of the Scotts except the ones's related 


to the Coleman line but I am including it because the information was found in the 


book by John G. Jones " A Concise History - Introduction of Protestaritism into Mississippi 


and the Southwest '" pages 81- 89. 
Phoebe Griffin was born ca. 1783 in Miss. she married Oct. 10, 1799 to Jonathan 


Jones son of John Jones & Anna Brown Jones , who was born Dec. 30, 1770 in South 


Carolina and died March 21, 1814 in Mississippi. Phoebe Griffin Jones was the sister 


to William Griffin who was married to a daughter of John Jones & Anna Brown Jones, 


Sarah L. Jones . (page 81 says): The widow , the last living child of John Jones, 


yet survies ( February 1865) and is deservedly reckoned a mother in israel. William 
Griffing left a numerous family of children and grandchildren, many of who are worthy 
members of the Baptist Church. note( see page 31 of this book). 


Phoebe Gtuffing Jones was a tender-hearted, piously-inclinded girl. Though she 


had been a praying woman for years, she had no satisfactory assurance of her acceptance 
in Christ until after the birth and subsequent death of her first chi'd. He had 
lived long enough to become doubly dear to her heart, and she felt the loss of her 
first born as only a mother can feel. In her breavement she was led ts seek more 
earnestly than ever for " a knowledge of salvation in the forgiveness of her sins." 
The lonely grave of her dear "William" was selected as her place of prayer, and 

one day while she was earnestly pouring out her soul in supplication to a forgiving 
GOd, the reality of her Savior's suffering, death and intercession for her came 

before the eyes of her faith, and she was enabled to rely fully upon Him as a present, 
willing and all-sufficient Savior. She now felt an assurance that hez sins were 

all forgiven , and that she was adopted into the household of faith. She entered 
upon the duties and enjoyments of her new born life with alacrity and delight. 

The next thing she did was to fix permanently her Church relations. She lived at 


that time in what was then a frontier settlement on the north fork of Cole's Creek, 


a considerable distance from any Church organization, of her father's faith ( Methodist) 


she became in favor of the Baptist relations of her husband and applied for admission 
into the First Baptist Church at Salem. Having now become a member of the visible 
Church, she felt more than ever the obligation of establishing the worship of God 

in her family. She ernestly entreated her husband, who though a man of pure morals 
and great reverance for Christianity, was not a member of any Church, to establish 
and conduct family WO ship in their young household. He excused himself upon the 
ground that he was not a professor of religion, and that though. he tried to pray 

for himself in secret it would be mockery for him to attempt to pray a general prayer 
for others. But Mrs. Phoebe Griffin Jones was not satisfied to live without family 


prayer. -felt indeed that she could not brave the danger of such delinquency- and 
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with true Christian heroism, determined on her final course, which was to have another 
affectionate conversation with her husband, on the subject, and im case he postively 
declined, to undertake it herself. They were quitely seated by the fire after supper, 
when she introduced the subject. Mr. Jones again excused himself upon his former 
pleas, when she arose to her feet and turning her face to her chair,said."Let us 
pray,"and immediately bowed upon her knees- her husband following her example- and 
offered up an appropriate prayer. Her husband seeing her heart was set on having 
praying in her family,gonerously proposed what he considered, under the circumstances, 
an equitable division of the work. He agreed to ask a blessing at the table, and 

to read a chapter as a preliminary to family prayer, if she would lead in prayer. 

To this she readily acceded, and upon this plan it was kept up until his death on 


March 21, 1814. Mr. Jonathan Jones had lived until they had ten children, four of 


which died in infancy. He died during the last war between England and the United 
States, and left her with a family of one daughter and five sons, the oldest being 
only about eleven or twelve years of age. She sensibly felt the respesibility 

of her situation, and was truly "diligent in business and fervent in spririt, serving 
the Lord" her family devotions were attended to with renewed earnestness, and she 
embraced every opportunity to attend the stated meetings of her Churcii,twelve miles 
distant from home,until the organization of Fellowship Church in her own vicinity, 


to which she transferred her membership. One of her single brothers who had been 


in the calvary service as a volunteer under General Thomas Hinds,and who was home 


on a short furlough, called to bid her farewell one night, and consented to rest 
awhile upon condition that she would let him start a long time before day. She 
consented to the arrangement, and after giving him a frugal meal and her blessing, 

he left for the campaign around New Orleans. Supposing her children yet alseep, 

she knelt at the foot of her bed to commend her departing brother to the protection 

of God amid the perils of the battle-field. She became so much engaged that her 
whispered prayer became audible, and such pleading with God to preserve a dear brother 
in the hour of danger has seldom been heard. He was preserved in several hard-fought 
battles, and permitted to return in safety 


After remaining a widow four or five years, Mrs. Phoebe Griffin Jones accepted 


the hand of a clever widower with four children by the name of Henry Craig, who 


lived on an adjoining farm. The united families got along remarkable well together 


as a general rule, until they were seperated by the death of Mr. Henry Craig. which 


occurred in less then three years, except in the matter of family worship. Mrs. 


Phoebe Griffin Jones Craig or Mrs. Craig as we will henceforth call her, found her 


second husband, though a moral man, and respectful to religion in general, far more 


intractable than her first in regard to family worship. She could not prevail on 


him to take any part with her at the family altar, or even to ask a L.3ssing at 
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the table, and for some cause never fully explained to her children, family prayer 
was laid aside until his death, except when he was temporarily away from home, or 
some other person was present to officiate. The religious instruction of her children, 
however, was habitually attended to, and every effort that a faithful mother could 
make to restrain them from the common vices of the country was made. 

Mr. Henry Craig soon fell into bad health, and in less than three years from 
the date of their marriage ca.1818-1819 he died ca.1821-1822. The burial was completed 
in the afternoon and all the attendants went-away leaving the widow alone with her 


six children and four step-children. Supper was brought in early and soon disposed 


of, and then the children were again invited to come around the long-neglected’ family 
altar. In a brief address she informed them of the anguish of spirit she had often 

felt om account of the asrogation of worship in her family, but now, as no further 
obstacle was in the way, she intended to re-establish it and keep it up until physically 
disabled or her place should be supplied by some one else. Then folloied the reading 

of the Scriptures and one of her fervent and eloquent prayers. That night is yet 
recollocted by the writer ( John G. Jones) as one of joy and gladness. There seemed 

to be a brightness around that family altar above the shining of the candle. God 

be praised for the influence of family prayer upon our young hearts! It was during 
her second widowhood that Mrs. Craig seemed to excel in all the excellancies of 

her Christian character. Having regained the entire control of her family in religious 
matters she seemed determined to improve her opportunities. Her olde: children, 
especially, were passing a dangerous crisis, and she was anxious to see them truly 
converted to godliness in the days of their youth. Her family government was of 

the most seriptural character. For delinquencies in work or disobedience: to family 
government she sometimes reprimanded sternly, but for moral delinquencies, or sins 
against God, she admonished in the most affectionate manner, and exhcried to repentance 
and reformation with an earnestness that touched the heart and made eho young rebel 

God feel that there was impending danger. The rod was so seldom used =s to be scarely 
recollected. Suitable books were procured for her children, and proper inducements 
offered to secure the reading of them, so that her family became one of the most 
reading families in the community. Hus: table conversation was both pleasing and 
profitable. Some of the most impressive lessons her children ever received from 

her lips were given while eating their meals. But it was at the fami! altar she 
excelled. She prayed in a low, smooth, gently-flowing , earnest tone of voice, 

that was truly impressive. Her language was well selected, and she seldom showed 

any embrassment while engaged in prayer. She encouraged her children to attend 


every place of worship in their reach. ‘ 
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Early in the summer of 1822 Mrs. Craig was prostrated by the disease that 
terminated her earthly existance the following spring. She found herself wholly unable 
one night to officiate at the family alter, being confined to bed with severe illness. 
she said to her oldest son, then about 18, " My son, I am not able to pray with my 
family tonaght.------ Will you take your mother's place, and pray with your sister 
and brothers? I can not bear to see them go to bed without prayer, if it can be helped." 


Mrs. Phoebe Griffin Jones Craig died on the 10th of May 1823, after extreme 


suffering from her illness, in hope of a blissful immortality. Her children had lost 
a good father and step-father, but they never realized what orphanage was until they 


saw that dear mother laid in the grave. ''! 


Henry Craig was married first to Elizabeth Cook daughter of Jesse Cook and ‘Mrs. 
Rachel Adkinson. There were four children that we know of born to this marriage. They were: 


1. Fenton N. Craig born Nov. 16, 1808 : 2: Rachel Cook Craig born ca. 1809 : 


5. Eliza Craig born Nov. 15, 1810; 4: William Henry Craig born March 16, 1813. 


Elizabeth Cook Craig died sometimes prior to 1818, probably in Jeffersen county. 


After the death of Henry Craig approximately 1821 or 1822 the children were made 


wards of the court. No records have been found on them until January 13, 1827 at which 


time in Claiborne County, Ms. Hardy Weems ( who had married Rachel Cook Craig on May 1, 


1823) petitioned the Orphans Court of Claiborne County that the former guardian 

John Dobbs give a report conserning the equal one fourth part of three regroes (which 
were property of the four children) to his wards , Henry Craig and Eliza Craig. It 

is not known where Fenton Craig was at that time but I assume he had married. We do 
know that when Rachel Cook Craig and Hardy Weems were married in 1823 her marriage bond 
was posted byDaniel McCalip of Claiborne County. I do not know if either John Dobbs or 
Daniel McCalip were of any kin to the Craig children or not. 

Hardy Weems & Rachel Cook Craig Weems were my great-great-grandparents with their 
daughter Eliza Rachel Weems born Feb. 4, 1827 and marrying Henry Colema.. making them my 
great-grandparents. 

The story has been told in the Coleman family that one of our amscestors ( and I 
assume it was Hardy Weems since these children were orphans) while traveling down through 
Mississippi stayed at a house in which the wards (Craig Children) of the house were being 
used to do the housework and were unkept, barefoot and not very well taken care of. He 
left on his journey and kept thinking about the oldest girl then about 14 and feeling 
sorry for them he stopped back by on his return trip and asked to marry the girl. It was 
agreed. Very little is known about them but he must have been a good bit older. No graves 


have been found but he and she apparently died sometimes early in 1830 because Eliza 
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Rachel Weems was made a ward of the orphans's court. It appears that possibly Rachel 


Cook Craig Weems died in 1829 unless she and Hardy Weems had moved to Madison County, 


because in 1829 the orphan's court. in Claiborne County ordered that the guardian for 


William Henry Craig in Madison County make an accounting of the funds in regard to his 


guardianship. This is listed in the 2nd book of probate but no name was given and no 
record was found of an answer to the order. 

The 1830 census shows that Hardy Weems was in Warren County being between 20 ard 40 
which would have made him born between 1790 and 1810 , probably closer $o 1790 since he 
was older than Rachel Cook Craig Weems. It shows a female between 20 and 40 which we 
believe was around 21 with Rachel Cook Craig Weems being born ca 1809. A boy was shown 
between 10 and 20 which would have beer’ William Henry Craig who was born in 1813 and 
one girl between 10 and 20 who would have been Eliza Craig who was born Nov. 1810. There 


was a girl under 10 who would have been their daughter and my great grand mother Eliza 


Rachel Weems who was born in 1827 being 3 years old. 
The following is what is known at present (12/90) of the descendents of Henry Craig 


and Elizabeth Cook Craig: 


Fenton N. Craig was born Nov. 16, 1808 and died April 1, 1835. i412 is buried in White 
Oak Cemetery in Copiah County. This cemetery contains a lot of our Coleman, Craig, 
Fulgham and some Scott ancestors. 

I do not know if Fenton N. Craig was married because when he diec April 1, 1835 his 


estate showed only that he was guardian of a minor heir of Eliza Rachel Weems daughter 


of his sister Rachel Cook Craig Weems and Hardy Weems. The executor of his estate was his 
brother-in-law, John Sherrard Fulgham who was married to his other sister,Eliza Craig. 


There is buried in White Oak Cemetery also another Fenton N. Craig Jr. but he was not born 


until July 11, 1853 , eighteen years after the death of Fenton N. Craig. At present I do 
not know if he was a grand son or a nephew, possibly being the son of William Henry Craig. 

After the death of the first Fenton N. Craig, John Sherrard Fuleham and Eliza Craig 
Fulgham were the guardians of Eliza Rachel Weems. The papers state that John Sherrard 
Fulgham was the guardian since women had no rights at that time. (John Sherrard Fulgham 
was the brother of my great-great grandmother Mary Fulgham who was married to William 
Coleman, the parents of Henry Coleman who married Eliza Rachel Weems so the descendants 
of Eliza & Henry Coleman and the descendants of Eliza and John S. Fulgham were double 
cousins. 

Eliza Craig was born Nov. 15, 1810 married John Sherrard Fulgham born Dec. 25, 
1805 ,and he died June 5, 1852. There was not a date for her death in the Fulgham Bible 
records. The1r children were: Henry Craig Fulgham born June 7, 1828 died AUg. 20, 1838. 
Sarah Jane Fulgham born Feb. 14, 1830 died Sept 18, 1902 married Jan. ', 1851,.- 
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Napoleon Bonaparte Yates born Feb. 28, 1828 , died 1894. They had 4 children. 
John Ashburn Fulgham born May 18, 1832 died CSA Army Camp , Okolana, Ms. Sept 9, 1862 
who married #1 Frances E.McDonald on Sept. 14, 1853. They had two children . She died 


April 4, 1858. He married # 2 Sophia O. White on Jan. 26, 1859. 

Mary Elizabeth Fulgham born March 1, 1834 died Dec. 2, 1878. She was married Jan.1853 

to Thomas Clayton Murphy. The only information known on them is that their daughter 
Eliza Craig Murphy was born Aug. 25, 1855 and died Sept. 28, 1857. She is buried in White 
Oak Cemetery. 

James Monroe Fulgham was born Oct. 3, 1837 and was killed at Corinth im battle CSA, 

OCt. 3, 1862. He did not marry. (Eliza Craig and John Sherrard Fulgham lost two sons 


during the Civil War. 

Emily Eliza Fulgham was born APril 17, 1839 and died April 12, 1893,at. Carlisle, Ms. 
she married Milton Ragon Jones on April 18, 1869. They had 10 children we know of. 
Fenton Taliaferro Lafayette Fulgham was born APril 21, 1841. He died im Jackson March 


21, 1911 and was a physician. He married # 1.Mrs. Rosa McKey Wells on April 21, 1870. 


they had two children. After her death he married # 2: Mary Mollie Mir.s.April 29, 1866. 


There were no children of this marriage. (Mollie Mimms was the neice of my great-great 


grandmother, Jane Sulanda (Sue) Mimms who married Thomas R. Woolley..). The name McKey 


was spelled MacKay in thos: days. 

Nathan Lott Fulgham was born March 14, 1847 and died in Jackson April 6, 1902. He was 
married Dec. 16, 1869 to the sister of the first wife of F.1T.L. Fulgh:., Mary Rebecca 
MacKey. She died Aug. 3, 1899. They had three children. 


I have the anformation on the descendants of these children but will save that for 


my Coleman-Fulgham line. 
William Henry Craig was born March 16, 1813, died Sept. 6, 1891. He is buried with 


both of his wifes in White Oak Cemetery. He married # 1: Sarah H. Chivers, who was born 


Feb. 16, 1813 and died Aug. 25, 1842. Their daughter Margaret E. Craig was born Dec. 24, 
1839 ard died Jan. 31, 1846, is buried there also. His second wife, S:::anna Roberts was 
was born July 9, 1828 and died Aug. 10, 1866. Their son, William H. Craig was born Nov. 
14, 1849 and died June 2, 1864. 

There are several other Craig's that are relatives but at present I do not know the 
order of their ansectors or their descendants. ( I contacted Fay Reynolds Hasting at 
956-3567 for information from the Craig Bible. She was a sister to Craig Reynolds ). 

No information received yet. 

Rachel Cook Craig born ca. 1809 and died ca 1829-1833 married Hardy Weems. Their 
only child was Eliza Rachel Weems born Feb. 4, 1827 died Feb. 3, 1887. She married 
Feb. 13, 1845 Henry Coleman. They had ten children, two girls and eight boys.

Mary Elizabeth (Betty) Coleman born Sept. 15, 1853 died 1948 in Colorado, Texas, 
married William L. Cooper of Copiah County Ms. in Sept. 1870. 

Francis Marion Coleman Sr. born Sept. 9, 1855, died Aug.16, 1934 buried White Oak, 
married Anna Bell Scott Sept. 24, 1879.(These are my grandparents). 

Emma Sarah Coleman was born May 30, 1857 died Aug. 7, 1868 buried in White Oak. 
Juddon Gary Coleman born Jan. 28., 1858 died 1858 buried White Oak. 

Judson Cary Coleman born May 26, 859 died Sept. 23, 1860 buried White -jak. 

James (Jimmy) Lafayette Coleman born March 29, 1861 died June 23, 1888 married 


Emma Henderson. 
After the death of Eliza Rachel Weems Coleman , Feb. 3, 1887, Henry Coleman 


married a sister of his son’: John's wife Mrs. Martha E. Hanna Watkins. , she was the 
grandmother remembered by my father. 

You will notice that on page 49 I stated that Daniel McCalip posted the marriage 
bond for Rachel Cook Craig and Hardy Weems but I did mot know if they were of any relation. 
In searching for the descendants of Henry Craig and Elizabeth Cook Craig, I found that 
there were two children and their parents by the name of McCalip buried in White Oak 
Cemetery. They were: D.A. McCalip born Feb. 22, 1842, died Deo. 3,, 1916, his wife, 

Sarah H. MdAlip, born June 7, 1842 died Aug. 14, 1913, their son Henry Craig McCalip 

and a daughter Alice Mable McCalip but no dates on these two stones. Isere are also 

two graves of men James McCalip born 1860 died 1938 and Judge McCalip born Feb. 1887 
died Feb. 17, 1932. Since this cemetery holds a good many Craig, Fulgham and Coleman 
graves it 1s safe to assume that they were related in some way, especially since one son 
had Craig in his name. 

I will skip a couple of pages in case I find anymore information on the Craig family. 

The will of Henry Craig was copied 3/5/91 in Jefferson County, Ms. from Box A 
# 43. It reads as follows: 

HENRY CRAIG WILL 
In the name of God, Amen I, Henry Craig of Jefferson County, State of Mississippi 


being weak in body but of sound and perfect mind and memory, blessed be God for the 
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same, do make and publish this my last will and testament in manner and form following 
(that is to say) First I give and bequeathto my beloved wife Phoebe Craig all the part 

of the estate of Jonathan Jones and being once theirs part of the same (as specified 

in the said last will and testament of the said Jonathan Jones deceased) which I 
inherited by said my wife, and whereas it would be attendance with great inconvience 

to seperate the estate consisting of horses, cattle hogs and sheep which belong to the 
estate of the said Jonathan Jones deceased. I therefore give and bequeath to my wife 

and her heirs one half of the stock consisting of horses, cattle, hogs and sheep now 

in my possession to be in full of allthe stock I received by my said wife when we were 
married—--——— I also give and bequeath to my wife all the farming utensils and all the 
houseliold and kitchen furniture, Jones or other be as with furniture to them belonging 

and one cupboard excepted, besides all the crop of corn now growing on the plantations -- 
It is also my wish and desire that the tract of land on which I formly lived also twenty 
three acres adjoining the afore said tract and Col. Cowles Meade should be sold also 

all the balance of my horses, cattle, hogs and sheep and the money arising therefrom 

be equally divided among my four children to wit — Rachel Craig, Fenton N. Craig, 

Eliza Craig and William H. Craig except what may be here after named, that is to say, 
One hundred dollars to my afore said son, William H. Craig and fifty dollars to my daughter 
Eliza Craig. It is also my wish that the balance of my negroes should be hired out until 
my youngest becomes of age and that then the negroes with their natural increase together 


with the money arising from their hire and the tract of land which I own in Claiborne 


County — containing three hundred and twenty two acres may be equally divided 
among my four children towit; Rachel Craig, Fenton N. Craig, Eliza Craig and William 
H. Craig. From my crop of cotton which ~* .~. is now growing I wish all my just debts 


to be paid and the balanceafter defraying my funeral expenses I will and bequeath one- 
half to my beloved wife and then the other half to be equally divided among my four 
children aforesaid, and as to all the rest, residue and 

remainder of my personal — personal estate debts, goods, | *. and chattels of what kind 
and naturé served I give and bequeath the same to my four children aforesaid to be 
equally divided among them each to his or her share. When he or she may become of age 
and I do hereby appoint John Dobbs sole executor of this my last will and testament 
hereby revoking all former wills by me made. In writings which of I have 

set my hand and seal the twenty fifth day of July One Thousand Eight hundred and 
twenty. signed Henry Craig (seal) 

Signed sealed published and declared by the above named Henry Craig to be his last will 
and testament in the presence of us who here unto subscribe our names as witnesses in 
the presence of the testator: Thomas C. Vaughan (seal) Charles A Joureel (seal)

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The first information that we have on our BELL line came from Eloise Speed Norton 
in Carmine, Texas. She states '' It looks as if JAMES BELL came over about the same time 
as the SCOTT'S. This would have been in 1767. She states her reference notes as #1,

information on the SCOTTS. elie 

JAMES BELL Came from Belfast on the BRIGANTINE CHICHESTER in 1767. He had with him 
his wife ISABELL age 40, Daughter Elizabeth age 20, Son, John Bell, age 17, Son William 
Bell age 16 and daughter Mary age 5. Our Isabel Bell (1776-1862 was born shortly after 
their arrival in American. There was listed with him also a WILLIAM BELL age 41, a member 
of the family but not head of a household so this must have been a brother of James Bell. 

There is several spellings of the County or District of South Carolina where they 
settled. At one place in the Bible it is spelled LORANCE DISTRICT, then LAWRENCE and 
then the spelling from Eloise Norton is LAURENS COUNTY. 

You will notice that this now gives us three different ancestors named some form of 
Isabell. The first is ISABELL (1727) last name unknown, wife of James Bell. The second is 
ISABEL Bell (1776-1862) daughter of James and Isabell Bell and wife of Robert B. Scott. 
The third is ISABELLA Bell (1807-1864) married to Robert Bell Scott, daughter of 
RICHARD BELL and his wife ELIZABETH. 

Our information on the Bell side of the family is very limited. We know that James 
Bell and his wife Isabell ?, settled in Laurens countySouth Carolina in 1767. At that time 
they had four children and we know that they had at least one more because ISABEL Bell was 
born August 12, 1776 in the Lorance District of South Carolina (according to the Bible. ) 
She was baptized at her home prior to her marriage. She was married on August 12,1797 
in the Lorance District of S.C. She died July 1862 in Claiborne County,Mississippi at 
the age of 85 years and 11 months. She is buried in the Pisgah or Patton Cemetery which 
is % mile north of Met Davis Store on the Hermanville-Hazlehurst Road on the east side of 
the highway. ( This is taken from the book "Port Gibson, The Promised Land". ) Her husband 


Robert B. Scott born May 1763 in Antrum County Ireland (Cemetery records say 1765) is 


buried in the same cemetery. He died January 13, 1832 in Claiborne County MS at the age 


of 68 years and 8 months. 


We know that this family was still in South Carolina because ROBERT BELL SCOTT 
son of Robert B. and Isabel Bell Scott was born in South Carolina May 19, 1798. He was 
baptized in 1798 by Rev. Connady, Presbyterian Minister in South Carolina. Sometimes 


between that date and August,1823 they moved to Trigg County Kentucky. It would appear 
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that the BELL family had been in that area since 1807 because on May 26 1807 
in Chaststin County, Kentucky ISABELLA BELL was born to Richard and Elizabeth Bell. 
She was baptized in 1807 in Chaststin County Kentucky. On August 24, 1823 ISABELLA 
BELL married her cousin, ROBERT BELL SCOTT. The word KIN was written in the family 


bible beside this marriage. The wedding was performed by Joseph Hyden, Minister. 


ISABELLA BELL SCOTT died November 19 1864 in Claiborne County Miss. at the age of 57 years. 


She is buried in the Hermanville Cemetery. Her husband ROBERT BELL SCOTT is buried in 
the same cemetery. 

We know that in 1837 RICHARD and ELIZABETH ? BELL came to Mississippi. This inform- 
ation comes from the obituary of a sister of ISABELLA'S. We know that "The History of 
the Jersy Settlers'show in describing land in Book F Claim No 1784 page 289 that this land 
was adjacent to land owned by Richard BELL Near COLE CREEK. 

The sister was ELIZABETH (LIZZIE) BELL born May 23 1813 in Trigg County Kentucky. 
She was married March 1, 1838 in Mississippi to SAXTON SHAW. Her obituary stated that 
to this union were born three children, names unknown. He died and she was left a 
widow with three small children. On December 21, 1848 in Mississippi she married 
Dr. Y.L. McNeil, they moved to Texas in 1852 and were living in Harrisburg Texas at the 
time of her death. Her husband had preceded her in death. They also had two children 
whose names are unknown. She died August 26, 1892 and the obituary stated that she 
had been suffering and ill for a long pertod of time (Several years) and had been an 
invalid since her surgery. 

It is interesting to note that of the limited information we have of the Bell Family 
both Elizabeth (Lizzie) and Isabella (the third) sisters, died after a long and lengthy 
illness. There was also a granddaughter of Isabella, Minnie Carden Richardson who also 
was described as having had a long and painful illness. The way it was described it 
sounds like CANCER. 

In the diary of Madeline Scott Carden, daughter of ZTSABELLA Bell Scott (the third) 
she wrote that she went to visit her Aunt Lizzie McNeil in Texas. She also menttioned 
visiting Aunt Sallie and Aunt Mary in Texas in the summer of 1866. I do not know if they 
were Bell's or Scotts but they were all out there near Elizabeth Bell McNeil. The same 
diary also mentioned her going to visit Cousin Fannie and Sallie in Cayauga (near Utica) 
MS. again I do not know if this was SCOTT or BELL related. 

Claiborne County, Miss. records show that there was a marriage license issured 
Feb. 4, 1836 to JAMES BELL and Miss ESSSMITH BELL apparently KIN again, Book 4 Page 123 
Another license was issured to Miss ASERMITE BELL to JAMES GORE Book 5 page 13, 1839. No 
other information is known about these Bells. A request was in the paper looking for infor- 
mation on Jane Bell and William Boren famity who lived near Myles in Claiborne CO. But 


they did not answer my letter on our Bells so apparently they were not our relations.

Z.J. Scott Sr. was born near Rodney Ms. March 30, 1829 to William Scott and 


Anna Jones. He was left an orphan when his father died in 1836 and his mother in 1846. 


They were buried in old Vernon Community near Flora. His older brother's and sisters 
shared the raising of him. We know that he had a brother named John. This is the 
only name we know of for sure since he mentioned him in a letter to his girl friend, 


Miss M.E. Scott on April 4, 1852. The letter was written from Vernon, Ms. and reads as 


follows: 


"Vernon,Mi. April 4th 1852, Dear Miss Eveline, Ever since the morning of the separation {aig 
which proved so sorrowfull to me, I have been in a mellancholy and desponding mood, 

I feel like I am left alone in this world, without one friend to cheer me up in my 
solitary moments. Oh, I feel as though I had been separated from the dearest idol of 
my heart; the only one, in whose hands I could trust my happiness. But alas,alas,l 
fear ardent love that I have bestowed uppon the idol of my soul, is not reciprocal. 

I feel that it is presumptions in me to hope that one so fair and lovely, so far my 
superior in every respect, should condescend to love such an unworthy individual as 
myself. But yet there is one faint ray of hope left to cheer me up in my lonely hours. 
Oh! Miss Evvie,that promise you made me on the evening I escorted you up to Mr. Fosters, 
has been treasured in my heart . Oh! how oftew has that promise "I will remember thee 
when far away", brought peace to my troubled breast, that with the privilege of 
corresponding with you has been a great source of consolation and happiness to me 

since you left our lovely village. But prehaps I am dwelling too long on this subject. 
I hope you will forgive me since you know the motives which prompt me to do so. Oh! 
Miss Evvie, I have so much to tell you I fear you will become offended at my lengthy 
letter; would that I could be with you a few days, or even hours, to prove to you how 
dearly and tenderly .F love you. I never knew how ardently I loved you until we 

were seperated. You have my destiny in your power: You can make me either tie most 
miserable, or, the most happy, of all beings. I have visited very little since you 
left, my business having engrossed most of my time and indeed | have had very little 
inclination to do so, since your departure. 

The Williams School is still flourishing but why should it not since he has 
Miss Mary Polain for an assistant and schollar. 

I have visited the Williams family several times since you left and as often as | 
do so; it brings fresh to my memory, the pleasant hours I spent in your company while 
there. "Those hours of dear delight, The morning welcome , and the sweet good night." 
Oh! then my heart was full of bliss' all seemed harmonious and lovely. But alast, 
they have vanished like a sweet dream, and yet Miss Evvie may I not hope they will 
return. 

It 1s my intention to accompany, Mr. Williams and family on a visit to your 
neighborhood this summer, at which time I anticipate a great deal of pleasure in your 
company. I hope at the same time to be able to win your affections. Miss Evvie, I 
am now about to draw my letter to a close, I have not written half that I wished to 
write, but I fear you will become wearied with so much, what to you may seem foolishness, 
— Oh! Miss Evvie it is the true state of my heart, every word tht I have written is 
“rue, 

I shall expect an answer to this, Oh! if you do not answer it, you will render 
me miserable. Oh! dear Miss Evvie, say in your answer that you will try to love me and 
you will make me happy. 
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And now farewell, I dare not lengthen these. sweet, sad, moments out; to write 
is bliss indeed, yet it but serv:sto strengthen the love that now amounts to agony. 

"Forget me not, when others gaze, Enamor'd on thee with looks of praise; Now 
weary leagues between us both are cast and each dull hour seems heavier than the last. 

Oh! then forget me not! Give my best respects to your parents (Oh! how 1 long 
to become acquainted with them.) and also to Miss Maddy tell her John is well, and 
is as fine looking as ever. 

I shall get your brother to inclose this in his letter. And now I must bid you 
adieu. I remain your devoted lover, Z.J. Scott. To: Miss M.E. Scott, Burton, Mi." 

The entire letter was written very small and in beautiful penmanship on three pages 
four inches by six inches. As was stated in the Thesis by his grand daughter he did 
form his letters perfectly. You will note that is is addressed to Burton, Mi. Burton 
was a community between Hermanville and Carpenter in the present day Claiborne County. 
Mi was used for Mississippi and I have found this in several writings of the 1800's. 
The Miss Maddy is her sister, Madeline Scott. I assume her brother he spoke of was 
Robert. Marion Scott because there are notes from both him and Eveline in the scrap 
book of Madeline Scott, which is in the possession of her grandson, Dr. Charlie Scott 
of Clinton. The letter above is in the possession of Dorothy Pratt Duke of Vossburg, Ms. 
a great grand daughter of Dr. Z.J. Seott & Martha Eveline Scott Scott. It is interesting 
to note the respect he gave to her in his letter, Miss Evvie, etc. This was sorta 
unusual for that era , as women were still being considered inferior to men. On page 10 
of Scott Families I stated that I did not know if it was at the school she met her 
future husband but it is now apparent from this letter that she did meet him there. It 
is also apparent. that he did not know her parents even tho the Family Bible of her 
father states they were KIN. It must have been a distant cousin. 

They were married on Sept. 30, 1852 by T. F. Williams a Baptist Minister. The 
question comes to mind is this the same Williams as the one mentioned in the letter. 
After the marriage it is not know. where they lived until after he finished medical 
school at Tulane Medical College in 1854. It is possible that they lived with or near 
her parents at first as their first two children were born in Claiborne County. The 
next three were born in Copiah county between 1856 and 1859. We find that they were 
both manbers of White Oak Baptist Church in Copiah county, near Carpenter from 
until July 1865 when they were dismissed by letter. The next three were born in 
Claiborne county between 1861 and 1866 , which were the years of the Civil War and the 
year after, so apparently she was living back at her parents home during that period. 
The last five were all born in Copiah County between 1868 and 1876 which would have 
been New Zion. Page 14,15,16,17 of Scott Families show more of their years of marriage. 

They had thirteen children , eight boys and five girls. There was one set of 
twins, number eleven and twelve. There are more twins in the Scott Family line as you 


will see later. The Scotts are apparently long life people as in 1904 when Dr. Z.J. 
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Scott died of pneumonia at the age of 75 there were six sons and three daughters alive. 
Martha Eveline scott Scott died at the ageof 79. Her father Robert Bell Scott died at 
the age of 83. The following is copied from an article taken from Miss. Baptist Record 


in the Miss. Baptist HIstorical Society at Miss. College , Clinton, Ms. in 1904. 
(picture) Dr. Z.J. Scott The subject of this sketch was born near Rodney, Jefferson 
County, Miss,. March 30th 1829. He was the twelfth of thigqéen children born to William 
Scott, Jr. and Anna Jones. William Scott Sr. came from SOuth Carolina about the year 
1780 and settled near Woodville, MIss. This was about the time of the coming to this 
Territory of Richard Curtis, the first Baptist preacher in Mississippi. William Jones 
(we now know this was John Jones) a half brother of Richard Curtis , also came during 
the same year from Charleston S.C. and settled at the mouth of Cole's Creek, near 
Natchez. Among the Children of William (John) Jones was Anna, mentioned above as the 
wife of William Scott Jr. These two were married about the year of 1810 (1807) 
and lived near Rodney till 1830 , when they moved to Madison County, near old Vernon 
(now Flora). it was here that Wm. Scott died in 1836, and his wife in 1846. And 
here was the boyhood home of Zachariah James Scott, the subject of this notice. He 
grew up on the old farm, accustomed to outdoor life, which no doub.t., had much to do 
in giving him a constitution that bore up, so well under the ills and hardships of a long 
life, and from which also he gathered that practical knowledge that made hima successful 
planter. With a thirst for learning and an ambition to be of use in the world, he 
availed himself of the opportunity to take a course in a school of medicine. At the 
age of twenty-five he was graduated from the Tulane Medical College, and as long as his 
health and strength permitted him to practice, he enjoyed the reputation of being a 
painstaking and successful physician. He was also had the honor of being appointed 
surgeon of the gallant 36 Mississippi Regiment in which he served during the Civil 
War. gt In 1852 near St. Elmos in Claiborne COunty, he was married 
to Martha Evelyn Scott. To this union were born thirteen children, nine of whom, 
with their mother survive. These children - six sons and three daughters - have families 
and are all doing well. Three of the sons are successful farmers; the other three are 
each doing well in his chosen prefession Dr. z.J. Scott Jr., is practicing medicine in 
Winona, Dr. I.F. Scott is pr acticing Dentistry in Summit and Prof, T.P. Scott is 
principal of the Brookhaven High School. The daughters are living near the old home 
blessed with good husbands, and the enviable record of good "keepers at home." 
It is worth while to remark that all the children - husbands and wives - and their 
children, who have come to years of accountability, are Christians- members of Baptist 
churches and by their lives are honoring the profession they made. Who will dare say that 
this is not due, in large measure, to the consecrated Christian lives of father and 
mother? For sixty years this man was a devoted follower of Christ. As the 
writer knew him he was true to his trusts as a Christian; never allowing secular 
interests to interfer with his obligations to his church; and though several miles 
distant from his place of worship he was punctual in attendance even to old age. He was 
a man of extensive reading, and was, therefore well posted on various subjects. Upon 
medicine, religion, education, politics, agriculture, horticulture, political economy 
and current topics he could converse with marked ability. His knowledge of these subjects 
was of that py actical kind that made him a valued citizen, a wise counselor, a helpful 
neighbor, a devoted and true husband and father. For several weeks before his 
death, he and his wife had been visiting thier children in Summit and Brookhaven. On 
his return he took fever induced by a cold and scarely had he reached the glad gates of 
his own dear home, when this sickness developed into pneumonia. For eleven days he linger- 
ed, receiving the tender ministries of a devoted family and attentive physicians, when 
the end came in the 75th year of his age, calmly, gracefully, he fell asleep. Like the 
traveler after a long journey, at nightfall, seeks his cozy room and comfortable couch 
to rest his weary body that the mor aing may find him refreshed and renewed in strength. 
50, our brother, by his own hearthstone, falls asleep to awake refreshed by the un- 
utterable glories of Heaven's glad morning. '" Mark the perfect man’ and behold the 
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upright for the end of that man is peace." From the old home in Copiah County and 
twelve miles west of Crystal Springs, his body was borne to the New Zion Church 

where oft he came to worship. Many were present to pay tribute to the memory of a 

worthy friend and brother. Two of his former pastors — R.H. Purser and I.H. Anding were 
present and spoke of the worth of Christian character and its blessed rewards. Then 

the brotherhood of the Knights of Honor, with impressive ceremonies, laid the body to 
rest in the church cemetery to await the angel's call to the resurrection of the 


righteous. At a time like this there comes to us a promise-sweet for it is our 
Father, who knows our grief: " I will never leave thee nor forsake thee ." and some one 
has recently sung for our comfort: In his arms we are safe, we falter on THrough 
storm and mire, Alone, beside, around us there is One Will never tire. What through 
we fall and bruised and wounded lie. Our lips in dust. His hands shall lead us on to 
victory in Him we trust. For neither life, nor death, nor things below. Can ever 
sever us, that we should go From His great love. I.H. Anding Summit, MIss. " 


A note in the information taken from the letters of T.P. and Walter Scott taken from 
the scrapbook owned by Dr. Charlie Scott in Clinton there is a notation that after 
the marriage of Zachariah James Scott and Martha Eveline (Evie) Scott Scott he kept 
store in Old Burton. You willnotice that the letter from Z.J. to Evie - was addressed 
to Burton, Miss. This was probably near what is now Hermanvill. 

The marriage bond for Zachariah James Scott and Martha Eveline ( Evie) Scott was 
issured in Claiborne County on the 29th day of Sept. 1852 and is recorded in 


Book 6 page 269 and also includes a statement by her father Robert Bell Scott.: 

WT 

State of Mississippi Claiborne County, Know all men by these presents, that we 
Zackariah J. Scott and James Gore of said county, are held firmly bound unto.H.P.Foot ? 
Governor of the State of Mississippi aforesaid, or his successors in office, in the sum 
of TWO HUNDRED DOLLARS, lawful money of said State, to which payment well and truly to 
be made to the said Governor for the time being, or his successors in office, we bind 
ourselves, our heirs, executors and administrators, each and every of us and them, 
jointly and severally, firmly by these presents. Sealed with our seals and dated this 
29th day of September eighteen hundred and fifty two . THE Condition of this obligation 
is such THAT WHEREAS, a MARRIAGE is shortly intended to be celebrated between the above 
bound Zachariah J. Scott and Martha E. Scott now if there be no lawful cause to 
obstruct the said marriage, then this obligation to be void, otherwise to remain in 
full force and virtue. Signed Sealed and Delivered in the presence of Z.J. Scott (seal) 
James Gore ( seal) State of Mississippi , --~- Claiborne County. to any Judge, 
Minister or Justice, Lawfully authorised to Celebrate the Rites of Matrimony, You are 
hereby Licensed to celebrate the Rites of Matrimony between Zachariah J. Scott and 
Martha E. Scott. Glven under my hand, and seal of my office, this 29th day of September 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty-two. Jas A. Gage -Clerk Rev. W,D, Downey DC 
in virture of a license from the Clerk of Claiborne County, I have this dav celebrated 


the Rites of Matrimony between Zachariah J. SCott and Martha E. Scott. Given under my 
hand this 30th day of Sept. 1852 (4 _ 283) " Herald Print," Port GIbson Miss Lie 
Ercanbrack ? " ( where I marked question marks I am not sure of the spelling .

Scott of free age and suitable in law to contract marriage independent 
of the consent of her parents. AND he further states that Robert B. Scott the 

father of said Martha E. Scott is willing and has consented to a marriage between the 
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said Z. J. Scott_and Martha E. Scott and there is no legal objections to said marriage. 


Sworn to and subscribed before me Sept. 29, 1852. James Gore 
Jas A Marsuse " Judge of Probate Court (4 282 & 4 283 Herald Print Port Gibson, Miss. 
L. Greenback ?" (note I do not know that the numbers are unless they were a way of 


recording this and the"HErald Print, Port Gibson " could have been who printed up the 


farm because these are typed forms or preprinted with the names etc. in writing. 

It is interesting to note that even tho Martha was old enough to be married 
without her parents consent it is on record that she had the approval of her father, 
Robert Bell Scott. This could have been because they were KIN he wanted no question 
about it. The following is the entry in the Robert Bell scott Genealogical Bible on 
the fifth child of Robert Bell Scott and Isabella Bell (the second): Martha Evaline 
Scott. ( £vie or Evvie as she was called) was born in Trigg County, Kentucky , February 
18, 1834. She was baptized in 1838 by Winfrey B. Scott , a Methodist minister. The 
marriage ofMartha Evaline Scott and Zachariah James Scott ( the son of William Scott 
and Anna Jones_) was performed by T.F. Williams, a Baptist minister. (note this is a 
different name from the one that signed the marriage license,it is possible that they had 
two since this is possibly the Williams who had the School in Madison county. This 


entry has the Word KIN marked on this marriage. It appears they were cousins since the 


same type of mark KIN is used on the marriage of her father and mother Robert Bell Scott 
and Isabella Bell, and we know they were cousins. The first Baptist minister appeared 


in this Bible with this marriage. All others were either Methodist or Presbyterian. 


It is quite possible that Winfrey B. Scott (the minister) was also KIN. We know that 


Martha Eveline Scott Scott and her husband Zachariah James Scott were in the WHite Oak 
Baptist Church Aug. 1858. I do not know when they joined because the first entry on 
him states that he was appointed to a committee to collect money by subscription to 
provide the church with hynm books and also as an alternate delagate to the association. 


Since White Oak was between Carpenter and Utica and since three of their children were 


born in CopiahCounty between 1856 and 1859 they must have been leaving somewhere near 
by. 

The following are excerpts from the diary of Madeline Scott (sister of Evvie) con- 
cerning her sister Martha Evelyn (Evvie as she called her) Scott Scott. These are all 
written during the Civil War and had a Port Gibson address when it started in Sept. 1863. 
The first two entries concerning Evvie also concern their Mother Isabella Bell Scott. 


"Nov. 1864 States that her mother who is very weak and sick but a very kind, tender 
Mother has gone to Evvie's to stay for a few days with her and Sister Mary ( Mary Jane 
Scott Greenlee.) On November 19, 1864 she states that their Mother died at Evvie's). 

On Dec. 25, 1865 she wrote that they had dinner at the Old Homestead, a family dinner 
and that she received a Gold ring from Evvie. On Dec. 27 ,1865 she stated that she 

at€ with Evvie and that she was a good cook. February 11, 1866 she mentions about a 
child ( Little OScar _) getting a bad cut on his ankle by his sisterand that she spent 
the night with -$8sters Evvie and Helen. note ( it is quite possible that this child 
was Oscar Marion Scott who was born Oct. 9, 1861 and that the sister was Anna Bell Scott 
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(my grandmother) who was his older sister. On March 16, 1866 she mentions spending 
the night with Sister Evvie, Sister Helen ( Elizabeth Helen Scott Williams) and the 
children and slept with her Pet Oscar. So apparently Helen and Evvie were living together 
during the Civil War while the men were away. She said that Evvie cooked some of the 
nicest waffles and biscuits for her.. On March 17, 1866 she stated that Dr. Scott 
and Evvie visited at their home. On December 22, 1866 Madeline mentions that she had 
just bidden Sisters Evvie and Helen good by - They have moved off about 20 miles. She 
said that she regretted having to give them up but she thought it was better for Evvie 
and her family. It was so pleasant to have her and her children near by. A sweeter, 
more accomadating sister ( Evvie) never lived." 

The following is a letter (poem) from Evvie to her sister Madeline which was found 
in the diary: "THE WISH WHen thou shalt read, in after years. This unpretending 


verse of mine, May all that now so much endears Thee unto life be thine. A gentle 
spirit, such as now beams from thine eyes of heavenly blue, and casts its sunshine 
on thy brow, A heart, as warm and true' Wealth, amply large for every need, Of 
comfort, charity, and ease, Indulgent kindred, friends, indeed Anxious to wish and 
please; With health, to brighten every bliss, And love to lighten every care, And 
grateful memory of this, A sister's wish, a sisters prayers.... Evvie. " ( the writing 


is very small and this is possibly a letter she w.tote after Madeline's marriage and upon 
her leaving ). It does show though the same thing that Madeline had written in her 
diary describing her sister. 


The following is copied from a clipping found in the scrap book of my grandmother, 
Anna Bell Scott Coleman, it is the death of her mother, Martha Eveline Scott Scott: It 


is taken from the Baptist Record.: 

"On the evening of Sept. 9, 1913, the home of our fellow-townsman, Dr. Z.J. Scott, 
Jr. was filled with gloom and sadness when his aged mother, Mrs M.E. Scott was 
suddenly called from earth to heaven. Mrs.Scott was a devoted and faithful member of 
the Baptist Church and the Winona Baptist Sunday SChool. Her life shone with purity and 
benevolence., patience and humility, and her strongest desire was to walk daily in the 
footsteps of our Savior. Whereas, in the providence of God He saw proper to take her 
from our midst our friend, sister and Sunday School classmate, who was an inspiration 
to the class with her gentle smile and Christian example; therefore be it resolved, 
first that we fully realize the church and Sunday School have suffered a great loss. 
Second, that she was one of our best and most influential members. Third, That we bow 
in humble submission to the will of the Great Head of the church and pray God's blessings 
upon her loved ones and the Sunday School class bereft of her presence. Fourth, 

That a copy be spread on the minutes of the Winona Baptist Sunday School and a copy be 
Furnished the Baptist Record." 

There is a plot in the New Zion Cemetery that is enclosed in a concrete boundary 
which contains a good many of the family of Z.J. and M.E. Scott. There is a very tall 
tombstone on which the front reads SCOTT, on the north side it reads as follows: 

"Dr. Z.J. Scott born March 30, 1829 died Dec. 15, 1903. The inscription under it 
reads " I have found the shore of everlasting rest. The south side of the stone reads 
as follows: Martha Evaline Scott, wife of Dr. Z.J. Scott born Feb. 19, 1852 died 
Sept. 9, 1913. The inscription under it reads " Resting in hope of gracious 
ressurrection." There is also in the same cemetery’ under a big tree two graves of 

two of Martha Eveline's sisters, Helen and Maddeline and one nephewof hers. 


There is a picture of Dr. Z.J. Scott Sr. and one of Martha Evaline Scott Scott 
in the album of Ruth Ashley McDonald and a copy of them in the album of Dorothy 
Anne Coleman Brewer. These have been copied and a negative is on file in Jackson at 
Southern States Images if any one is interested in having a copy made of these pictures. 


SHe has on a broach which is a picture of her husband, Dr. Z.J. Scott Sr. 
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I asked my father, Sherwood E. Coleman who is 91 if he could remember his 
grandparents, Dr. Z.J. Scott and Martha Eveline Scott. He said that really the only 
thing he could remember. about his grandfather was that he would sit in his lap and he 
would read to him and let him stroke his long white beard. He said he remember. very 
little about his grandmother because she didn't have much to do with the children 

when they would go over to New Zion prior to the death of his grandfather. They would 
usually go over on Saturday and return the same day so they didn't stay long. When 

he was born they were both in their later years. He said that after his grandfather died 
she closed up the house and went to live with her son, Uncle Jimmy, which would have 
been Z.J. Scott Jr. 

The New Zion Cemetery that they are buried in is about 8 to 10 miles from the stop 
light on old highway 51 in Crystal Springs and the old home place is about three miles 
further on the same road. This is the directions to get there when coming from 
Jackson. Take Hy 55 south to the Ist Crystal Springs Exit which is Hwy 27, turn left 
on 2/ go to four way stop at old highway 51 turn right go to first stop light and turn 
right on Georgetown street go to fork in road take a left ( Old Crystal Springs 
cemetery is to the right ) at the next fork keep right and you will see New Zion 
Church on right and the cemetery on a hill on the left. It has a cyclone fence 
around it and is pretty well kept. The old home place is also on the left but 
it is not owned by any of the family any more and has a gate out ® the road that 
happened to be open when Estelle Scott showed it to me. Daddy had told me it was in 
that area but we missed it the first time that I took him back there. 

On page 19 of Scotts - The early years I mentioned the war record or Dr. Z.J. 
Scott SR. Taken from Military HIstory of Mississippi and received from Will Lloyd 
of Cody Wyoming. I failed to mention that in a hand written book in Claiborne County 
Chancery Clerk's Office in Port Gibson, titled " Confederate Soldiers 1861-1865, 
Claiborne County, Ms. Rifles An, Va.", there is a page of other Claiborne Country boys 
who served and on this one is a listing for both Dr. Z.J. Scott listed as surgeon and 
his cousin Dr. Dudley W. Jones both being listed as Thirty sixth Mississippi Army of 
Miss. and Tenn.. Dr. Z.J. SGott served at the seige of Vicksburg and tales were told 
of them being in caves, which they used as hospitals and also of eating rats to survive. 
Dr. Z.J. Scott enjoyed the reputation of being a painstaking and successful physician 
as well as a planter. 

Z.J. Scott owned quite a bit of land during his life time. He sold his property 
in Madison county in 1852 , In Copiah County in 1858 on page 192 Book B land was 
deeded to Z.J. Scott as a gift by Ender Blunt. As we rode down the road toward his old 
home, Estelle Scott and Dorris Green Pritchard both were pointing areas of land where 


the different boys (Scott children of Z.J. and M.E.) had built their homes. None were 
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ZACHARIAH JAMES SCOTT SR. and MARTHA EVALINE SCOTT SCOTT had thirtec:. children. They

Wallace was a very successful farmer and businessman. At one time he owned quite 
a bit of property because in 1989, his daughter Estelle showed us around Crystal 
Springs and where his farms and business were. Most of it is now residential area. 
I believe that she said that the old home is still standing and occupied by another 
daughter Lynn, (but IT am not sure about this). All of his family was well educated 
also and brought up in the Baptist religion. 


Mamie, his wife was the daughter of Walter C. Green and his first wife) Walter 
married a sister of Wallace's father making her his aunt and also his grandmother. This 
made their children be double cousins. (more on this later.)

Miss Scott's other sister, Lynn LeBeau 
of Crystal Springs, said they had just tak- 
en a trip to the Gulf Coast together in May. 
“We had a wonderful time,”’ she said.

One year we would go to 
New Orleans and one year to Bellingrath 
Gardens in Mobile. She was very, very 
nice.” 

LeBeau said Miss Scott was an axcel- 
lent bridge player. ‘Too dam good some- 
times,” she said. “We had a little club, 
and we'll miss her in that, too.” 

LeBeau and Miss Scott both lived 
alone in Crystal Springs, and LeBeau 
went to see her older sister every moming 
at 9 a.m., to check on her and exchange 
news. “I'm going to miss my sister be- 
cause she was my comfort since my hus- 
band died in 1987," she said. ‘She was a 
wondertul lady. She was a really dedicat- 
ed educator. She was interested in any- 
thing going on in Mississippi in educa- 
tion.” 

Jordan said Miss Scott always loved to 
teach and always taught standing up be- 
cause she didn’t believe in sitting down on 
the job.

The first is a letter written to Lucile from her brother Ernest and his wife Bess. 


"March 1, 1969, Saturday Dear Lucile, This will be just a note to let you 
know I am still living and that I remember you still in (appears to be * Ipsilants*) 
"In the backroads of my memories you are gentle on my mind."-- Did I write you that not 


so very long ago I went out from Crystal Springs, Miss. to where we once lived.-- 

Or do you remember it. Maybe you are not old enough yet that your mind often turns 
back to your childhood days. I am old enough for my mind to do that very thing. You 
remember the Mountain ( Wecalled it a Mountain) in sight of our home on the old Cooper 
Place. We heard that someone had bought the Mountain and surroundiny. foot hills, and 
was goiny to build a auto road circling around the mountain 2 or 3 timas to the top. 
And on top a club house was going to be built. Someone suggested it might be the 
headquarters for a nudist colony. A home or a club house had been built about where 
the old negro's hut once stood. The old negro who made baskets and sold them only — 
when he got hungry. It was hard to tell who was going to starve to death first-- The 
old fellow or the bunch of hound dogs he kept around him. Papa use to say he 

didn't mind the old negro stealing corn and potatoes ect. out of his ‘ield for his (the 
negros) own use. But he (Papa) hated to work hard to feed a pack of worthless dogs. 
Anyway a nice looking house stands there now. The old dirt road that circled around 
the mountain looked just like it did about 75 years ago. You remembe> we use to walk 
or run part of the way to school on this road. We had stopped the cc. there to look 
around a little. JI was looking along the edge of the road and saw some tracks 

(foot tracks). I wondered who made them. Didn't look like the road had been worked 

in nearly a hundred years. I couldn't be sure -- but it looked like I could have made 
them or Willie. The tracks also made me think of you. Whoever made them was in a 
hurry. If it was raining you remember how we would run that mile and a half. In those 
days | wasn't so bright- thought if I ran fast enought I could run ovt from under the 
rain drops.-- You don't remember Clem and Adlaid Roberson. We called her Aunt 

Adlaid. I was almost half grown before I knew she was not my blood aunt. When Mama 
went off Adlaid sayed with us. Set around the fire just like the rest of us.-- 

Wore as good clothes as Mama. Clem farmed Papa's land and paid $25.00 a year rent, 

for the 40 acres of land they lived on. Papa made Clem a proposition--"IfF you will pay 
me $35.00 a year for 6 years , I will give you a clear deed to the 40 acres you are 
living on." Clem was making plenty to pay the $35.00 a year. So he ayreed to it 

and paid the first year. The next year Clem said," Mr. Scott, I am 3 st going to pay 
the rent. When I own my own place nobody will get me a Doctor, No body will buy my 
medicine, I won't have anybody to go to if I want to borrow Five Dollars. I just want 
to live on your place the balance of my life. If my house needs covering, you will 
cover it. If I get sick or hurt the Doctor will be right there." Sc when Papa sold 
the place Clem didn't live very long. Do you remember Charlie General who 
rented land from Papa on the Cooper Place?-- He was not a preacher-- just an (appears to be 
* exhauter *. He came to papa about time cotton was just starting to open. He said, 
"Mp. Seott, I want to borrow $10.00.", Papa said, “Alright Charlie, you can. have it, 
But be as economical as you can. You are making a good cotton crop. You will have 
plenty of corn, pototoes, syrup, two good milk cows, several hogs to kill and plenty of 
chickens. You will be able to pay me all you owe and have a good many dollars left over." 
Charlie says,"Mr. Scott make that $15.00 please. I don't want to pay you all I owe you. 
I want to owe you plenty. If I get even with you--you might make me leave. I don't 
ever want to leave you. I know of lots of negros that want to live here in my place. 
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Colored people in those days, never wanted to raise any crop except cotton. If they 
lived on Papa's place they had to plant lots of corn, potatoes etc, and keep one or 

more milk cows and some pigs and chickens. They would have something to live on during 
the winter months. The negros on Papa's place lived as well as we did, and dressed 

as warmly. If he hired one he paid the full price or better--as prices went in 

those days.----- As we traveled on west from our old home and came to the rise in the 
road justpast Miller Springs Church (colored) we stopped and a clear view of our old 
place. Couldn't see the back end part of which was across Alford's Creek and White 

Oak Creek. No crop being made on place - just pasture and cows grazing. 1! wanted to see 
someone to ask questions. We went on down as far as the Dan Green Place. We passed a 
few cars. Saw no one except one man on a horse rideing across a pasture. Some houses 
but no one seemed to be at home. Really a deserted looking country except for some 
stock grazing. As I looked out over our old home and farm. My eyes got misty as 
pleasant memories flooded my soul. I am sure we had some unpleasant times in those 
days. Somehow 1 don't remember the unpleasant ones.-- Like the white sand and sandbars 
in White Oak Creek.--I have been in a good many places in my life.--hut no sand as 

white and dazling as that. There were some dark muddy banks and places in that old 
creek. I can imagine-- but if there was I just remember the white. ----- Bess and I and 
I are holding things down here. Last Sunday Jim and Velma went by plane to St. Louis, MQ. 
Back here Wed. night. Friday morning they left by plane for Jackson, Miss.--where they 
take part in the cermonies of greeting Dr. Hudgins the Exc. Sec. of Miss. Baptist 
Convention. Jimmie the main speaker. A banquet last night at North Gate Restaurant-- 
full dress. Velma made own evening gown and wrap. Velma can make and does some of her 
own suits. Inherits that from her mother I guess. Today J. & V. are in Atlanta and also 
tomorrow (Sunday) will be home Sunday night or Monday. Bess and I plan to go to Ediths 
next week. Spring holiday there and Edith has to go to Jackson. M.E.AsWe will keep 

Neal while she is gone to Jackson. Pretty soon after we get back frem Columbus J. & V 
go to FLorida. Jimmie to hold an 8 meeting at Miami. Velma to spend most of her time 
with friends who once lived here. They will be gone about ten days. I am glad to say 
all snow is gone and I don't think we will have any more.--I hope not anyway.--As 
compared with last winter we have very little snow. Just one big snow -- 14 inches 

out here on the lake. Temperatures not below 5 degrees at anytime -- just about a 
record, they say. We still are planning to go to Tylertown in June. Homer seems to be 
getting along fine a letter from Willie. He wrote a very cheerful o.2. They still 
haven't cured those lesions on his neck. My eye has gone a "Glimmering" so I'll quit. 
Just needs a rest for 30 minutes or an hour. Love. Bro. & Bess 


The following letter was written by Lucile Scott Turner to her daughter Marie in 1969. 
It was sent by Marie Turner Doyle with a note which reads:" Dorothy, !'ve copied the 
section in which Mother quoted Uncle Homer--She had mixed it up a litt!te in typing, but 
not bad for 81." 

"Monday morning, August 6, 1969, Dear Children: Yes, just 81 years ago this 
morning | came into this old world and I remember how nice it was sire there were 
no wars , no high prices and no nothing but just another ugly little ced tad! A lot of 
hair on my head and evidently it must have been about daylight since Mamma and Papa 
named me Lucile which means "born at day light." What a world and what changes 
have taken place! The unbelievable prices of things were brought more forcefully on 
my thinking after looking thru that Sears Catalog of 1897 you two sent me and which 
came this past Friday. We were talking about what this new unit to Gilbert would cost 
Finished and furnished yesterday at the dinner table and I told Mr. Collins he 
should buy his furnishing from a new catalog I had. Later I took it io him already 
opened to what I wanted him to see. He said " I bet that thing goes back to about 1900, 
and after showing him some ladies shoes he said-I know it must, and then | showed him the 
front cover. Do you know I looked at that book for an hour and got such a big kick 
out of so many things that were still in style when I was big enough to wear them and 
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and how well | remember the "drawers" we wore then.---- I'll just have to copy a 
part of Uncle Homer's last letter that came two days before I heard about Uncle Willie's 
death tho." 

(Quote of Homer's) " Just a comment about what you said about that skirt when you 
sat down, crawling up on your knees, and that you did not like it. Let me tell 
you a thing that happened at church last Sunday. I was on a bench alone sitting on 
the south end of the bench next to the south window of the church, about where I 
always sit, and as people came in down the aisle, |! looked up and there came in on 
iy seat a very beautiful lady, then her boy about 6 or 7 and her husband. They were 
strangers to me. She cameon up and sat not too far from me. She had on a pretty short 
dress, but at first I did not notice it, but in a little while after the preacher got to 
preaching, that skirt got to climbing higher and higher and finally got one inch higher than 
her drawers lower end, or whatever she calls it. The skirt was one inch higher than her 
drawers, and there the whole thing stayed all during preaching. She had about as pretty 
legs as | ever saw, and was I supposed to look at them right there in three feet of me? I 
had to look kind of that way to see the preacher. But do you know that woman, about 40 
I guess, never one time tried to pull that skirt down! Do you suppose she wanted me to see 
what lovely and beautiful legs she had? Do women ever think about such a thing? I 
don't know what she was thinking, but I did my best to center my thoughts on the message, 
but it was a pretty thing to have happen in church right during preaching. You are the 
only person | have mentioned this to ( and don't guess I would have told vou had you not 
mentioned about your skirt crawling) so don't mention it to anyone as they would Likely 
think a man 84 years old even noticed such a thing. You know someone asked Uncle Walter 
Seott when he was about 89 or 90, I am not sure,How old a man had to be before a 
beautaful woman stopped looking good to him. His reply was "Just as lor: as he could chew 
clabber". "(Note for you non country folks- Clabber was what was left after the cream had 
been taken off the milk to make butter. It was drank or eaten with the whey or placed in 
a sack and drained to make cottage cheese.- Very soft- no problem for any one to eat.)db. 

From these letters, it appears that the children of Edward Alexander Scott and Lula 
Augusta Gillis Scott had a pretty good sense of humor and grew up enjoying the simple 
things in life. 


The Following letter was received from James and Velma Sullivan, Cecember 1991. 
Velma is a granddaughter of Edward Alexander Scott and a daughter of his son, (Child # 1) 
Ernest James Scott. The letter was a copy of notes written on stationary headed 
"JAMES SCOTT-TYLERTOWN,MISS." It was telling the history of their family. As you 
will notice there are some differences in the information that I had uncovered- But I 
placing it in this book for each of you. Maybe someday someone will be able to prove 
the complete connections. My special thanks to Jim Sullivan for sending it to me 
along with his notes which I will also include. (DB). This was written to Velma. 


It starts off with a family tree chart as follows: "Velma Scott Sullivan:-Father: 
Ernest James Scott born 12-3-1880: His father: Edward Alexander Scott Jorn Nov. 2, 1855, 
died Aug. 16, 1929: His father and his mother: Zachariah James Scott. born March 30, 1829 
died Dec. 15, 1903: Martha Evaline Scott born Feb. 19, 1834 died Sept..9, 1913: Mother 
of Ernest James Scott: Lula A. Gillis born June 20, 1860 died Jan. 12, 1920: her mother, 
father and stepfather: John Gillis (dates unknown)-Stepfather, John F. Latimer born 
May 8, 1845 died March 29, 1917: Her mother: Almina A. Lewis Gillis Latimer born 
November 4, 1837 died April 18, 1916. Mother of Velma Scott Sullivan: Alice Hundley 
(no dates), her parents: Father, Edward Hundley (no dates available) , Her mother: 
Flora Moody Hundley ( no dates available). " 

Notes were written on the family tree chart as follows: " Have a plaque here 
somewhere giving date of birth, death, etc. So far can't find it. Your mother came 
from Chesapeak Bay area. Many a time I have heard Pete Moody and your grandfather, 

Ed Hundley, tell about going out from Chesapeak Bay --scooping up fresh cool oysters-- 
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eating them right there. The oysters we get here from the warm Gulf waters were not 
fit to eat, at their best, must be eaten at once when taken from the water. Sorry I 
don't have in detail more information about the place your mother came from. Grandfather 
Gillis and his two or three brothers and a good many other southern soldiers were 
making their way back home after Lee's surrender. The soldiers had nc money -practically 
no clothes, shoes etc. They were in North Carolina, living off berries. etc. 
Suddenly from up the road came a squad of drunk negro cavalrymen and white officers. 
They began firing on the defendless soldiers, of course the soldiers fled to the woods , 
everyman for himself. White officers tried to stop the firing but to no avail. The 
next day the Southern soldiers tried to regroup, many were missing and never found. 
Grandpa Gillis was one who never got home. His brothers died too. Earle Gillis and 
Nannie were son and daughter of one of the brothers.--Joe, I think. John Gillis had a 
a few slaves before the war. All left except for one family. They stayed on with 
Grandma Gillis and the three children. They might have starved if it nad not been for 
the two faithful colored man and wife. " 
"Grandma Seott was a Scott before she married Grandpa Scott. They were married 
near Hermanville, Miss. All Grandma's folks were of Methodist faith. She had several 
brothers and sisters. Grandpa Scott was a very stauch Baptist and very religious. 
GrandMa left the Methodist Church. Grandpa was a country doctor. Practiced on horse 
back or in buggy. Practiced ten miles each way from his home. Had a .:ice office from 
where he dispensed his own drugs and in which he pulled teeth, did minor operations, like 
setting bones, sewing up all kinds of wounds etc. But one thing he never forgot - 
Bible Reading and Prayer before bedtime. He might be out on calls to sick people - 
but you would know he would be in before bed time for Bible Reading and Prayer. Then 
out he would go - many times not getting back in before two or three c'clock a.m,-- 
If any of the family should go to bed before he got in for the nightly service-- well, 
you just had to get up. I remember it all too well. I lived in the house as a little 
kid. I can remember how long Grandpa's prayers were. At least as a small kid they 
were awfully long. And another thing, he practically never missed church.-- Though he 
might have to visit patients all night long to make up for it. He was, a stickler for 
running a church like you were supposed to run one, according to the rules laid down 
in the book. I can in my mind, see him with his long Flowing white beard, making a 
speech on how a Baptist Church should be run. He was well educated ,as education went 
in those days. Thanks went to his half-brother near Flora, Miss. for his education. 
"Grandpa Scott came to Mississippi at the age of about four years. His father 
and mother ( his father's 2nd wife) both died in Virginia leaving him with no one 
to care for him except a half-brother near Flora. Many emigrants at that time were 
leaving Virginia and that area going to Texas. So friends put the lac with an emigrant 
train (wagon) going to Texas--passing the Cumberland Gap on down to the beginning of 
the Natchez Trace - then on to Natchez. They delivered "Little Zach Scott" to his 
brother near Flora. The brother was a slave owner and raised practice: ly nothing but 
cotton on the rich Big Black River bottom. He sent Grandpa north for an education. 
Graduating from Louisville Medical School at Louisville, Kentucky. The nearest medical 
school in those days. He came back to Mississippi to practice medicine at Hermanville, 
which at that time was the center of culture as well as population. In a short time the 
War Between The States broke and Grandpa Scott went with the Southern Army as a Doctor. 
I can remember hearing him say he was in the seige of Vicksburg--after the surrender of 
Vicksburg, in someway he got with Lee's Army in Virginia. He did not yo north with the 
army which led to the Battle of Gettysburg. He stayed in "so called" tospital back 
in the area of the Blue Ridge Mountains, where he was at the surrender and for sometime 
after that, before he was able to get home. Uncle Walter, Papa and Aunt Anna (F.M. 
Coleman's mother ) were born at Hermanville. When Grandpa got out of the Army he 
took his family twelve miles west of Crystal Springs, where he homesteaded wnat land he 
could and bought some. Total acreage to the amount of five or six hundred acres. He

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and Grandma raised twelve children to adult age. To these children, seventy-five 
grand children were born. I was or rather am the oldest - a great many of those grand 
children are now dead, March 15, 1967." 

"What became of Grandpa Scott's half brother, who took him in as a son and gave him 
a good education. My Daddy and I stood on the same hill, where Velma and I[ stood and 
pointed out to me the lake and the pen oaks flats where he shot ducks by the dozen. 
Shot so fast his gun barrel would get so hot it could hardly be touched. Papa would 
ride up every winter and spend a week or two with his uncle--mostly he went to hunt, 
of course that was after war about 1870 to 1878. Why I didn't find out more about my 
ancestors, I don't know. Now no one is left to find out from. One thing I remember 
Papa telling about, was the ride on horseback (probably mule) he help fight.--Miss. 
History knows it as "The Clinton Riot"-- when he and Uncle Walter got there the riot 
was over. About 1900 I rode over about the same roads from twleve miles west of Crystal 
Springs to Clinton, only I didn't carry a shot gun loaded with buckshot. I carried no 
fire arms of any kind. If I had used my head I could have found out more about Velma's 
ancestors. | guess I was too busy trying to make a living and I didn't get interested 
enough until too late. Mr. Pete Moody, who was Marshal or Mayor of Crystal Springs for 
thirty two years, and as I remember it was never defeated in an election, came from 
Virginia to Crystal Springs as a young man. He married a Miss Dodds frum Hazlehurst 
(Aunt Leila's mother). Velma's grandfather and mother and family moved to Crystal 
Springs sometimes later than Mr. Pete did. Just the year that was I don't know. I am 


very sorry -- I don't know any of the dates. I could easily have found out all about 
the family. He and I were very close friends. Dodds Moody ( Mr. Pete’s son) and | were 
very close friends.--about the closest friends I ever had -- he and Jess Baily. I 


remember this, Mr. Hundley, Velma's grandfather, had an uncle who was a senator or 
congressman from Virginia. As I have told Velma before, her grandfather, Ed Hundley was 
one of the best Christian men 1 ever knew. He never spoke evil of any one, a most 
Faithful member of the church, a Sunday School teacher of young boys for many years and 
as long as he was able to go.-- I will add this for the record as I said somewhere, 
Grandpa and Grandma Scott had 12 children that reached the adult age.-- boys and 3 
girls. Three of these children produced 39 while the other 6 produced the balance of 
the seventy-five grandchildren.-- Some one else could have told more than I have and 
with less words." 

"I']] never forget the debate between Old Man J.R. Taylor and Grandpa Scott. Grandpa 
contended with the same preparation, God could save people and revive members with a 
revival beginning on 1st Sunday in August as any other Sunday. Mr. Taylor said "Not So" 
So New Zion Church for 30 years, had always had their revival beginniry 2nd Sunday in 
August. He doubted very much ,if the revival was being held, except it began on 2nd 
Sunday- The Lord would never know the revival was being held. The church voted with 
Mr. Taylor, so they got a preacher who could come on 2nd Sunday. (Tell Beth I think 
this Mr. Taylor is not a great Uncle of Bob's.) Love, Papa."

Anna was a very sentimental person as was reflected by the clippings that were found 
in her scrap book. She had clippings on members of her family, poems, household 
hints, a long poem intitled " The Epedimic of 1878" and a thesis entitled " The 
Women of the 1860's", also an article entitled" HOW TO COOK A HUSBAND" which showed 
that she also had a sense of humor. 


Anna married Francis Marion Coleman Sr. called F.M. or Sugg by friends. He was the Ciemng 


son of Henry Coleman and Eliza Rachel Weems Coleman _ , the grand son of William 
Coleman and Mary Fulgham Coleman , also the grandson. of Hardy Weems and Rachel 
Cook Craig Weems, the great grand son of Henry Craig and Elizabeth Cook Craig and 
Henry Fulgham and Patience Sherard Fulgham , the great- great grand son of 

John Fulgham, Joel Sherard, Jesse Cook and Mrs. Rachel Adkinson Cook. 

Anna was a very small person, barely five foot tall, her husband was over six foot 
and rather thin in his younger years. Her hair was brown when she was young even 
though her Mother's was Auburn. 

The following was found in her scrap book and was a letter which she wrote to her 
future husband prior to their wedding: " June 22, 1879 - An Answer —- Before I trust 
my fate to thee, or place my hand inthine, Before I let thy future give comfort and 
form to mine, Before I peril all for thee, Question, thy soul tonight for me. I 
break all slighten bonds, nor feel a shat# of regret, Is there one link within 

the past that holds thy spirit yet? Or, is thy faith as clean and free, as that 
which I can pledge to thee? Does there, within thy dimmest dreams, a possible 
future shine, Wherein thy life should even-breathe untouched, unshared by mine? Tf 
so,at any pain or cost, Oh tell me, before all is lost. Look deeper still - if 
thou cannot feel within thy inmost soul, That thou has kept a portion back, while I 
have staked the whole: Let no false pity spare the blow, But in true mercy tell me 
so. Is there within thy heart a need, that mine cannot fulfill? One chord that any 
other hand could better wake gr still? Speak now lest at some future day my whole 
life wither and decay. Lives there within thy nature hid, the demon spirit- Change- 
Shedding a passing glory still. On all things new and strange, It may not be thy 
fault alone but my heart against thine own. Couldst thou withdraw thy hand one day 
and answer to my claim, that fate and today's mistake not thou has been to blame? 
Nor smoothe their conscience thus: but thou Oh, surely thou wilt warn one now! 

Nay, answer not; I dear not hear, the words could come too late; Yet I would 
spare thee all remorse, So comfort thee, my fate; Whatever on my heart may fall, 
Remember, I would risk it all. Forever thine, Anna. " 

The scrapbook of Anna Bell Scott Coleman was a Mark Twain Adhesive Scrap book 
published in New York and patented by Sam Clements June 24, 1873, it is in the 
possession of her grand daughter Ruth Ashley McDonald in Clinton, Ms. Page 31 of 
this scrap book has the following clippings regarding the wedding of Anna Bell 
Scott and F.M. Coleman. You will notice that he is called Frank in one of them. 

I have also found that one of his grand sons whose name was Francis was also called 
Frank, so in addition to being known as Francis, F.M. and Uncle Sugg by his neices 
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and nephews , he was called Frank. The following are the articles on her wedding: 

"The marriage bells have been softly tinkling on the White Oak for some weeks 
past: Their fond tintinalulation will swell into an outburst - gladness on or about 
the 24th. We will be there, and report for the sentinel of the county, the old 
reliable, conservative bird, the Owl, whose feathers never become ruffled through 
storms of political strife, as you were ten years ago,you are now — conservative, 
impartial, impersonal. May you ever continue so: " 

The second one is headed '" MARRIED Sept. 23, 1879 by Elder R.H. Purser, E.A. 


Scott and Miss L.A. Gillis Attendants: _ Miss Dora Johnson, and W.R.F.Greenlee: 
Miss Lizzie Gillis and W.J. Scott: Sept. 24, 1879 by ELder R.H. Purser, F.M. 
Coleman and Miss A.B. Scott: Attendants:— Miss Ida Ervin and L.M. Craig: Miss 


Lula McCalip and J.S. Stackhouse." 

The third one is headed:"The Wedding on White Oak. Editors Copiahan: Behind 
the best horse and in the finest turnout afforded by Ajax Purser, might be seen 
Wednesday afternoon, the 24th Sept. a solitary individual rapidly gliding over 
Copiah's best road, gaily huming to himself airs from the several operas of which he 
knew comparatively nothing, and which served to clear the road of obstructing 
cattle and drivers of other creeping things. It was a glorious ride through a 
glorious country. Along the whole distance freedom was given to the wings of fancy 
and in a few moments we were translated to the domains of imagination. Ah! what 
a privilege to close our musty ledger, and what a recreation to be thus enabled to 
spin along over the hills and down the valleys inhaling the pure breath of heaven. 
Fancy our feelings. Equipage after equipage debauched from branch roads into the 
main road, and long before we reached Major W.U. Cooper's the cavalcade was a 
quarter of a mile long,wending their brisk way to Dr. Z.J3. SCott’s, at whose 
residence was to be solemnized the sacred rite of matrimony. Agreeable to appointment. 
we stopped to pick up Maj. COoper, the sage of the mountain, the loftiest eminence 
in Copiah, from whose summit a vast expance of HInds and Copiah is spread out to 
the view. The legend of this mountain we promise to write up in a future article. 
It is connected with the Murrell gang, and was once an outpost of that famous coteri. 
But we are digessing. On arrival, we found the Major arrayed in his best bib and 
tucker, looking the picture of contentment, and smiling like a " basket of chips." 
Taking him up along side of us, we proceeded on our way, and after a bracing 
drive of two miles arrived at our destination. On approaching the house, we 
perceived the lights breaking twinklingly through a clump of cedars which hides it 
from the road. The nearer we. approached more audible became the merry and busy hum 
of voices, joined with peals of light hearted laughter. On the semi-circle 
cumference which the enclosure describes, innumerable vehicles were tied, and it 
was with much difficulty we found room-- After some. little devity- we entered, 
where we were most ¢’ordially and hospitably welcomed by that genteel gentleman, 

Dr. Scott. Surrounding us, we perceived the happy faces of fair women and brave men. 
and as a centre of attraction the newly married couple, Mr. and Mrs. Ed. Scott, 
whose marriage was celebrated the eva@ing previous, and whose reception this was. 

And while enjoying the bright scene around us, we could not refrain from giving away 
to that delightful nervousness which comes in expectation of a joyous event. 

After the usual preparations on such occasions, Mr. Frank M. Coleman, son of an 
honored sire, Hon. Henry Coleman, led to the center of the room, Miss Annie Scott, 
the accomplished and graceful daughter of our distinguished citizen, Dr. Z.J. Scott. 
The array of the bridal party was exceedingly tasty and elegant, and supervised by 
that distinguished modiste, Mrs. Williams. The cermony was performed by the kev. 
Robert Purser, whose remarks after the cermony was full of pith and good cheer to 
the happy couple. After many and hearty congratulations, to the young and happy 
pair, they led the way to the dining room, where a collection of the finest edibles 
was spread to tempt and whet the appetite. On the right, as you entered the room, 
was a magnificent table spread in honor of Mr. and Mrs. Ed Scott on the left, was 
another in honor of the bride and groom, richly and profusely ladened with savory 
viands of all kinds. We have discussed many spreads, but we do not remember 
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one more superb and elegant. After a night spent in amusing and entataining parlor 
plays, the company about 4 o'clock ,parted to meet at Col. Coleman's where the day 
was spent in partaking of his well-known hospitality. A splendid dinner, one of 
rare preparation, both on account of the excellence in quality of viands, and 
their great prodigality, made this feast one to be remembered by all who enjoyed 
the privilege to discuss it under the kindly beaming eye of the Nester of those parts. 
Col. We are due Mrs. Coleman many thanks for her warm welcome. Alya" 

You will notice that the above article said Anniebut we do know that she was 
named Anna for her grandmother - the mother of Dr. Z.J. Scott- and Bell for the 
maiden name of her Grandmother and the middle name of her grandfather on her 
mother's (Martha Evaline) side —- Isabella Bell and Robert Bell Scott 

The following are things that have been told me by my parents— Sherwood Coleman 
and Mattie Mai Broome Coleman and by some of the other grand children about Anna Bell 
Scott Coleman and also about her husband Francis Marion Coleman Sr. I do not remember 
much about them since I was very young when they died: "Mama was easy going up to a 
point- said Sherwood. Papa would tell one of the children to do something then he 
would leave the house . She would wait a few minutes and say " you had better do 
what your papa said", Daddy said the tone of her voice meant " you had better do it 
right now". One grand daughter said that she remembers Grandpa being ruler of the 
house and what ever he said went- She remembers Grandmother as having a sweet even 
disposition but another grand daughter said that she was sweet,IF YOU WERE A FAVORITE 
OF HERS; It sounds to me like she might have the same type of temperment that was 
described of her mother and her brother Percy as being thought to be cool and 
aloof to some people, maybe a very mild and meek person unless she was really well 
known. My mother said that one day after she and Sherwood first got married, 
while they were living with Grandmother and Grandfather Coleman at White Oak, Daddy 
had gone Fox hunting with his dogs and as a new bride whe was complaining about it. 
She said Grandmother Coleman ( Anna Bell) said " Come on, Mattie Mai"and took her 
back into her bedroom and into the little dressing room where she kept her scrap- 
book and set her down. She said," All men have to have something to keep them occupied, 
Some chase women, Some drink to excess, Some gamble, Some hunt and Some do it all. 
Just thank the Good Lord that Sherwood only hunts." She said that Anna Bell was 
always saying things to make you think, was a very good cooks very faithful to her 
church, After the death of her husband she moved into the house with Sherwood and 
Mattie Mai and their daughter Helen but after Dorothy was born she went to Clinton 
to live with her daughter Lydia and her husband Tom and daughters Ruth and Jackie. 

Another tale about Grandpa and Grand ma told by Sherwood was the following: 
"They built their home after their marriage on land that was part of the old 
Henry Coleman family place. They lived there and raised their children ( nine). 
The house had high steps and a big porch on it. IT was a one story home with 
extra wings added on as the family grew. There was a spring near by over which a 
little house was built , called the spring house. This was used to keep the 
milk and other things cool by letting the water run through the house. They raised 
all of their food and there was always plenty for any one who stopped by. Mother 
said that every summer they grew a lot of watermelons , when they cut them one was 
cut for Grandpa only because he only ate the heart (the part with no seeds) and 
threw the rest away. Grandpa rode horseback nearly every where he went. He over 
saw the farming of a large farm in Copiah County. Lottie who has been cooking for 
the family of one of the sons of F.M. and Anna Bell - Earle Coleman— when asked 
about the family said that Miss Anna talked real fast and when she got excited she 
sorta chopped off the words. She said that at one time when she was staying there 
when Earle Jr. was sick she was doing the cooking. Miss Anna wanted biscuits and 
cornbread made for both breakfast and dinner (lunch) because it would stick to the 
ribs of the farm hands and they wouldn't give out. She said that she also didn't 
like the fact that Lottie would get in there right after breakfast and cook the dinner 
fast and put it in the warming oven on the wood stove instead of cooking it. slow all 
morning. Lottie said she wanted to get out of the kitchen before it got too hot. 
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She said Miss Anna would come in and start talking real fast about why things weren't 
done the way she usually did them and her daughter, Evvie, would say'"'Mama, come 

on out of the kitchen and let Lottie cook, she has been cooking for Earle and Willie 
and their farm hands and knows how." 

As I stated before Anna Bell was barely five foot tall and had brown hair, her 
eyes were blue- green, Francis M. Coleman was six foot one inches tall and weighed 
around 180 lbs. He had dark brown hair and hazel eyes. There was a period of several 
years that Anna Bell was sick and weak off and on. A note was found in her scrapbook 
dated Feb. 4, 1921 to one of her children (which one is unknown) "I'm glad to be 
able to sit up a little while so I can write to you this my 63rd birthday. Had a 
pretty tough time, for a few hours but thank to a merciful Father, loving ones, good 
Doctor and a strong constitution I pulled through all right. My girls are all 
any one could want as nurses. Hope there will not be a repetitution of the trouble. 
Your loving Mamma." 

In 1929 there was a celebration of their Golden Wedding held at the old 
F.M. and Anna Bell Scott Coleman home place between Utica and Carpenter, Ms. called 
White Oak Community. It was quite a day. ' Family and friends came from far and 
wide for dinner that was spread on tables under the big trees and there were freezers 
of homemade hand cranked ice cream. From the pictures taken there were: thirty-two 
immediate family members and over two hundred friends and relatives in attendance. 

F.M. Coleman was on the board of the Mitchell Ridge School that his children 
attended and as you will see under each of the children was instrumental in their 
education. He was a deacon in the White Oak Baptist church. In a note that was 
received from a boy who was raised near the Coleman's, Henry Jacob stated the 
following" After the death of my father your grand-parents, F.M. and Anna Coleman 
were like a second set of parents to me and my family. They kept us in food and 
other things that we needed and I can still remember your Grandmother leading the 
singing in her sweet tender voice at the White Oak Baptist Church." 

The following is the obituary from the Baptist Record Oct. 18, 1934: 
"FRANCIS MARION COLEMAN, SR. " At the age of 78, more than 60 of which he lived as 
a faithful serving Christian, this devoted husband, ambitious father, true friend, 
loyal citizen and dependable deacon, went to his reward. On Sept. 24th , 1879 , he 
was married to Miss Anna Bell Scott of the New Zion community. Two years later 
they moved into the house he had built. There they lived and loved and made a 
home. His was a real home, Nine children grew up there and all ( save Walter, 
who died soon after his marriage) have gone out, bearing the impress of this home, to 
places of honor and service. Here was a prophet's chamber and here a prophet's 
welcome. This home radiated cheer, comfort and help to white and black of the 
neighborhood. He had a mind for progress and he was ready to help others get on. 
As deacon of White Oak Church ( Copiah County) he gave his time, his service, his 
money and his love freely and joyously for the advancement of the Master's 
cause. He was an Epahroditus to every pastor he had. God be praised for such a 
man and such a home. May sustaining grace abound unto to her who, as his devoted 
companion, meant so much to his life. May his rugged honesty, geniune sympathy 
and Christian integrity be emulated by his worthy children and by those who 
rejoiced in his friendship. Bryan Simmons." 

The following is the obituary from a paper on Anna Bell Scott Coleman: 

"Mrs. F.M. Coleman died in Clinton: Mother of Former County Superintendent to be 

buried near Utica---- Mrs. F.M. Coleman , Sr. 79, mother of former County Superinten- 
dent of Education, F.M. Coleman Jr. . died late yesterday evening at the home of her 
daughter, Mrs. J.T. Ashley, of Clinton. Mrs.Coleman formerly Anna Bell scott, 

was the daughter of the late Dr. Z.J. Scott,of Crystal Springs,one time surgeon in 

the Confederate Army. Mrs, Coleman had resided with her daughter at Clinton for 

the past year. Prior to that time she had madeher home with S.E. Coleman at Utica, 
near the old home at the New Zion Church (note this should have been White Oak Church)) 
Her husband preceded her in death three years ago. She was a devout and active worker 
in the Baptist Curch and had during her active life time had taken a keen interest 
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in the affairs of her community. Mrs. Coleman has a devoted mother and wife and had 
always endeavored to provide for her children the best educational and social 
advantages. She was the member .of a distinguished Mississippi family of prominence 
and handed down that fine traition to the splendid family surviving her. Surviving 
are the following children: Mrs. H.-L. Carter, Jackson: H.J. Coleman, Cushing? Okla. 
Earl Coleman: Carpenter: F.M. Coleman, Jackson: Mrs. J.T. Ashley, Clinton:

White Oak Baptist church, near the old home at Utica, this afternoon at 3 o'clcok.

She attended Hillman College in Clinton, Ms. which was the women's part of what is 


now Mississippi College. She was a school teacher. She taught in the Mitchell 
Ridge school, which was a one room school house. The following is from an article 


found in the scrap book of her mother: " A model young lady, one full of ambition is 
MIss Evvie Coleman, of White Oak neighborhood. Becoming tired of the poor schools 
accessible to their home, she concluded she would make a bold venture and go to 
Clinton and educate her brothers. Forthwith she rented a house in Clinton, sent 

one brother to drive a cow and the other a wagon of household goods, and she, with 
three of her neighbor's boys went on the train, these young men will board with her. 
Miss Evvie is certainly a deserving young lady and a character worthy of imitation. 
We wish her efforts crowned with success." Note: Grandpa Coleman rerted a house 

in Clinton , it was a comfortable white frame house on the corner of Fast and Fast 
Main streets with a lovely oval glass insert in the front door. It later became the 
parsonage for the First Baptist Church for a number of years. The property is now 
part of the parking lot of the Baptist church. Sherwood remembers driving with an 
old colored man ( Old Hat) to Clinton to take a buggy full of supplies to Clinton 
every month. This was food supplies and he said they would go up one day and come 
back the next day. He remembers the road between Raymond and Clinton as being 
really sandy and them having a time getting through there when the weather was bad. 
We never drive between Clinton @& Raymond that he doesn't talk about it in and 

around the Baker's Creek area. Henry, Walter, Earle and F.M. all went to live in 
Clinton to get an education. Walter only stayed at the school until he broke his 
arm and had to go home. He never went back to College, after that. 


Evvie had AUBURN hair like her Grandmother and namesake Evvie, she married late in 

life a relative of her sister -in -law Emma Carter Coleman. Evvie had taught school 
in Utica and was teaching in Jackson when she married; She started having problems 
with cancer and died of stomach cancer when she was 59 years old. My mother talked of 
her wanting a baked sweet potato’ but the doctors said it would probably kill her and 
that she didn't need it but she baked one and took it to her at the hospital and she 
ate it and enjoyed it. This was about a week before she died. She was sick a good 


while and suffered a good bit.

Walter attended Mitchell Ridge School and Mississippi College in Clinton. He broke 
his arm his junior year and returned to White Oak Community to farm. He and 
Georgia built a home across the road from his parents on his part of the Coleman 
place. He was always called BROTHER by the rest of his brothers and sisters just 
as his sister Evvie had been called SISTER by her brothers and sisters. 
The following is the obituary about his death that was found on a clipping in the 
scrap book of his mother-— Anna Bell Scott Coleman: 
"A Beautiful Home Going. Leaves have their time to fall, And flowers to 

wither at the north wind's breath; And stars to set —- but all, Thou hast all 
seasons for thine 0 Death, Many people from miles around were made to realize that 
"God Works in a mysterious way," when , like a clap of thunder from a cloudless sky 
the sad news spread that brother Walter S. Coleman of White Oak Church ( Carpenter, 
Miss.) had been kicked by a horse and fatally wounded. At first he thought little 
of his wounds, but soon the clutches of death began to grip him. His physician 
came and told him that his condition was critical, and a little later that he must 
die. For little less than twenty four hours he faced death with the fortitude 
of a good soldier who had," Finished his course". He called his loved ones to 
his bed and bade them good bye and. then the lastdeed he did before going on the 
operating table, where he died was to plead with a friend to accept Jesus. Note 
( He had been kicked in the stomach) His loved ones have lost the earthly staff 
upon which they leaned, his pastor has lost a true brother and companion and a 
consecrated colaborer.. His Master has made vacant a place in his vineyard that 
few can fill. May the good shepherd of all generations give strength and comfort 
to his saddened loved. ones in this hour of great loss and sorrow. H.H. Hargrove" 

After his death his widow stayed at the home and raised her four children and 
farmed the land. She had the help of her brother Hugh Templeton and also of her 
brother Lex Templeton. Some how she managed to get all of the children an education 
and raised them to be fine upstanding citizens. Aunt Georgia, as I called her was a 
very sweet woman but did not stand for any foolishness. She was an excellant cook 
and always made the best chicken pies and lemon jelly cakes. The following is an 
excerpt from a letter in 1961 from her brother-in-law Henry Coleman:"Georgia is the 
only one of us that has lost a companion. The olést was 12 when Walter passed out’ of 
the picture.Now those of you who know these four youngesters will verify the fact that 
each of them would be a distinct credit to any home. She brought them up in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lor’d . She has been through’: the years an exceptional 
mother and sister in law.’ When Walter built the house he set out some oak trees that 
today would grace any home both as to beauty and shade, and when you pass under their 
widespread branches you immediately felt that you are on most friendly surroundings.

Henry attended Mitchell Ridge School near the old home place between Carpenter 

and Utica. He was a member of the White Oak Baptist Church and Sunday school. 

He graduated from Mississippi College. After he and Rosetta married they moved to 
Oklahoma where Henry was an accountant and very active with the Baptist church and 
the schools there. They raised there children in Cushing and about every five years 
he would make a trip back to Mississippi to visit relatives. They would always 

stay with different relatives on these trips and then when he got back to Okla. 
Uncle Henry would write a long letter telling where he went, who he visited and how 
they were KIN , something about them and then he would send a copy to each family 
that he visited. Some of these old letters were found in an old box and helped 

an awful lot in the securing of information about the family. In the earlier years 
he would bring his children and Aunt Rosetta but as he grew older he would bring 
his two grand daughters on the trip to help drive. 

Uncle Henry was trying to find out about the family ancestry because he wrote back 
asking questions on the Coleman side, after getting an Old Family Bible from a 
cousin of his Myra Coleman who was the daughter of his father's brother. ( More on 
this later). On one trip here he brorrowed the Book of Minutes of the Old 

White Oak Baptist Church from Earle Coleman Sr. This book is one that I had been 
searching for thinking it was the one when the church was organized but I now have 
been given the first book by a Fulgham relative so the one that is out in Okla. 
and probably inthe attic ( according to a daughter of Henry's) is the last one. 
Uncle Henry also wanted to keep old items from the old home place. On one trip 
home he found the old iron anvil from the forge at the home of his parents ,where 
he was born, and loaded it in the trunk of the car and took it back to Okla. 

Uncle Earl use to laugh and wonder how in the world the car made it back with all 
that weight in the rear. Henry was built like his father , F.M. Coleman Sr. tall 
and rather on the slim size., I guess this came from the Coleman side since his 
father's picture ( Henry) looked about the same. 

Henry was named for his grandfather Henry and his father's youngest brother 

James ( Uncle Jimmy). Henry and Rosetta raised and educated their children in 
Okla. Rosetta had developed arthritis in 1943, then in the early fifties she 
developed high blood pressure and a severe form of Diabetes. In Dec. 1965 she 
developed hardening of the Artieries and stayed in the hospital until the middle 
of Feb. when she was transferred to a nursing home. Henry wrote that several months 
she stayed there but was unable to walk more than a few steps, they transferred 

her to a chair after which time he took her back home and out for a ride each day. 
She was happy, had a good appetite, slept. well and thought she was getting better 
then one day she couldn't use her hands. A trip to the hospital showed her blood 
sugar was very high and twenty eight days later she passed away still in the 
hospital. Uncle Henry remained at the house in which they had raised their children 
and helped their daughter Rose raise their grand children until he died in 1972. 
Even though he will never know it I do thank him for writing the letters back on 
the family which helped find the Scott bible among the relatives mentioned. The 
children of Henry Coleman and Rosetta Rowley Coleman are:

Earle attended Mitchell Ridge and Mississippi College. Willie was teaching 


at the school in Carpenter when they got married. A quote from an article on 
Carpenter says" Miss Willie Anderson came from Learned to teach school at the 

one- room school house in Carpenter. When she first moved there she roomed with 
the Lloyd family and later married Earl Coleman Sr. and moved out on the Dentville 
Road where they built their home in 1914." The letters from Henry Coleman state 

in 1953 " Earl took us around his thousand acre farm ( I should say their farm for 
Earl Jr. is a very important partner) They have about two hundred head of cattle 
that look like they have been stall fed for market. All in all, they have the 
finest - farm set up that I have ever seen. When we were boys and I helped 
cultivate a partof this farm we were glad to get an average of a bale of cotton from 
three acres, the grass was so short a cow had to almost work herself to death to 
keep from starving to death and we used twenty five horses and mules to 

cultivate with. Now anything less than a bale to the acre is a practical failure 
and all the cultivating is done with tractors. In those days also we could get all 
the help we wanted for fifty cents per day from sun up to sun down, now days 


they pay four dollars for 8 hours of work." 1961 letter " IF you want to be treated 
like royaltyand fed like a king just visit the Earl Colemans Lottie the colored 
cook has delicious meals." Note - Uncle Earle or Earle Jr. purchased the OLd 


Coleman homestead, which added to the land Uncle Earle had already bought made up 

the large farm Uncle Henry mentioned in 1953. 

Lottie that was mentioned by Uncle Henry is really by now a member of this family. 
She started to work for Miss Willie as she called her when she was only 13 years 

old. I do not know how old she is but do know that she was taking care of the baby 
Ray in 1922 which would have her working for them at least 69 years. She is not in 
very good health now but is still trying to keep the house clean and the meals 

cooked for Earle Jr. in 1991. 

Uncle Earl was a rural mail. carrier for the U.S. Post office and retired from that, 
along with his .farmng. Aunt Willie with Lottie's help kept house and canned and 
cooked and was a house wife and mother. For a number of years her aunt Mrs. Horton 
lived with them and she kept the subscription of the National Geographic for the 

use of the family. There was always a large assortment of these magazines to 

look through to keep one occupied in the big wooden swing on the front porch. There 
was also a large green bush at the corner of the back porch called a mangolia- 
for-scatter which had sweet smelling little yellow blooms in the spring that had a 
smell like bananas. All the kids that came by always picked these and put them in 

a match box or wrapped them in a handkerchief to take to school and they would smell 
for days. That and the horses to ride were something to go to Uncle Earles for.

"Earle Coleman _ CarpenterFuneral services will be conducted Saturday at 3 p.m. from 
Carpenter Baptist Church for Earle Coleman Sr. who died Thursday at a Vicksburg 
hospital at the age of 84.

F.M. attended the one- room school of Mitchell Ridge then graduated from Mississippi 
College in Clinton. He was also a graduate of the University of Chicago where he 
received his Masters degree in Education. The following article tells something of 
them it was taken from the scrap book of his mother, Anna on his marriage. 

" Coleman- Carter Wédding, One of the prettiest home weddings of the season was at 
Florence, Tuesday morning June 9th when Rev. J.R. Carter read the impressive 
ceremony that united the lives of Miss Emma Carter of that little village and Mr. 
F.M. Coleman Jr. of Utica. The union grew out of an acquaintance at school, Mr. 
Coleman being a student at Mississippi College at the same time Miss Carter was 
at Hillman College Cupid, fearing that his first arrows were only glancing shots, 
set-on foot a scheme to make things happen faster, and as a result last Saturday 
found them teaching together in the Utica High School. He did the trick up quietly 
yet effectively and their marriage was a culmination of this happy courtship. The 
marriage took place at the home of the bride near Florence and was a very quiet 
affair, only a few friends and relatives being present. The parlor was decorated 
with green ferns and wreaths, a lovely bower hanging across the room under which the 
happy couple stood. At eleven thirty, Miss Maidee Coleman- a sister of the groom 
struck the cords of Mendlesohn's wedding march. Shortly the little flower girls 
entered, stopping near the bower. Next followed Rev. J.R. Carter, uncle of the bride 
who performed the cermony. Then entered the two contracting parties, the bride 
carrying a lovely bouquet of white roses, with a few well chosen words, using the 
ring ceremony, Mr. Carter united the lives of these two young people in holy 
wedlock. The groom wore a neat black suit. The bride wore a beautiful tan 
traveling suit and never before was she so lovely and attractive as she was on this 
occasion. In one room was displayed the beautiful gifts that thoughtful friends 
had sent. Among them were quite a number of pieces of cut glass, chinaware, silverware 
and a liberal supply of linen. The bridal party left for Jackson on the noon train, 
and after a hurried lunch the bride and groom left for Meridian, en route to 
Chattanooga. After viewing the points of interest there they viewed the cities in 
the north ending their honeymoon trip in Chicago where Mr. Coleman will take a 
summer course in the University of Chicago, early in September they will return to 
Utica where they will teach together next year. This is Mr. Coleman's native 
health," having been born and reared within a few miles of Utica. In starting 
out in life he laid a broad foundation by Attending Mississippi College four years 
graduating from there in 1909. After teaching a couple: of years in South MIss. his 
thirst for knowledge still had not been quenched, so he attended the summer school 
in Chicago University three summers, taking a degree there last year., He is full 
of hustle and is unacquainted with failure. HIs career as a teacher has been 
notable successes. He makes things hum, and the good people of Utica are loath 
to give him up. An additional proof of Mr. Coleman's sound judgement is found in 
his choice of Miss Carter for his life long companion. Quiet and unassuming in her 
ways, a lovelier and more beautiful girl would be hard to find. She holds right 
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views of life and loves the simple, complete life. As has been said, she attended 
Hillman College, a number of years, finishing there in 1909. _Since then she has 
been engaged in teaching, holding some very responsible positions. She has a wide 


circle of girl friends,who continue to shower their congratulations. May their 
married life be as fresh as a morning rose in springtime and as rosy-hued as their 
romatic courtship. A Friend." 

The following is an excerpt from another clipping found in a box with the 
scrap book of Anna Bell Scott Coleman, F.M.'s mother: " F.M. Coleman, Superintendent 


of Schools of Hinds County announces close of county schools, May 10, 1935. Starting 
with 65 poorly equipped one teacher schools, F.M. Coleman the present County 
SUperintendent of Education, has led the people of Hinds County into a most remark- 
able educational growth. - To organize, house and direct a program of education 

in Hinds County requires a person of unusual training and experience. F.M. has 
measured up to the demands of the situation and has led along progressive and con- 
structive lines. Just arriving at his 47th birthday he is now in his prime as an 
educator. -- The county school system has been adjusted to nine months of school 

with a living wage for teachers.-- Harmony and enthusiastic accord have characterized 
F.M. Coleman's entire administration. ." 

A Golden wedding celebration was held in the Van Winkle Baptist Church in 
Jackson for F.M. and Emma by their children. This church was always their church 
after they bought the 100 acre farm off of Robinson Road. The church was built on 
property which they donated and was part of the farm. The following is an excerpt 
from the program concerning their life:" Important Events of Great Significance: 
August — F.M. Coleman becomes Superintent of Education for HInds County,he had been 
principal of Utica School" September_ Mr. & MRs Coleman buy and move to the T.K. 
Currie farm located three or four miles beyond the end of RObinson Street. This 
farm may become valuable real estate if Jackson grows in the direction: "Her 
children rise up and call her blessed", can truly be said of you Mother, and Daddy 
you did not leave the four boys for Mother to bring up alone, you encouraged them to 
work and set them an example by working on the farm yourself when ever you could 
spare the time from your office. - When our nation became involved in World War II 
you saw that the housing shortage at Camp Shelby ( in Hattiesburg) was acute. You 
leased land there and built apartment buildings, a service station, cafe and other 
facilities--- Since then you have looked after your farm and developed your sub- 
division on what was once the farm land —---- Through the fifty years as we 
look back Mother and Dad you like many other couples have suffered through two 
great wars and a severe depression. YOu have faced many emergencies and serious 
problems but through it all you have showed great fortitude and courage. Your home 
is an example of what a Christian home should be. You are good citizens, to your 
Lord through his church you have given of your time, your talents and your money. 

Another clipping in the scrap book from some time while he was still superintendent 
of Education read", Home of F.M. Coleman razed by $ 7,500 Blaze.The home was totally 
destroyed Saturday just after dark. Miss Evvie Coleman, sister of F.M. and Mrs. 
Coleman and the two smallest boys ( the youngest was only three) were at home.( By 
this it would have been around 1930 when the house burned.) Only a few clothes were 
saved.-— The house was insured." 

The following is taken from a letter in 1953 written by a brother of F.M., 

( Henry) " Emma's father, Mr. Carter entered into the conversation at dinner and 
even though he is very feeble and nearly ninety his mind was clear as a bell. F.M. 
took me over his place and the thing that impressed me was that most of his farm was 
entirely surrounded by improved additions. He and Emma have worked hard and still 
are but if fortune smileson them a few more years they will certainly be on easy 
street." A 1961 letter from him states " I went with F.M. and Emma to church and 
Sunday School. Emma teaches the older women and F.M. teaches the older men. I 

sat through his class and learned that he is an excellant teacher: Emma lacks a 
long way of being well and is going on borrowed strength and stamina. F.M. is 
working himself to death.

Presiding at the piano was the sister of the bride, Miss Madie Coleman, 
and during the assembling of the guest she dispensed the sweetest music, and then when 
her skilled touch sounded the glad strains of Mendelssohn's Wedding March,the bridal 
party entered. Mr. Herman Ellis, of Jackson, best man, entered with the maid of 
honor and sister of the bride, Miss Madeline Coleman, and preceding the bride and 
groom was the little ring bearer and flower girl, the niece of the bride, Annie Lea 
Coleman, the dainty frock and blue ribbons being in pretty accord with her basket of 
sweet peas in which she carried the ring. The bride and groom entered together 

and Stood before the minister, Rev.W.Z. McComb , of Clinton, as with the impressive 
ring service he sealed their plighted troth. The bride was exquisitely gowned in 
white silk with the veil falling to the length of her lovely dress, and completing her 
becoming toilette was a bouquet of white peonies and maidenshair ferns. the maid of 
honor was becomingly gowned and carried a bouquet of pink peonies and ferns, thus

Maidee attended Mitchell Ridge School- the one room school near home and then 

attended Hillman - the girls college by Mississippi College - the Boys college. 

She must have taken piano because she was the one who played at both her 

sister's Lyda and her brother's F.M. Wedding. She did get her teaching certificate 

but never did teach. While in college she was serious about a young man by the 

name of uh ep TRIM. According to her brother, Sherwood they were engaged 

in 1919 but he died of pneumonia prior to the wedding. She did not marry until 

late in life at whichtime she married a widower, Bennie Barton: 

Maidee or Aidee as she was called by her neices and nephews was quite an independent 

woman. She smoked but would never smoke in front of her sisters Lyda or Madelyn. 

She didn't mind smoking in front of her brother,Sherwood .( I remember one day at 

a family dinner at Sherwood's and Mattie Mai's in Jackson , just as soon as Aunt 

Lyda and Aunt Madelyn left Aldee said "Oh boy I was dieing for a cigerette, then 

she lit one up."— " I said ,"Aidee you are grown nearly 70 why in the world you~ 

sit there and not light a cigerette, don't they know you smoke?" She said," Yes 

they both know I smoke but they do not approve and I do not want to get them upset." 
The following is an excerpt from the letters of her brother, Henry Coleman in 

1953;"" We spent the night in Eden, Ms. in the home of sister Maidee and her husband 

Bennie Barton. They have acomfortable home in the edge of town located on thirty 

acres where they raise cotton, corn and soy beans They also have two hundred acres 

of hill land where they keep their cattle. Maidee is a good cook and Bennie.an 


excellant host." An excerpt from the 1961 letter of Henry says " WE went to Yazoo 
City, Ms. and ate dinner with Maidee and Bennie. They live in a nice apartment 
by the jail . He is a deptuy Sheriff and the jailer and she cooks for the prisoners. 


The one objective is that they have to stay there all the time instead of being 
able to live in the little home in Yazoo City. Maidee had a splendid dinner for us." 


The following is an excerpt from the funeral of Maidee by Dave Smith the pastor 
of St. John's United Methodist Church in Yazoo City."Maidee Barton has lived well 
beyond her alloted years, shareing with many her faith, her wisdom, her values, her 
character, her experiences of life. - There is a time to be born and a time to die. 
It is appropriate because » Maidee lived to a ripe old age of 98 years. She has 
lived a full, complete, productive life. Maidee was one of nine children, born to 
F.M. Coleman Sr., a successful farmer in the rural community of Carpenter in Copiah 
County, and Anna Bell Scott Coleman,wife and mother ..... She just have been a good 
mother and he a good father for all nine children went to college. After gradua- 
tion from college, Maidee went to work for the state Health Dept., where she remained 
for ten years. For the next 30 years she was with the bank of Inverness, the last 
five years as its president. She married late in life and she and her husband, 
B.W. ( Benny) Barton moved to Eden and then to Yazoo City where they both joined 
St. John's United Methodist Curch. Benny died in 1971, but Ms. Maidee continued to 
keep house until nine years ago when circumstances dictated that she go to the 
Care Inn ( Heritage Manor) nursing home. While there she remained independent of 
spirit and I can well image very opinionated. I'll never forget our first meeting. 
She was on her walker coming down the hall. I introduced myself and told her I was 
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her NEW PREACHER. " Young Man. " she said. " I don't know who you are, but you 

are not my preacher." ,"Yes, ma'am," I said, but I didn't argue with her and I came 
back to see her another day. Not too many months ago Ms. Maidee broke her hip and 
spent some time in the hopital in Jackson. She told someone concerning that broken 
hip.:" I'm not about to stop now." Ms. Maidee's death is appropriate because she 
was ready to die. Her house was in order,her:friends and acquaintances have: 
preceded her in death except for one brother — Sherwood Coleman." 


Maidee's mind was still pretty sharp up until just before her death. 
of 1989 I took Sherwood to see her and they sat at the table together. Even 
though he couldn't hear her answers because she talked rather softly he asked 
her some questions about when they were children and she said "Son ( which is what 
she always called him" Those: were really some happy days , she asked if the house 
was still standing and I told her I had dug some bulbs up from there. She said 
the flower garden in front of the house used to be so pretty. “ 

I had mentioned earlier that Maidee held a teacher's certificate from Hillman. 

A box was found with some of the things of her mother's in a box in the home of 

her daughter Lyda. In this box was a teachers license issured to Maidee in 1909 

to teach the lst grade. Interesting to note that her scores on this test were 
exteremely low with them ranging from 50 in Aritmetic to a 90 in Composition 

with an average score of 76. Teachers requirements sure have changed, since then. 
Another teaching certificate was issured to her later with a higher score for 

other grades. In 1911 she was givena Diploma from Hillman that was listed as being 
a "Degree Of Mistress of English Language ":

Madelyn ( as she spelled it) attended Mitchell Ridge one room schoci and then 
Utica.

The box of memorabilibia that belonged to the mother of Madelyn contained a 
Program from Miss. Ind. Institute and College in Columbus, Ms. date. May 1916. 
Among the graduates receiving a A.B. Degree was MADELYNE HARMON COLEMAN: The 
family bible which recorded the births of the Coleman children had her name as 
MADELINE but no middle name. It is apparent that she was named for an aunt of 
her mother Anna Bell , a sister of her grandmothers ( Martha Evaline Scott Scott ).

Madelyn taught school, was a store keeper along with her husband and housewife. 
Sam was a Sgt. Major during World War I. They raised and educated their family 
in Canton. An excerpt from a letter of Henry Coleman, brother to Madelyn written 
in 1961 said,"At Canton 428 Liberty street, we spent the night with my youngest 
sister, Madelyn and her husband Sam. They have a nice home splendidly equiped with 
electrical appliances every where practical and make a living running a grocery 
store. 

After the death of Sam in 1971, Madelyn stayed in Canton for several years. 
Finally she went to live with Jean in El Pasco Texas. After a while she was placed 
in a nursing home, while there she fell and broke her hip or leg. She was 
brought back to Pascagoula near her younger daughter Marcia after complications 
developed. Her leg had to be amputated and she only lived a short time afterwards.

Sherwood was the baby of the family and Mattie Mae was the oldest of her family. 
He attended Mitchell Ridge Elementary school, Utica High School and then HInds 
Junior College in 1917 when it was first opened. He worked in the boiler room 
keeping the heat going to earn his way through college. He attended Hinds until 
they had a big freeze and all the water pipes broke at which time they closed 

the school so he transferred to Copiah Lincoln at Wesson. He then attended Miss 
State for one year but did not graduate. He said that he worked at both Hinds and 
Co-Lin in the boiler or Power plant and the laundry to work his way through 
college. Sherwood said that by the time he got old enough for an education the 
Boll Weivel had moved into Miss. and Grandpa Coleman said if you want an education 
you will have to get it yourself. Sherwood was called SON by Aunt Maidee and 

Aunt Madelyn he said that was what his mother always called him unless she got mad 
and then he was S.E. He has always had quite a knack for tall tales. My sister, 
Helen, used to say that she hoped that her boys ( when they were little) did not 
try to do the things that their granddaddy told them about. Things which he said 
he did as a child. Two of his tales were one that he use to cut the heads off of 
chickens by using a bull whip with a wire attached to the end. The other was that 
he went with "Old Hat" ( an old colored man) with a mule and slid skinning cows that 
were dead in the snow to make money on the skins. Every one knows to take the 
things he says with a grain of salt, Ha. 

Mattie Mae graduated from Utica and Miss. Normal College at Hattiesburg. There 
she worked in the post office to pay her way through college. She had a teachers 
certificate but only substituted then later drove a school bus. SHe was the daughter 
of Eugene Mimms Broome and Katie ( Katy) Moss Broome, also the older sister of 
Annye Louise Broome who married the # 4 child of a brother of Anna Bell ( Oscar 
Marion Scott ) - Rob Roy Soctt. This was fisst cousins marrying sisters which made 
their children double kin. 

Sherwood and Mattie Mae were married under a large oak tree just outside of 
Utica between Utica and Carpenter . The weather had been really bad with heavy rains. 
The sun shine came out just before the wedding but the water was up on the branches 
between the house of Anna Bell and Francis M. Coleman . They got there just as the 
pastor was completing the. ceremony. Mattie Mae's Mother and Sister were there but 
her father would not attend. It took him about fifteen years before he approved of 
this marriage, according to Mattie Mae when she was 14 Sherwood told her father that 
he wanted to marry her the first time they met at a church meeting, and he didn't 
like him for that pushy remark. After the wedding they lived in the house with 
Grandpa and Grandma Coleman and Sherwood farmed there. They were living there when 
Helen was born in 1921. 

Sherwood was tall and skinny as a young man. He was six foot and weighed 175 
lbs.. when they got married. He had brown hair and hazel eyes. He started going 
bald before he was 24 years old. Mattie Mae had brown hair and blue eyes. When 
she got married she weighed 90 lbs. and was 5' 3". After she got pregnant with Helen 
she had a hard time , in fact the doctors tol” them never to have any more children. 
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( Boy did I surprise them. WHen Helen was born Mattie Mae only weighed 89 lbs and 
had to have a C - Section then went. into convulsions afterward. When I surprised 
them 13 years later she didn't have any trouble while she was pregnant or in having 
me. After I was grown she and Daddy both said if we had just known we would live 
to see you grown we would have had some more children after you because we wanted 
a boy but felt we were too old to see you live to be grown:. Daddy tryed to make 
me his boy or at least a tom-boy. 

In 1927 they bought 375 acres across White Oak Creek in Hinds County. 
He farmed this land and it had an old house on it in which they lived. Mother said 
that this house had cracks in it that you could throw a cat through but they were 
so glad to have aplace of their own that it did not matter. They did a lot of 
truck farming, tomatoes, and cabbages, and raised cotton and feed crops for the 
livestock. They raised all their own food and he was a jack- of - all trades so 
he could work on any thing that needed fixing. He rebuilt the house in the early 
1930's. He also modernized it being one of the first to have running water and 
electricity. The water was pumped by a wind-mill and stored in a large old 
railroad water tank ( which in the winter time if he had forgotten to disconnect 
the windmill- would look like a fairy land with the icefrom the top of the tank 
to the ground ). The electricty was powered by a gas generator which only gave 
enough. to run lights and a referigerator, and one radio but when no one else had 
lights this was great. The house was a very nice country home with three bed 
rooms and a screened in sleeping porch. It also had a big porch across the front 
with a swing and a settee on it. It was covered across the front with a big 
wisteria vine that made it cool. This was the house in which my middle nephew, 
Robert Lloyd Beasley was born in 1944 in the front bed room. Helen had to share a 
bedroom in this house with Grandmother Coleman when she came to live with us. 
This house burned on August 10, 1946. Every thing except for a sewing machine 
and some living room furniture was lost. There was no insurance but with the help 
of good town people of the Utica Community the house was soon rebuilt. From 
August to Dec. while the house was being rebuilt they lived in the large garage 
that had housed the school buses, but had a dirt floor and no front doors. The 
front was covered with canvas and nailed tight . The cause of the house burning was 
a combination of reasons. One was an old wood burning stove that Sherwood had 
converted to burning fuel oil piped in and turned on by a simple valve. Into this 
stove during the summer months Mother had trown old papers, also several times she 
had caught Bobby turning the valve on.--Not knowing about this I lit the stove on 
that August morning when the boys said they were cold. It immediately got red hot 
and I got the boys outside before it exploded. That is the only time ever saw my 
father cry but he did that day after the roof fell in and every thing was gone. 

The following is an excerpt from a letter from his brother Henry in 1953 
"“WE went to Sherwood's and Mattie' Mae's where we were most hospitably entertained, 
he took me around to see his crops. His cotton is just as pretty as Earl's but 
was replanted after a flood and did not have so many grown bolls but should make 
a bumper crop. He cultivates with tractors altogether and has several share croppers, 
one white family that has made twenty one crops for him already." 

You will notice that he mentioned a flood. ‘The land that they owned was on 
White Oak Creek and it got quite wild during big rains. He had also purchased 
around 100 acres across the creek that had been part of the old Coleman place. 
This bad water took it's toll several times during his farming days. He had a levee 
built in 1958 which helped some. In 1956 Dorothy and Jim moved back to Miss and 
went into partnership with him in the dairy business. In 1961 he sold the farm 
and moved to Jackson. He also-worked at a gin in Utica prior to moving to Jackson 
and also a saw mill during the non farming seasons. After moving to Jackson he 
worked at a gin in Pace, Ms. for a couple of seasons. 

While they were still living in Utica and raising their family they had very 
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few luxuries, especially when Helen was young. They raised all their own food 

and Sherwood would always help out friends of his with money and things. they needed. 
This always upset Helen because she wore clothes that Mother had to make from 

hand me downs but he would stop the school bus | ( which he owned and drove ) in 
Utica and purchase shoes or a coat or sweater for . children that did not have any. 
Prior to the time of school busses being owned by the schools he owned two busses 
and he and Mattie Mae both drove one every day to the Utica Public School. During 
World War II this helped out because gas was rationed but he got extra gas 
for the busses. Daddy always farmed and during the fall worked as a ginner and 
during the winter months worked at the saw mill as a millwright but since he was 
such a big hunter he always managed time off to go for the full deer seasons. He 
also loved to hunt fox and raised fox hounds. 

Mattie Mae was high strung as a young bride but she said that GrandMother 
Coleman calmed her down and made her take things as they came especially about the 
Hunting saying wouldn't you rather he was hunting instead of drinking, gambleing or 
chasing women. But I can remember her sometimes telling him that she was going to 
grow a tail and four legs like his hounds so maybe he would pay some attention to 
her. I never knew of her getting upset with him except twice , ordinarily no matter 
what he said she never questioned it. Daddy has always talked about how they never 
had any fusses, it was only because she did not cross him and accepted anything he 
said at face value . I told her one day if he told her it was snowing in July she 
would go to get the snow shovel and not question it. She said that was what Grand 
Mother Coleman told her to do to keep a husband happy. 

Any gifts that were ever bought for the family on a special occassion were 
bought by her. If Daddy bought any there were either bought two or three weeks before 
or afterward. Mother always sold pecans and extra fruit and vegetables to get money 
for Christmas or birthdays. She was always a home room parent, a sunday school 
teacher, went to the club meetings and ball games and supported her children in their 
school work, or other activites. They were both active in the Baptist Churches in 
communities whereever they lived. 

After they moved to Jackson they had a small garden and he. worked part 
time for several companies but still managed to get off to. go deer hunting in the 
fall and winter. In 1970 they celebrated their Golden Wedding anniversary in Clinton 
at the community center. In 1980 Mattie Mae started having small strokes and 
Sherwood had to start doing all the cooking and housework. In 1982 when his health 
started giving him problems they moved into the house with their daughter, Dorothy 
and her family. They lived there until 1985 when his health got better a trailer 
was placed in the yard of Dorothy and Jim's and he started back taking care of 
Mattie Mae. He continued to grow a garden until 1988 he had a heart attack and 
Mattie Mae was placed in a nursing home. She had reached the point that she was 
unable to communicate with any one or do any thing. She died in March of 1988. 
Sherwood continued living in the trailer and eating all his meals with Dorothy 
and Jim except for one which he heated up each day until June 1989 at which time 
his blood pressure started rapid drops and he would black out. He went to a nursing 
home, Crawford Nursing Home 927 Cooper Road, Jackson, Ms. He has adjusted quite 
well in fact was King of the Valentine party last year. He is the oldest one 
there but really enjoys talking with every one especially the women. His eye sight 
is nearly gone having the same old SCOTT EYE ailment. He is nearly 93 but still 
in pretty good physical shape and excellant mental shape. He is still telling his 
tall tales, in fact some so outrageous that when he was in the hospital the doctor 
said you have really got a problem on your hands with your dad and his stories, I 
guess this goes with his age. I said NO, he has been like that as long as I can 
remember. 

Sherwood's sister Maidee said that when he was born she and Aunt Lydia, and 
Aunt Madelyn were sent off to stay with an aunt until after he was born. When they 
were brought back to the house they thought he was the prettiest thing they had ever 
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seen. She said that he was always so sweet to all of the girls in his family, 


but he was a little stinker to the boys. I guess he never did change because he 
still gets along better with women than men.

Helen attended Utica High School and even though she never got any more formal 
education was well read and always appeared to have a good education. She once 
told me that someone said to her that you wouldn't understand what it is not to 
have a college education. This happened when she was living in Hattiesburg. I said 
and you let her think you had a college ‘education. She said I read so much and 
try to keep up with all the latest news so. no one will know that I did not even 
finish high school. She really succeeded in what she felt was importatarit and that 
was her family. She spent her life taking care of her family and working with her church and other 
community groups. She never worked outside of the home but she sewed beautifully. 
She especially loved to sew for little girls, making clothes for her friends 
children and her neice, Renee. She was looking forward to having grand daughters to 
sew for but died before any of them were born. Cornell was sales manager for 
Stribling- Puckett machinery in Greenwood at the time of her death. 

Cornell was a marine during World War II serving in the Pacific. While he was in 
service Helen and her son Johnnie lived in Utica with her parents. The second son 
was born there. Prior to the war they were living in Ocean Springs where Cornell 
was employed at Ingall's Ship Yard. After the war he went to work for Stribling 
in Jackson and they moved to Jackson then to Gulfport and , Hattiesburg, back to 
Jackson and finally to Greenwood, still with the same company. Since Helen's 
death Cornell has married and lives near Raymond, Ms., where he has retired.

She always said that she never wanted to get old or to have to suffer from cancer. 
SHe felt this way because as a teen ager she had to share a room with her 
grandmother Coleman and also when she had lived with her grandparents as a young 
child she had seen a sister of SHerwood's ( Evvie Coleman Carter) suffer with 
stomach cancer. She did get her wish because she did not get to live to be old and 
her cancer was the fast moving kind and she only lived two weeks after it was

According to Mother the 
doctors in Jackson told them that she would not live pass her thirteenth birthday if 
that long.

acres of the family farm while growing up. In school she took piano, was very active 
in Glee Club- the quartet- Beta Club, and National winner in 4-h club, also member 

of Y-teens, F.H.A , played basketball and was BUsiness manager of the Year Book, also 
on the school paper staff. She graduated from High School in Utica in May. When 

she was sixteen she was introduced to Jim Brewer at a basket ball tournament by a 

4-H and basketball friend Agusta Hutton. The following December they were engaged 
and on Aug. 14, 1952 , a Thursday evening at 8 p.m. the day he had returned from 
Boot Camp in San Diego , U.S. Navy, they were married in the home of Sherwood and 
Mattie Mae. , her cousin ( Daughter of Roy Scott and Annye Broome Scott) Gene Scott 
played the piano for the home wedding. Even tho Dorothy was a baptist since the church 
in Utica had a brand new pastor she asked an old family feiend Dr. Johnson of the 
Christian Church to perform the ceremony.

Daryl was born while his parents lived in Utica and operated a dairy farm there. He was due on January 1 but was 
stubborn and came on the 8th. being the largest baby of Jim and Dorothy's weighing 7 pounds 1 ounces. He slept 
through the night at 6 weeks and the only problems he gave as a small boy was that he liked to eat the dirt out of the 
flower pots in the house. Needless to say the flowers had to leave the inside of the house. When he was about three 
he and his brother Roger were out with their Dad who was training a bird dog puppy and Roger hollowed " Look Dad 
Daryl is swimming". There was a small branch that ran on the other side of the yard fence from which his parents had 
dammed up a section to pump water to make the concrete for the house leaving a deep hole, this was the one that 
Daryl had gotten into. Jim jumped the fence and pulled him out shaking the water out of him. When he could get his 
breath again all he would say was that he had lost his cowboy boots that he had gotten for Christmas and the he was 
playing “ Up Jumped the Devil" which was a cartoon where little devils jumped over the water. He had no more 
trouble until he was in the sixth grade when his grades started to drop badly. The teachers thought it was his eyes so 
he was taken to an eye doctor who sent him to Dr. William Bowles.

Lori 
had a lot of problems with the police and they divorced with him having custody of Gary. He married Bonnie and they 
had one son, Chansom, and daughter Topanga.. 

Daryl has big blue eyes, like his grandmother Brewer (Ida) had. All of his older children have the same type of 
eyes, He has light brown hair, is 5 foot 10. He has a bad habit of starting lots of jobs but having a time getting them 
finished, but is getting better at that since he and Bonnie got married. He is a lot like his Granddaddy Coleman in that 
he likes to help other people, but does not want people to help him.

in college were Madelyn Harmon Coleman. It was said she wanted a middle name and added it her self. A box of 
memorabilia that belonged to Anna had a program from the Miss. ind. Institute and College in Columbus dated May 
1916. Among the graduates received a A.B. Degree was , Aunt Madelyn. She was named for a sister of her mother 
Madeline Scott East who was 
named for a sister of her mother, Isabella Madeline Scott Carden. 

Madeline changed the spelling to Madelyn on every thing she wrote. She taught school, was a storekeeper 
along with her husband and was a housewife. She played the piano and must have been athletic in college because 
there ws a note book of hers dated 1917 , Peabody College, Wesley Hall Vanderbuilt Campus titled "Basketball 
Coaching" This not book listed plays and ways of training girls in basketball. 

A clipping in a photo album of Sherwood and Mattie Mai Coleman reads as follows:O"Samuel Charles Young's 
Observe Their Golden Wedding Anniversary. Mr & Mrs. Samuel Charles Young of 489 North Liberty , Canton Ms 
were honored on their Golden Wedding Anniversary date, October 24 with an Open House given in Fellowship Hall of 
The First Baptist Church, from two until four in the afternoon by their daughters, Mrs. Jean Young Vinson and Mrs. 
Marcia Young Baumhauer and children assisted in hosting the occasion. Fellowship Hall never looked more lovely , 
festive and golden with many arrangements and potted mums sent by friends of this happy couple. General 
hostesses were, were Mrs. Cordill White and Mrs. Willard James. Mrs. Tobe Hart graciously received at the door. 
Mrs. J.J. Davis presided at the guest register table, which was decorated with a memory candle complete with 
sweetheart roses and lilies of the valley.

No date was on this but it must have been after World War I: There was also a Mrs. M.J. 
Scott listed on the staff and pictures but I do not know if she was related or not. 
Another clipping reads as follows:"Dr. Z.J. Scott Jr., was reared near Crystal 
Springs, Ms. He comes from a substantial and highly respected family who have taken an 
active part in the development of the southern section of our state. Dr. Scott was 
educated in the common schools of the state and at the State University. He received 
his medical education at the Kentucky School of Medicine and later took a post graduate (26) 
course at Tulane University. He came to Winona in 1901 where he soon built up a good 
practice. He always took an active interest in every movement for the welfare 
of our city and county. He was noted for his charity and his firmness of conviction 
on all moral issures. For several years, Dr. Scott was president of the Board of Trustees 
of our city schools and took an active interest in all things pretaining to the 
improvement of the schools. He was a faithful member of the Baptist Church. He 
volunteered in the Medical Reserve Corps, June 1914 and was accepted and commissioned as 
Captain. He reported for active service with the Aviation Section, Signal Corps, Camp 
McArthur, Texas, Jan. 14, 1918 and was soon sent to New York as ranking physician in 
charge of 600 men. He sailed from Long Island, March 31, 1918 and reached France about 
the middle of April. " 
Another clipping reads as follows: '" Blue Mountain, Ms. March 30, 1921: Capt. 
Z.J. Seott Jr., U.S. Medical Corps visited his family and stopped by Blue Mountain on 
his return to Camp Merritt, N.J. from Camp Funston, Kan. to which cantonment he accompied 
a troop train of returning soldiers. He has two sons in France, both volunteers: 
Sgt. R.E. SCott, U.S. Field Artillery, A.E.F. and Private Seldon Scott, quartermaster 
corps. During the absence of the Captain and his two brave sons in Europe, Mrs. Scott 
and her three little children have been living in Blue Mountain, Ms." 
The following is an excerpt from a letter in 1961 from Henry Coleman after his 
visit to the home of the widow of Dr. Z.J. Scott Jr., Aunt Louella as he called her. 
(notice that he spelled her name Louella- also the bible had listed it that way and that 
her last name was ROCHE, but the marriage license has it’ Louella Rotch so there is sume 
question on the spelling but I have used it the way her Granddaughter sent it to me.db) 
"Aunt Louella is the widow of my late uncle, Dr. Z.J. Scott Jr., who practiced 
medicine for years at Utica and then at Winona, Miss. After serving as a surgeon in the 
first World War he moved to Tennessee and settled near Brownsville where he practiced 
until his retirement. The home he bought in Brownsville was described by Henry as 
Follows: The house is two story, a part of which was built even before the Civil War, 
and all of it was built of poplar lumber that is as sound today (1961) as it was the 
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day it was first built. The house is situated in the middle of a ten acre tract and 
surrounded by many trees: Maples, pecans, persimmons, magnolias, and goodness knows 
what other kind. It is nearly two hundred yards from the house to the front of the 

lot and to sit on the porch and study the view, is no doubt the most pleasing 

sight it has been my pleasure to enjoy in the way of a home location." Henry gives the 
Following description of Aunt Louella in his letter: 

"Aunt Louella is the only living member of her generation connected with our 
immediate family. For her age, she is in excellant health, eats well and sleeps 
like a baby. She is one of the finest characters, I have ever known, always faithful 
to her church and her Master, a devoted mother and neighbor." 

The information received from a son of Dr. Z.J. Scott Jr. and Luella Rotch Seott, 
(R.E. Scott) states that in 1925 the home of Dr. Z.J. Scott Jr. burned (this would have 
been at NutBush) and he wanted to try farming so Eddie moved to Haywood County, Tenn. 
to help his father in the farming. This may be the home that Henry described. 

; A photo copy of a picture taken in front of this house on Luella's birthday after 
Z.J. Scott Jr. had died was received from their grand daughter Hilda Bryan and stated: 
"Their beautiful home in Brownsville -- sold for building apartments -- The home was 
dismantled and people came for anything free, stairway and all -- Eddie had re-done 
the home - painted, etc. and he lived here several years. Eddie an expert cabinet maker, 
etc. He taught this kind of work, later Eddie and Virginia bought a nice brick home 
near. He still keeps the home and sometimes he and his children go there for weekends. 

My special thanks to Eddie Scott, of Memphis, Tn., - Hilda Bryan, of Starkville,Ms. 
Louise Pearson of Brownsville, Tn. and Mrs. Nell Pace Craft of P.O. Box 66 Utica, Ms.39175 
(Eddie is child # 3, Louise is child #6 , Hilda is a daughter of child # 1 and Nell is 
a sister to Billy Pace the husband of child # 7) for all of their help in collecting 
information on the descendants of Dr. Z.J. Scott Jr. and Luella Luvenia Rotch Scott.

There seems to be some disagreement as to actual birth dates on these children but the 
ones I have used were taken from the pages received from Hilda Peeples Bryan in her 
pages titled "The Scott Family", except for the dates of Eddie and Z.J.. Eddie sent his 
date to me and Z.J.'s came from his tomb stone in New Zion Cemetery. You will notice on 
page 5 Luella says Sheldon was born Jan. 16, 1901 but Hilda says 1900 and on page 5 she 
says all three of her last children were born in Winona - where they moved in the summer 
of 1902 or 1903, but Hilda has that Jamie was born in 1901 and Louise wrote that she 
thought that she was almost sure that Jamie was born in 1903- Louise in 1905 and 

Evelyn (note spelling) in 1907. I am including all the dates and the family members can 
change to the correct ones if found, and maybe notify me. You will notice that Louise 
wrote her sister's name in one word "Evelyn" instead of Eve Lynn but her mother's notes 
only referred to her as "E" so again I am not sure of the correct spelling.db. ) 
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The following information was received 1/92 from a daughter of Z.J. Scott Jr. and 
Luella Luvenia Rotch (or Roche). It was written by Luella and was copied in long hand 


by her daughter Eve Lynn Scott Pace. It was written nine years before Luella's Death. 
"August. 22, 1958: If I were an artist I would like to draw a picture of all the 
the houses I have lived in since we were married.------ On October 30, 1890 at 9'oclock 


a.m. in my mothers bedroom of the Broom house, I was reared in. 

I was born April 24, 1870 in Attala County and moved to Sandy Point in Copiah Co. 
while [I was a baby. Lived there until I was 5 years old. My rememberance of the home 
and life there was the latticed well house at the back end of the hall. The back yard 
with out-house and fence where the colored children crawled under and we would play 
together where our mother could not see us, and that Bob would have me go under the 
Front porch which was high off the ground. I held the cat while he drew a broom straw 
through Maws pipe stem First,then through the cats mouth. He had been told the poison 
would kill, but so far as I know it is yet alive. My father was overseer for the 
plantation "Big Sandy Point" owned by Dr. Mitchel of Jackson, Mississippi, who rented 
a troup of convicts down to gather the crops and they slept upstairs in the large 
house. One wore a ball and chain-~ I can still hear that chain as it rattled across 
the floor--one prisioner was punished by tying him on tiptoe by the thumbs to a tree 
that grew by the walk from the backdoor to the gate. Each morning and evening they were 
all stood in a row facing the guards, and father would call their number and each would 
turn his back and repeat his number printed on the back of his shirt. My brother 
Gidon Jr. died while we lived in this house. 

My father bought a small farm in the New Hope Community, I forgot to say that my 
brother Gideon Jr. was buried in the cemetery near Sandy Point, also my sister Ann 
when she was 15 years old and we were living on our farm home. That is one place I 
would like to go before I leave this earth. But I don't suppose there is any sign of 
their graves.---there was quite a joy when we were told there was a gully near by our 
house, that we could play in. It proved to be all we could expect. We played on and in 
and around.-- Bob was our leader --5 girls-- We walked the rim and jumped its depth, 
did every thing imaginal. When we moved to this home we rode in a nice surry (so 
called), 2 seats, front that faced each other and a driver's seat in front, square 
top with fring hanging down. Two fine horses hitched to the front, I guess there was 
100 acres in the farm, an all time running branch of water , some bottom land but 
mostly poor and hilly. 

Up to this time my father never worked alone, but for the other fellows there 
were 5 or 6 of us then and about that many after we moved so things were hard for us, 
but no complaints. How thankful I am that it was a Christian home. There was never 
a dirty word or deed allowed in the family. All attended all the Schools and Church 
services available and our family was recognized as such as long as it was a_ family. 

Our home was a 6 room house, the main room made of logs, cracks ceiled with mud 
and planks. The main room had a loft. Planks on top of the joist or what ever they 
were called. A good brick chimney and fire place. In one of the shed-rooms (they were 
just weather -boarded, no ceiling, anywhere, a covered walk, no siding from Sam's room 
(one of the shed room's) across to the dinning room and kitchen, also a pantry.) These 
rooms of plank set up end ways and floor of the same kind of boards and cracks. We 
were never crowded. 

We had good gardens, bountiful fruit- apples, peaches by the bushels. No faulty 
or diseased fruit. A few dried but no one heard of canning those days. Sam would go 
to town with bushels of lovely peaches to sell and pour them out on roadside on the way 
home. 

The morning I married was a happy day for me. I had a small trunk with my clothes 
in it and it was put in a buggy drawn by "BUTTON" the Large yellow horse and buggy of 
"Papa Scott's". Two of the brothers came with Doctor. I don't remember who, but we 
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reached the home of Dr.'s parents for dinner with all the families, babys napkins 
and all present. 

This was a six room house, front porch, small medicine room on right end of 
gallery, bedroom next shed room, dinning room, kitchen all in a row, wide hall, 
and parlor and shed room on the left side; this shed room was my room. The hall 
extended in front of dinning room and kitchen, with pantry across lower end. We 
lived there until January 1893, when we moved to Hinds County to Lebanon Community. 
(Coila was born on Sept. 18 of 1891 and Dr. had finished his Medical course from 
Louisville, Ky. while we were at Papa Scott's. 

LEBANON: This house was a 4 room, a wide hall between- good size room in 
front, shed rooms behind long front porch. From back a covered walk to double rooms. 

I used the back room for wash room, cooked and ate in front room. We bought a new 

cook stove and Dr. made our dinning table and cupboard, a box nailed on the wall with 

a door to it-- no screens in existance in those days. Our mothers had supplied bedding, 
chairs, etc. 

We boarded the school teacher and had a hired white boy that lived with us. 

Dr. had a horse, Dexter, that ran away every time he had a chance. There was land 
with the house and Dr. farmed between calls. Z.J. the second, was born in this 

house in April 1894. Our neighbors were the Osborns, John and Willie, brother's World, 
and McNairs. Lebanon was the Presbyterian Church close by and people living near 

by and close together. -- After 2 or 3 years here we moved to Adams on the railroad. 

ADAMS: This house was 3 rooms, long front porch , a good size room 
opening on porch, back of one room was a shed room, from it we went down a pair of 
steps to an open walk that led into a detatched kitchen, unceiled. It was here that 
my baby became ill. Cythia came to me and helped nurse him. Adams consisted of one 
store owned and ran by Mr. Bill Ferguson. His wife and 5 girls. The family lived 
across the road in front of us and were good neighbors-- there was quite a collection 
of nice people close around. With a sick baby, I had little time to mix, or know all 
of them. After months of treatment by Dr. and another young Doctor, we decided to 
take our baby to Papa Scott. He had visited us once to see the baby. Mr.Ferguson 
offered his surrey and driver and we went on Sunday. Cynthia with us and she went 
on to her house that afternoon and our baby died about midnight that same night. This 
was in Oct. but I can't remember the year.(His tomb stone says Feb. 17, 1893,db.) 

I know there was a light snow on the ground as we buried him in New Zion Cemetery the 
next day. Soon after this we left Adams and moved to Utica. 

UTICA: Our house, one room,galleried in front and shed room at back that opened 
onto a laticed gallery where the cistern was, and opened into a detached kitchen, 
unceiled--with this house was 15 acres of land-- that Dr. used as a pasture. 

We had cows, horses-- Dr. had purchased a 2 wheel cart and drove a little sorell 
pony that would sometimes kick loose from every thing attached to him. 

I was punny all these months and years after my 2nd baby was born. 5 years before 
Eddie was born. He was born 6-17-1898. He brought me joy and happiness, but 
good health for these many years. 

Dr. had a busy and wide range of practice, even waiting on Sister Lizzie in some of 
her spell, across Bye Pier Creek (Bayou Pierre). Before we left Utica, Dr. spent 
some time in New Orleans- doing post graduate work. I left Dr. in New Orleans. Soon 
after his return we moved to Winona. 

WINONA: NEAL HOUSE: Dr. hung out his shingle at the drugstore, but no calls. He 
soon grew tired and began scouting aroung to neighboring towns for a location, on one 
of his trips home (Coila in school) fell from a tree into a ditch and broke both 
wrist. I had Dr. Ward to come and he bandaged both to her elbows. During these 
unsettled months, Brother Oscar (Scott) developed Typhoid Fever, from a visit to another 
county ( Claiborne). Dr. felt his duty was to go back and help his father treat his 
brother. So we went back to Father Scott's house, what a foolish, dangerous thing to 
do. I know that now. 
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Brother Oscar died in a short time, while Mrytle, Nora, Roy and Percy were 
bed ridden for a long time. Sister Betty (Oscar's wife) gave birth to a baby girl, 

In midst of all, in the Interrim Brother Ikie (Scott) had married and built two rooms 
and gallery onto the house of his father's, Facing the shed room I occupied while I 

was there. I don't knowhow long he occupied the room but they were empty at this 

time and we moved into them. Papa Scott was not very well. So Dr. took over 

gathering the crop. and often would spend the night in his father's bedroom to see after 
him during the nights. So we passed the last winter of the 18th century there. 

On January 16, 1901 Sheldon was born. (Bible of Colia Mae says 1900) 1 lay in bed 
for days and manths, was able to be up on my birthday, April 24 and yo to the table. 
but had had milk leg--an internal womb operation etc. after all this was over there, 
we were with 3 children to support and nothing to look forward to. Dr., as usual was 
scouting here and there for a location. So one day he asked me if I was ready to go 
back to Winona. ( I think this must have been the summer of 1902 or 1903) I was good 
and ready. So we were soon packed on our way back. We moved to: 

WINONA: Billingsley house: We moved to the Billingsley house on return. This 
was a house with 2 halls 6 rooms. Front and Middle galerys. I don't remember how long 
we occupied here before Mr. Billingsley was selected Sheriff and wanted to move to 
town. So we moved to the Tanner House. 

WINONA: Tanner House on the railroad, --one of the coldest winters we ever 
spent, in this house, but while there, Dr. bought our home from Mr. Robinson. Mr. 
Staples who occupied it would not give possession till his time of rental was up, so 
back to the Neil House. 

Neil House: Until we could get possession of our home. It was while in the 
Neil house Sheldon became ill with upset stomach. -- 

OUR OWN HOUSE:-- consisted of a front porch, narrow hall, 2 bed rooms on right 
side of hall, parlor, dinning room and kitchen with pantry at end on left side, back 
hall seperated by door from front and back porch and bedroom. We lived there nearly 
20 years. My last 3 children were born there. All them joined the church there and 
finished their Hi school Education and I feel now that we never should have left there. 
But World War I came and off to Germany went Dr., Eddie and Sheldon and for 2 years 
I was alone with 3 early teenage children, this was 1917. So I rented my house out and 
moved to; 

BLUE MOUNTAIN 1917: We occupied a 4 room house - front porch 2 bedrooms, hall 
between shed room using for dinning room and shed room to right for kitchen. 

Jamie had preceaded us, went to board in the Brown house at opening 
of school at Prof. Brown's. Louise in Hi School at college and E (Eve Lynn) in 
kindergarden on same campus. 

After 2 school terms, the war ended and Dr. and boys came home. Sheldon was the 
last to come home. Dr. was not released till June. 

In a short time we moved back to Winona, the boys and I had all the work and 
planning to get our belongings loaded on car and sent back. Our home was occupied by 
Mr. ??, so we moved into the Shaw house on Summit Street. 

WINONA: SHAW House. We spent several weeks maybe two months then back into: 

OUR HOME: WINONA: IN the meantime, Eddie and Sheldon had entered Mississippi 
College. Jamie with Prof. Brown-- in a short while without ever replacing our 
furniture in our house. Dr. told me the night I arrived in Winona, that he was not 
satisfied and would not locate there-- so soon he had bought Dr. Gill Mulherrons house at: 

NUT BUSH, TENN: Mulherron's House: Dr. bought the practice also. Before 
Christmas we moved in this house, had long front porch-- with living room and hallway 
in one with pillows, where the hall walls had been removed-- a nice sized bedroom 
to the left-- a bedroom back of living room , a gallery from living room down the ell- 
connecting of bedroom back of living room to the right and cross hall, behind the 
front bedroom to the left, a bedroom and dinning room opening on to north gallery, 
which had a nice closet at the end, dinning room but less pantry and kitchen. 
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Last door of kitchen opened onto a large screened in sleeping porch on which the 
bathroom was located. From this porch extended, the cross hall and gallery, across the 
the south bedroom and across the entire front of the house. 

I cannot tell the months, years and all the proceedings of the family, while 
there. I know our boys’ had a hard time---getting the war. 

Sheldon and Jamie volunteered and joined the army. I think for 3 years. Eddie 
went to Wheatfield and so did the other boys later. Dr. had brought Jamie home from 
Prof. Brown's, to drive him in his practice. 

Eddie began teaching soon after college and helped Jamie and"E." in their school 
work. Jamie taught 2 years , one at Tibbs and the other at Wellwood, "E." finished 
Junior College at Raymond-- Louise was in Brownsille High one year and E did her Hi 
School work there. 

Our home burned at Nut Bush in the fall - 1924- Dr. had decided to give up the 
practice of medicine and bring the boys home and farm on a large scale. Sheldon had 
. reached home, a short time before the fire. Eddie had married, and had a baby girl, 

( Bo.) 

I must go back , I don't know how many years, but I think it would be 1923-that a 
lean year. ODr.'s friend and chum in War was writing him from Portland, Oregon to 
come out there and work, reserve. So off Dr. went. I took the girls and went back 
to Blue Mountain, I guess Jamie had not been brought home before this time, for he was 
with us in Blue Mountain. 

STREET HOME: I went to take care of a widower with 3 children, one teen age girl 
and 2 younger boys, seperated from his wife but neither lived in Blue Mountain. I had 
Cleve Norvel to stay in my home while we were away. We left all the furniture there. 
During the winter, Dr. wrote me if I would gg to Nut Bush and collect $1000 he would 
come to Nut Bush to live. So I went--left my 3 children to take care of the other 3. 
Louise to cook for all. I do not know how long I staid or where I staid but Talton 
helped me and I collected the $1000. Notlong after this Dr. was transferred to Memphis. 
As soon as school was out I went withE to Memphis. Louise followed when her school 
closed. 

MEMPHIS: Louise entered Normal for Summer School Work. We had a nice apartment 
in 2 story house near Beloue Church-- down stairs, 2 bedrooms, kitchen, band and back 
porch. We were there about a month when Dr. disagreed with the head-man- lost his 
job so back to : 

NUT BUSH: We went and it was After the farm work was planned and the house had 
burned and we moved into the : 

SMITH HOUSE: on the Tibbs Road-- We had 4 rooms, front porch and back porch and 
hall. Mr. Hillsman, school teacher was with us when we burned -so he was with us in 
the Smith House. Louise at Blue Mountain, Eddie and Jamie teaching, Sheldon working 
on farm, E. in Nut Bush School under Mr. Hillsman. Sometimes that year we moved to the: 

GRAVES PLACE: In the fall, Jamie went to Florida with Harry Coleman-- We did 
not see him for 12 years. He had been in California for several years-- Eddie gave 
up his school work and came to live with us as arranged and requested by Dr. for 
2 years they grew and marketed hay, etc. worked hard together-abundant hay but roads 
were bad, no paving or gravel. they were getting no where, So Eddie went back to the 
school room. Sheldon remained another year or more and Dr. bought a 30 acre farm: 

3 MILES OUT ON HIGHWAY 19: We moved in 1928. Louise had married and "E." 
was away in school. This house still stands, a 5 room house, the pine trees, that 
we brought from Mississippi and the beautiful pecan and cedar trees were put out by 
Dr. I have never grieved for the home because I received so much pleasure and 
satisfaction from the home we bought in: 

BROWNSVILLE: I am writing this by the window in my apartment. We lost our home 
on the highway because Dr. tried to raise Hay and rent land on large scale, to farm 
by himself, borrowed money -- had a deep well bored-- that was a necessity but very 
costly. : 

The Lord cares for his own, at this point, all Veterans of World War I were paid 
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bonuses so $2000.00 came to Dr. and Shelton-- which was the price or this 10 acre 

lot. They paid $1000.00 down and you all know the struggle we had to pay the last half- 
but thanks to you children, it was paid and what a joy it was to me and how much 
pleasure, I have and am getting from it in my closing years. With this beautiful 

home and every child, grand and great doing all in their power to make life comfortable 
for me, I must try to brighten the corner where I am. 

I don't know that this book will ever be read and I also know that the report 
of my road ( earthly) through life is not correct in all dates and details but you 
can count the different houses I have lived in and some time you may visit them for 
Summer Vacation. 

I think I skipped one in Blue Mountain. I moved from the house east of Prof. 
Brown's to the house west of Prof. Brown's on the edge of campus, the 
last month I was in Blue Mountain. The date of this writing Sept. 5, 1958: Copied 
From mama's memoes by Eve Lynn on Sept. 5, 1969 : ( Typed by Dorothy Brewer ,a cousin 
on Jan. 22, 1992.) 

The following information was received Nov. 1991 from a Granddaughter " Hilda 
Scott Peeples Bryan " These are from a book she is writing for her daughter and I 
will include excerpts from it : 

"The Scott home in Winona (my birthplace 1911) is still in great state of 
preservation, with front and side porches, beautiful entrance door, ylass panels on 
either side, and the gingerbread work is all original. As a child, I remember the 
porch swing and rockers -- made friends and neighbors welcome. A pear tree stood at 
the side of the driveway where kids climbed and played and ate pears- not always ripe. 
Papa's car was usually in the drive, ready for visiting the sick." 

"World War I 1917: Mama and Papa were living in Winona. Papa had an office in 
the back room of a drug store on Main street, where he ministeredto many sick. He was 
a very fine doctor and was much needed in the community. There was an epidemic of 
Flu and many other illnesses, Papa felt the need to serve his country and volunteered 
to go to war. Mama thought he should not go, since so many sick in Winona and 
surroundings need him so, and there was surely a shortage of doctors. He took his 
sons, Eddie and Sheldon. " 

Mama was left with Louise, Jamie and Eve Lynn. Times were very hard and Papa 
never made a lot of money. Many patients paid with canned food, veyetables, quilts 
or whatever they had -- some never paid anything. Papa was a very compassionate man 
and the lack of money and material things never seemed to bother him. He was a 
good provider and manager, and Mama was a wonderful help-mate." 

"T don't know how long the war lasted, but I sure remember when it was over. I 
well remember Armistic Day- at 11 o'clock, every whistle in Winona seemed to blow. 

How thankful for America and the men who fought for our freedom. Soldiers returned--some 
did not- Many returned cripple or disabled. I can still hear those old songs- "Over 
There" "My Country Tis of Thee","Tramp,Tramp,tramp, The Boys Are Marching", "My 

Buddy", and many others." 

"Papa, Eddie and Sheldon returned without a scratch. My, how good God was to 
protect our men. America is truly beautiful! " 

"Mama and Papa Moved to NutBush Tennessee. Nutbush is located about halfway 
between Brownsville and Ripley. A very nice community- 1 store, 2 or 3 Churches. I 
wonder how they ever found this place. Dr. Mulheren had owned the beautiful home. The 
doctor's office was a separate 2 or 3 room structure at the end of the driveway. It 
was fully equiped with glass door cabinet, filled with surgical instruments, and there 
was a real skeleton head there. A leather lounge provided a bed for the sick. 

Papa had a real nice office and seemed to have everything needed to care for the sick. 
His open T-Model Ford stood in the drive for any emergency. " 

"Sometimes Eve Lynn and I would ride with Papa on his calls. We'd wait in the car 

while he went inside. My heart would be very sad for his patients. Once as he returned 
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to the car, he said no cure for the man, and that the entire family would die of T.B.¥ 

"T remember the open breezeway of the old house where the poor ian lay - he was 
very thin. A little black girl had a cane with long slivers of newspaper on the end, and 
she stood slowly fanning the flies away. Mama said, folks should find the family 
another place to live and burn the old house down. Later, I stood with the mourners 
at the man's graveside. My first funeral. It was so sad, I wonder why they let me go." 

"There was a servant's house at the back of Papa's home and Eve Lynn and I used 
it for a play house. Papa had a beautiful fruit orchard. There was a big barn where 
the cow lived. There was always plenty of milk and real butter-- plenty of Fruit, 
Fresh or canned. Papa raised every imaginable thing that was grown in a garden. He 
gathered the vegetables himself-- I know Mama Scott loved that. They canned in the 
summer and never failed to have plenty of good food. Company and folks were always 
welcomed in their home. The house was big, a huge kitchen and dining room with a long 
table. Screened in porches on every side of the house. A beautiful old upright 
piano stood in the living room where Louise played." 

"Papa was a wonderful Christian, never allowed his children to dance - no cards 
in the house. Eve Lynn and I made some playing cards from cardboard and we'd sit in 
the floor and play " Go Fishing". There was never fussing - no ugly talk- everyone in 
perfect harmony. There was real love in this house. Mama said the worst word she 
ever heard Papa say - once he called a cow an old fool--(while he was milking, she 
kicked over his milk)- Mama thought he was justified in using this ugly work just 
this one time." 

"Mama Scott was truly a precious Grand Mama to me. I loved her so dearly and 
learned a lot of good things from her. During the summers while we visited there, I 
would go to Revivals with the family. Mama sometime read the Bible to me and told 
me about the "Plan of Salvation". I learned from Mama that God lovea me and wanted 
me to be good and that if I believed on Him and accepted Him as my Savior, I would have 
a home in Heaven- and I wanted that." 

"I knew God took care of me, and at one of those Revivals as Mrs. Hathcock played 
the old pump organ and the invitation was given, I walked the aisle and accepted Him 
as my Savior--I was about 9. I looked up and Mama was standing by my side. I 
remember how she put her arms around me." 

"Now and then, one of the good sisters would shout. Mama said that was all right. 
I heard plenty "A-Mens" during those Revivals. Papa was pretty good at it too. 
Everybody was happy there . I always believed whatever Mama Scott said was just right. 
And now whenever I hear anyone shout, I just say " Praise God"- they're happy and have 
the "Spirit". Folks have different ways of expressing joy and happiness." 

"On Sundays after Revival, there would be baptizing in someone's pool. Sometimes 
the cows would be near - it was their watering place. There would be singing as the 
candidates and the preacher would go into the water. They would sing " Shall We 
Gather at the River" Mama sang. I tryed, but could never carry a tune. The Bible 
says, "Make a Joyful Noise" - so I did that. " 

"T know that many people were saved in this little one-room Church. I've seen 
my precious Grandmother go, during an invitation, put her arms around an old sinner 
talk with him — and then see him go down the aisle to receive Salvation. She did this 
many times - My, what a "Saint" -my Mama Scott." 

"I loved and respected Papa Scott. We used to gather round the big dining table 
and he'd give thanks in such a beautiful way. Always on Sunday morning before we'd 
eat a bite, he'd read the Sunday School lessson and discuss it - then pray- then we 
would eat. I do not believe that anyone in the household used coffee, and certainly 
no cigarette or tobacco of any kind." 

"Mama did her part and then some. I have heard her make talks in Prayer Meetings 
and Church. Once, as she made a talk, she said,"It would be a sin for me to grieve 
for Doctor, because we had so many good years together". I thought that was great 
for her to say at Calvary Baptist Church in Starkville. As a little girl, I remember 
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the ladies of the Church would spend the afternoon at Mama's—— they would gather 

round a quilt hanging from the ceiling. They would take a piece of chalk, tied on the 
end of a string and draw semi-circles, then quilt the tiniest stitches along the lines. 
The finished quilt would be for a needy Family - maybe someone who had lost their home 
by fire. Papa and Mama just did good things. " 

"Papa was a very stern man and wanted everybody to be good. I remember he was 
always part of a Baptist Church - he was Deacon - teacher and many of the things that 
go to make a Church what it should be. All the family say that Eddie is more like 
Papa than any of his children. I am sure Eddie never smoked a cigarette - tasted any 
of those bad drinks - used a bad work - or done anything wrong. Just like Papa Scott ! 
I have precious memories of my visits with my grandparents - aunts and uncles on my 
Mother's side. ( My Daddy's people were special too). " 

"The home in Nutbush is the one that burned to the ground. 
everything." 

"When Papa retured from the war, he would not accept any compensation — said he 
did not deserve it. I don't know about his last years here. He died in the 
Veterans Hospital in Memphis." 

A photo copy of a picture which Coila Mae had named "Sunset" was included with 
the information sent by Hilda and the following was written on that page." Mama and 
Papa Scott-Their home in Brownsville, Tennessee. Here are two wonderful people who 
loved God and served him daily. They were loved by all who knew them. I think they 
are both beautiful-and they even look alike- holding hands- Isn't that sweet?--I wish I 
had pictures of them when they were younger. A number of years before this picture 
was taken, their home was destroyed by fire and everything was lost. Pictures of 
Papa and his sons, Eddie & Sheldon in uniform--World War I, as well as lots of relatives 
photos.---Sorry I do not have date this picture made. It was a number of years after 
1937 our reunion there when Eddie made moving pictures--so many gone on since then." 

The letters dated 1953 and 1961 from Henry Coleman concerning this family, 

From which I have used excerpts on different members of the family says " Evelyn 
has a brother and sister that live out of state. Apparently this should have read 
two brothers and a sister, unless he was not including Sheldon who possibly was in 
Jamie was in California and Coila Mae was in Mississippi.

The first information that I had on Coila wason a list that was found in the files of 

Dr. T.P. Scott which gave her address as 313 Lamokin, Starkville Ms. and Eddie had 

written that she was deceased.(Note: after the Coleman-Scott Reunion 10/91 I was told that 
a person from Starkville had written a member of the Scott family asking for information 
on the history of the family, but they did not know the name. I found in the Starkville 
phone book a lady named Peeples and called her. This turned out to be a cousin of 

a daughter of Coila Mae's, Hilda Peeples Bryan who they said was looking for the informa - 
tion. After talking to her she sent the information on these revised pages. ) 


Hilda wrote in her book and notes the followingconcerning the family of Coila Mae Scott 
and Dabney Peeples: '" Coila Mae Scott and my Daddy had (one little girl, still born, 
me (Hilda)- William Jr. (Son) - Hazel (Snookie) and Jimmy. My daddy lived to be 55. My 
mother reared Jimmy ( he was 14 when Daddy died) -sent him through college. Mother 
took care of herself until after 80 when Ted and I went to live with her. After eight 
years the house was sold and we moved to this house, and after two years Mother spent the 
last four years in a Nursing Home.-- It still breaks my heart to think of this.-- My 
husband was so good to her. He passed away two years before Mother." Papa Scott 
delivered my sister, my two brothers , myself and the first girl. He delivered us 
all."

I do is very good, but I still drive and do a little housework (sit in recliner mostly). 
I have had a very good and busy life and God has been especially good to me. I married 
Ted in 1937 and we had 48 years together. We were active in the Baptist Church. I was 
a housewife and Ted operated a store. We had Hilda Ann (51) and Teddy (48), have five 
grandchildren and three great-grand children. My son Teddy and I live here at 

513 Poplar-Starkville, Ms. 39759. Phone # 601-323-1998." The following is copied from 
her book pages which she sent me. 


"I'm truly blessed at 72 (must have been written in 1983), to be of sound mind- a 

little on the slow side, perhaps forgetful. I praise my Lord for the health He has 
allowed me over the years. I also praise him for His wonderful watch-care and tender 
mercies shown my loved ones and my self. I am glad, as a Senior adult, to be able to do 
most of the things required to sort of keep house and do a little cooking--all this with 
the help of your Daddy and Teddy. (This was written for their daughter Hilda Ann Bryan 
Wadkins." 


"T am delighted that you want to know what your Mama was like, growing from a baby, 
little girl, teen-ager, mature women, Mother, Grandmother - and finally Great-Grand- 
Mather. Growing up at home with our Mother, Daddy, brothers (Son and Jimmy), and my 
sister, Snookie was more than wonderful. We were always happy together. " 


"T']1 have to say, that being a Mother is the most wonderful thing that ever happened 
to me--when God gave me you and Teddy. There is no way I could ever express the love I 
have for you two." 


"Life is filled with happiness, hardships, sorrows and griefs. I have had some of it all. 
Most of my life has been with happiness. Sharing the good and bad is what life is all 
about. Without Christian friends and loved ones who care, I'd never have made it to have 
reached my three score and ten plus."" She included pages which showed pictures of 

Hilda at age 3 with her grandmother, Luella Rotch Scott and then one at age 4 which 

said," Mother made the dress. Can you see the beautiful handwork --the ribbon sash -- 
see my gold ring -- tied securely around my wrist? with a ribbon !, Patent leather 
slippers."--"I returned to Itta Bena (the Delta) and was baptized with my cousin, 
Margarete and my Uncle Gip Peeples ( Uncle Gip was about 40)." 


"Several times in my life I have escaped death. Once while visiting Mama and Papa 
Scott, I crossed the road in front of a car. It ran completely over me. I was between 
all four wheels. I was not unconscious and wan't hurt. The car was a little T -Model 
roadster and a black doctor was driving (another man in the car). They picked me up 
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and took me to Papa. God and His Angels have always watched over me--all the way and 
even up to now. I could easily have been killed. I try to thank him every day for 
saving my body, as well as my soul." 


"T confess, I have never been as good a person as God wanted me to be. Plenty of 
times I've used bad words and had mightly bad thoughts about folks and things. I 
learned how to " Fly off the handle" -- Many things I've done in my life, I know God 
wasn't proud of - neither am I. The good thing is , God forgives and forgets. What a 
comfort! " 


(Note) Hilda seems like a delightful person whom I would love to meet some day and I do 
thank her for the information she sent. She also reminds me of when I was a girl and my 
Mother would say ( after I had "flown off the handle ". "Every one says you have such a 
good disposition at school, why can't you be that way at home?" and | would say, 
"Wouldn't you rather I blow up here than in public ?" (d.b)

got too old to work satisfactory.: 1966 I retired and moved to Brownsville. Lived in 
the big house at 630 North Bradford for a few years then bought a house at 416 North 
McLemore in Brownsville and lived there. My wife Virginia died in 1987 just a few days 
before Christmas. That address on McLemore is still official, but I have been 
spending practically all of my time at the home of Bobbye June and Thomas Clark. I!

Percy Scott was a well known educator in the field of public educatic in Miss. At the 
time of his father's death (Dr. Z.J. Scott Sr.) in 1906 he was princival of Brookhaven 
High School. He had a PHD in Education; He was best known for his work in securing a 
a college in Hattiesburg, Ms. to qualify teachers for the public schools of Miss. This 
college was called MISSISSIPPI NORMAL COLLEGE and later became The Luiversity of 
Southern Mississippi. A thesis was written by his neice, Mildred East McCleskey in 
1952 ( I have a copy) for partial requirement for a Masters of Art Degvee. It is on 
file in the Historical Library at Mississippi Southern in Hattiesburg, Ms. The fol lowingqupaag 
are excerpts from this thesis: THOMAS PERCIVAL SCOTT AND PUBLIC EDUCATION IN MISSISSIPPI: " 
" Page 3- Mr. Claude Bennett, former president of Mississippi Scithern wrote," Prof. 
Scott was really a great man in so many different ways, as a Father, ~: a Church man and 
as a citizen.... T.P. Scott will never be valued for his real worth, { -r because of his 
reserved manner he gave some people the impression that he was cold aid unapproachable, 
but he had a warm heart beneath his somewhat solemn exterior and only those who knew him 
best appreciated the real man." Page 4, Miss Emily Jones, Professor Emeritus of Education 
at Miss. Southern said, " The college owes its existence more to the work of Mr. T.P. 
Scott than to any other one single factor." Page 4, Claude Bennett said .'' Mississippi 
never had a more loyal Son and the State never had a finer school man than T.P. Scott. 
His children and grandchildren should be very proud of the heritage left to them by so 
fine a man." Page 8 - Thomas Percy Scott, of Scotch-Irish descent was the son of 
Dr. Zachariah James Scott Sr. and Martha Eveline Scott ... William Scott and Anna 
Jones, grandparents of T.P. Scott were married at midnight on horseback by the lights of 
pine torches,guarded by friends posted to prevent surprise by Catholic Priests who had 
forbidden marriages except by the priests.. The first protestants were not welcomed by 
the Catholics who had settled this territory, Mississippi, which was still a wildersessss 
and largely inhabited by Indians. Page 9 - Percy, was born April 4, 1868. Since he 
had six older brothers and one older sister, he was the victim of many pranks in his 
early childhood, which doubtless helped him to gain self-reliance at an early age. When 
he was about 12 or 13 years old he regularly gathered the five youngesc children together 
on Sunday morning and with the little girls of the cook, who was a former slave, to 
whom his father had given a permanent home, want -down to the bank of the creek and the 
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serious boy. Percy read to the other children from the Bible. He tal«:d to them 
earnestly about the right way to live. All through life he was very .eligious and 
faithful to his church." Page 12 - at about the age of four years, Percy, inspired by 
the studiousness of his older brothers, decided to learn to write. He found old letters 
of his father, who wrote beautifully, and spent many hours copying them and in this way 
he learned to make his letters perfectly before he learned to read." Page ll —- 

"T.P. Scott received his education in one - teacher rural schools, boarding schools and 
the University of Mississippi where he received his B.A. ,L.L.B and M.A. Degrees and 
George Peabody College where he worked toward a doctor's degree." He taught public 
school in Wesson , then in 1900 became Superintendent of City schools in Brookhaven.Ms. 
in 1910 he went to the Meridian City Schools as Superintendant. In 1912 he went to 
Hattiesburg to the Mathematics department of the newly established Mississippi Normal 
College. During the 18 years at Miss. Normal College he served as dean and registrar." 
During this time he was largely instrumental in working out the policies, and in 

writing the curriculum for the college." Page 15 - " In 1930 he left the college and 
later taught Mathematics in colleges in Tennessee, Kentucky and Alabama. He also served 
as Registrar of the University of Miss. He retired from public education and moved to 
Gulfport Ms. to spend the last few years of his life. He found it extremely hard for 
one who had been so active to retire, so he taught math in a small hi-~~ school at Lyman 
for one year until in failing health he was forced to become inactive . Page 66 ' Mr. 
Scott was really the one person who began the drive for standardizati:a. Scholastic 
degrees conferred on graduates of State Teachers College(Miss. Southe-n) will hereafter 
be recongized by all standard colleges and universities throughout the country, while 
graduates of the demonstrationschool will be accepted by standard colleges for enrollment 
without entrance examinations."" Page 75 ' Mr. T.P. Scott always stood by his convictions 
and was willing to fight to the finish for what he considered right. “t was this quality 
that made some love him, some fear him, and others dislike him." 


The children of Percy Scott and Helen Carden Scott have quite a heritage, the education 
and religion from both sides. Helen's father was a minister. More cn Helen Gaines 
Carden Scott under the section of Descendants of Isabella Madeline ‘‘Maddie) Scott 
Carden Noble, in the Descendants of Robert Bell Scott and Isabella Bcll Scott. 


The following information was received from a grandson of Percy Scot!: and Helen Gaines 
Scott Scott, (Earl L. Scott Jr. of 13806 Dowlasis Drive, Rockville Maryland), it is 
taken out of some pages he had written called :'' Some History Concert.s.g the Scott 
Family.: 


" My uncle, Charles Watson Scott, told me that he heard from Per: y Carden Scott 
that he, my Uncle Percy, used to ride with his grandfather Zachariah in the buggy while 
visiting patients. Zachariah told Percy that he has seen much death and destruction 
during the Civil War. [I estimate that Uncle Percy would have had to be around eight 
years old at the time of this conversation] Percy said that Zachariah said he 
never charged a fee of any black after the war. Percy, who presumably’ attended Zachariah's 
funeral, said that many blacks came and stood on the hills around the cemetery." ..... 
Thomas Percy Scott 14 April 1868 - 10 May 1949: He earned 4 degrees at Old Miss, Uncle 
Charles recalls, My grandfather had to work his way through his education, Reconstruction 
times not being easy for Great-Grandfather Zachariah. Thomas Percy was one a journalist 
and ran a newspaper, possibly owned it. He was also a lawyer for a time, but he is 
reported to have said he could not be a lawyer and a Christian. He was also an educator, 
helping to found what is now knownas the University of Southern Mississippi. In the 
early days it was Mississippi Normal College, he was its Vice President. One of the 
campus buildings is named for him. The family story is that he was forced to retire 
from that post after a political struggle with Theodore G. Bilbo, who wanted to put his 
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own appointees on the board of the college. There are some details on this in Alma 
Hickman's book Southern as I Saw it. 


When his younger sister, Madeline Scott East, became a widow, Thomas Percy helped to 
take care of her and her family. I think she had some kind of emploment at the college. 
I know that at least one of the family, Jewel East Brady is living ( July 1983). Her 
husband Neil Brady died, and Jewel may have remarried. I remember her well. She was a 
nurse during World War II. She, my father, and my mother may all have known each other 
on the campus of the college when they were children of faculty and staff there. 


I remember my grandfather, Thomas Percy Scott, as a tough, methodical old gentleman, 
living in Gulfport on what must have been a rather small retirement income. One summer 
I helped him build a small chicken coop in which he planned to raise fryers, to 
supplement that income. That scheme did not work out. He once told me of an episode 
when he was studying for exams and some students in the vicinity became drunk and raised 
a disturbance. He said he took the hatchet used for chopping kindling »y the fireplace 
and went in search of the miscreants, "to kill them." He told this story very carmly, I 
expect secretly relishing the half-disbelief, half consternation on the face of his 
teen-age grandson. Another time, rideing with him in his Model A Forc, I helped him 
change a tire-- even then, in his lates 70's, he did most of the work 


Aunt Kathryn (Charles's wife) remembers spending many hours with her : ather—-in-law, 
Thomas Percy Scott, listening to family stories. He had one particular scrapbook 

that he would not let her look at. She thinks it subject matter may have been Z.J.'s 
experiences as a surgeon in the Civil War. Perhaps it was too gruesome or too depressing 
to show to his son's young bride. Katheryn remembers seeing one sli» »f paper with 
Zachariach's signature on it -- a request for a soldier's coffin. (no. D.B. it is 

quite possible this was the diary of Isabella Madeline (Maddie) Scott wurden Noble, his 
Gr.Mom. because in later years Kathryn found this scrap book, along wth the bible of 

his Grand-father, Rev. Hiram Gaines Carden. I copied this scrapbook also.) 


Thomas Percy Scott would not allow his wife to make cornbread for visiting family 

He made it himself, setting out all the spices and ingredients and all the pans and 
utensils methodically before he began. It took a long time to make, tit as I recall, 
it was very good cornbread indeed. He insisted that his way was the only proper way to 
make it. 


From the vantage point of my experience today, I can offer the judgemer: that all 
four sons, including my father were execptionally intelligent and able men. As a boy, 
I thought they were merely average; now I know better. " 7 
Earl Jr. also wrote that he thought his grandfather's name was just PERCY, but Percival 
was the name listed in the family bible, that I copied and also the name listed in the 
thesis on Thomas Pervical Scott. (DB -5-96) I really appreciated the help given to me 

on the information for this family from Dr. Charlie and Katheryn Scott in Clinton, Estelle 
Scott in Crystal Spring for telling me about the thesis. ( All of these. are deceased now). 
To Mildred East McClesky for writing the thesis and to the McCain Library and Archives 

of the University of Southern Mississippi for copying the thesis for me. And to Earl L. 
Scott Jr. of Rockville MD. for his help.

He had 
his PHD in Education and spent his life as a professor in colleges. 


Earl writes: "PERCY CARDEN SCOTT ( 1895-198?) He became a professor of mathematics. 
I took a freshman math course under him for one semester at LSU in 1945, before he 
moved on. He was as methodical as my grandfather. Unlike my grandfather, however, 
he seemed to me to be a sometimes restless, unsettled man. I understand from things 
my father said that Uncle Percy had been quite an athlete at one time. Sometime before 
he died, according to what Aunt Josephene told Uncle Charles, he cad Aunt Jo had 
attended a funeral where something offended him -- an air of falseness, perhaps, or a 
lack of dignity -- after which he told Aunt Jo that when it came his turn to go, he 
wanted no funeral service at all. When he died, his body was crc: ated at once and 
the ashes scattered, according to his wish. I learned of his death this 1983 trip, 
but do not know when it occurred, the previous year or the year before that. He and 
Aunt Jo had no children.

The only information I had on this family came from Kathryn Scott’ and was that Lynwood 
made a career of the U.S. Army, Was a retired Colonel when he diéd and was buried 

at Arlington National Cemetery. His son Earl Jr. writes: '' EARL LYNWOOD SCOTT ( 5 Oct. 
1897 - 9-Nov. 1975): I have too much information about my father to summarize it 
properly in this paper. Briefly: Was in artillery in World War TI, but the war ended 
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before his unit went to the front. He had met my mother, Mabel Hutchins McMillin, 
while they were both faculty children on the campus of Southern. Mabel was the 
daughter of Joseph Nathaniel McMillin and Angie Stack Lawrence McMillin. My father 
graduated, from Southern, then got an appointment to the U S Military Academy at 
West Point, where he graduated in 1924. He married my mother shortly after that. 

He served in various parts of the United States, in Hawaii, then Panama, then Hawaii 
again and was there preparing for the attack on Japan when the war ended in 1945. 

He served with the military government in Japan, returned to the U.S. retired in 
1953 with the rank of Colonel. Both of my parents are buried at Arlington National 
Cemetery which is in Virginia. My Grandfather J.N. McMillin headed the English 
department at Mississippi Normal College when T.P. Scott headed the Mathmatics 
department. ( A McMillin grandaughter, my cousin Sara Jackson Switzer, is married 

to James Reginald Switzer, a retired dean of students at Southern. The Switzers 
address is P O Box 434, Purvis, MS.

Earl entered LSU in September ,1945 at the age of 17. His Uncle Charles Scott, out 

of curiousity as much as anything else, administered the entire array of vocational, 
phychological, and aptitude tests at the center for Earl's personal benefit. Earl wrote 
"having gone to high school near COlumbus, Ohio, where OSU staffers and grad students 
would periodically come to try out new test, I thought I knew all about tests. But 
the all-day testing I underwent that day surpassed anything I had ever seen. It was 
state-of-the-art testing for that time. Today, almost 40 years later, I recall the 
first test I ever saw in which one was required to mentally rotate pictured objects 

in order to answer questions. There was another in which a series of very similar 
measurements were to be averaged, but one datum was out of line by serveral orders 

of magnitude. (Aha! Smart test-takers are supposed to discard that datum without being 
told, and average the others, I thought, I was right.) Still another was an 
attitudinal survey that included a " lie score"-- the test would establish your true 
attitudes and detect those answers where piety or social propriety had tricked you 
into giving a phoney answer. That was the cleverest set of tests I ever saw, at the 
time. " After graduating from Louisiana State University in 1951, Earl enlisted in 
the Army for three years, spent a few months in the graduate school of Georgetown 
University in 1954 and joined the Central Intelligence Agency in 1955. He retired 
in July 1991. Helen Olga D/Zmura Scott, is sometimes known by a Slavi diminutive 
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of Helen : Helcia. She has a degree in political science from Pennsylvania State 
University. They met while working in the Central Intelligency Agency, and were 
married in the District of Columbia. Earl writes:"' I have always been uneasy about 
the way we rob ourselves by tracing out male-line, single-surname heritage in this 
manner. Of course, it makes it clear and simple when there is only one line to 
follow, but that is because we chooseto ignore all the female lines. If we trace 
pairs of lines, male and_ female, we get a huge number of ancestral lines over same 
seven generations.

Hotel officials found no record 
that Nobles had ever stayed before 
at the Grand Hyatt under either his 
name or Scott’s, said Chuck Floyd, 
general manager of the Grand Hy- 
att.

Hotel personnel were shown his 
picture, but no one recognized him, 
Floyd said. 

Nobles had long been friends 
with Scott, who died at the age of 81. 
Out of country at the time, Nobles 
was unable to attend his funeral. 

“He was at my mother’s funeral 
eight weeks later,” recalled Scoper. 
“He had a good association all those 
years.” 

That is one reason Scoper is 
stunned that Nobles used her fa- 
ther’s name as an alias. 

“Twas shocked. I was deeply hurt.

I 
wish I could have had atape of the many experiences and good times they had together. 
At least one year she lived with Aunt Anna (Anna Bell Scott Coleman) so their little 
ones could go to school. She taught them that year in a little one room school 
house that was some distance from the house. They had to cross Bayou Pierre 

Creek and at least once after a big rain they had to wait until after dark before 
someone could come on a horse to get them. Once when we were visiting Aunt Anna, 
Mama walked with me through the woods to see her little school house. She never 
tired of talking about how sweet the children were and how much she loved them." 
note( I am not sure where this school house was because the only one room that I 
have found was called Mitchell Ridge and was through the woods from the old Coleman 
home but was not across Bayou Pierre. 


Albert died when his children were still in school. They lived near Hattiesburg 
after his death or maybe prior to it. The children were helped by their uncte, 
Dr. Tomas Percival ( Percy) Scott to complete their education.

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The following information is compiled from records taken from the Robert Bell 
Scott" Perpetual Genealogical Bible ", dated 1858 on October 11, 1986 by Dorothy Anne 
Coleman Brewer. This bible is an very large bible with large print. It is enclosed 
in a beautiful mahogany wood case. It was published by Richard Abbey in 1858 of New 
York and Nashville for the Book and Trust Society. It cost $100 (an enormous amount 
back then) and an annual fee of $10.00 for further updates of the genealogical information. 
The Bible is in the possession of Dr, David Marion Segrest of 907 College Street, Port 
Gibson, Ms. He is a great-grand son of Robert Bell Scott. 

On page 1 of Scott family - the early years I gave you the information on the 
ancestors of Robert Bell Scott who were James and Mary Scott who were born and died in 
Ireland, their son William Scott and Mary Milton who were both born in Ireland and 
died in South Carolina and their son Robert B. Scott born in Ireland and died in Miss. 

The parents of Robert Bell Scott were ROBERT B. SCOTT born May 1763 in Antrum 
county Ireland ( the book "Port Gibson, The Promised land" says May 1765) sometimes prior 
to hionse 12, 1797 he came to South Carolina with his father. On August 12, 1797 he 
married ISABELLA BELL in the Lorance district of South Carolina. She was born in the 
Lorance District of South Carolina , August 12,1776 and baptized at home. She was the 
daughter of JAMES BELL no mention of her mother. Robert B. Scott was baptized by a 
Presbyterian minister in Claiborne County, Ms. prior to his death in 1832. 

During their life in the United States they lived in South Carolina, Kentucky and 
Mississippi that we know of. He died in Claiborne County, Ms. January 13, 1832 at the 
age of 68 years and 8 months. Isabella Bell Scott died July 1862 in Claiborne county 
at the age of 85 years and 11 months. Lee | buried in the Pisgah/Patton 
Cemetery near Hermanville. ** 7/97 she died in Claiborne Parish LA, NOT MS. 

ROBERT BELL SCOTT , was born in the Lorance District of South Carolina on May 19, 
1798 and baptized 1798 by Rev. Connady, Presbyterian minister. Since his father was not 
baptized until 1832 this would lead me to believe that the religion in this family was 
started by the BELL side. Between the time of his birth and August 1823 his parents had al 
moved to Kentucky because on August 24, 1823 in Trigg County he was married by 


Joseph Hyden, minister to ISABELLA BELL , his cousin and the daughter of RICHARD and 


ELIZABETH BELL. Isabella was born in Chaststin County ,Kentucky May 26, 1807 and was 
baptized in 1807. She died November 19, 1864 in Claiborne County at the age of 5/ years 
and is buried in Scott-Howard Gem. .- Robert Bell gcott died August 6, 1881 in Claiborne 


County at the age of 83 years , 2 months and 18 days,He is also buried in Scott- Howard 


Cemetery. 
Robert Bell Scott and Isabella Bell Scott had 11 children, ten of which are listed 


in the bible and one more infant listed in the book Port Gibson the promised land in the 


Pisgah/Patton cemetery. We know that after the birth of their # 6 child in Sept. 1836 
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they came to Claiborne County, Miss. Her parents came in 1837 to Mississippi as did at 
least one of her sisters so it is quite possible that there were also brothers of 
Robert Bell Scott that came at the same time and possibly his parents but there is 
a land deed in 1806 to Robert Scott in BOok B page 63 another in 1809 Book C page 
117 another in 1814 book D page 386 and three in 1838 to Robert B. Scott in book S 
page 14, 15 and 40. Two of these were from John M. Scott.. 

The only things that we know about ISABELLA BELL SCOTT are taken from the diary 
of her daughter Madeline: On Sept. 6, 1864 she talks about how weak and sick her 
mother is but she talks about that she is a kind and tender mother. On Nov. 19 when 
her mother died at her sister Evvie's home she talked about how hard it would be to have 
to live without their mother to CHEER, ADVISE, and COMFORT them. On December 11, 1865 
she describes her mother, Isabella Bell Scott as having glossy brown hair, mild meek 
blue eyes, a soft and tender voice and a lovely face so expressive of a warm and 
gnerous heart, overflowing with love, a faithful christian, a devoted wife and a 
kind and indulgent mother. The following is a poem that was found in the scrapbook 
also. It was written by Isabella Bell Scott because of the death of her son George 
Washington Jackson Scott at the age of 6 years and 6 days . She called him her Little 
Walty.The hand writing is very pretty and a little bit larger than that of her daughter 
Evvie's : 

"Our Darling little Walty -— Mourn not for him he sleeps in Christ With all the 


pious dead. And fond remembrance of his worth, Will soothe the tears we shed. 
Mourn not for him in life's secrets morn, His spirit passed away, Like some fair flower 


that opened at dawn and dyed at close of day. So hath he faded from the 

earth, His life short dream is ore. Yet in our hearts his memory shall be shrined 
forevermore. So hath he passed and sadly now, We have borne him to the tomb, But well 
assured our blighted flower again in heaven will bloom.: Isabella Scott" 


We find our personal information on Robert Bell scott from the diary, memories 
of Dr. Segrest, and his Civil War records. He had considerable land holdings and 
slaves in Claiborne County prior to the CIvil War. His old home place was called St. 
Elmo. It was still standing after the Civil War because the following is taken from the 


diary of his daughter Madeline. 

"May 4,1865, the final blow has been given to our " Country and Cause" after a 
desperate struggle of four years and the sacrifice of many of our noblest and best. We 
have had to yield - are completely over powered. " I fell so sorry for PA he was so 
hoepful to the last ;- Nov. 23, 1865 she mentions that Pa went to Louisana on 
business and returned Dec. 13, 1865. On Dec. 25, 1865 they had a family dinner at the 
old homestead and Pa gave her a riding pony named Cupid. April 9, 11866 (while she was 
visit") in Texas) she mentions that a letter was received and that Pa could not dispose 
of his cotton with a profit. He was terribly disappointed." She doesn't mention him 
much except to say that when she asked him about getting married he said she had had 
better offers but he respected her judgement and gave her his blessing. So apparently 
he was also a loving and understanding father. 


Dr. Segrest said that his great-grand father, Robert Bell S€ott sent a young slave, 
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named Howard Divinity off with his sons Robert'*iM.. and A.U. when they left for the 
Civil war. ( more on this later) under child “four: Dr.segrestsaid that after the 
war his grandfather Robert Marion said that when he came home they were some of 
the lucky ones because the old home had been spared since the Yankees said the area 
between Port Gibson and Raymond was too beautiful to burn. He also had a mule and 
plow left to start a crop. As you saw on the prior page Robert Bell Scott apparently 
had money left because he did have a cotton crop in 1866 even though it did not bring 
much money and he was able to give his daughter a riding pony for Christmas. 

Robert Bell Scott married again November 15, 1868 in Copiah County Ms. to 
Mrs. Elizabeth Barnes Bagley. She was born November 21, 1819 in Marion County, Tenn, 
and was the daughter of Davis B,and Susan Anna Barnes. ( Apparently some of the Barnes 
family were related because in the diary of Madeline she talks of visiting Aunt Betsey 
Barnes and of Cousin named Barnes also one of Robert BE11 Scott sons married a Barnes 
and one married a granddaughter of the Barnes.) Robert Bell's and Elizabeth"s marriage 
license is recorded in Copiah County Book _E_ Page 903 . There is no other 
information known about her. 

The following are copied from two clippings found in the Diary of Madeline on the 
death of Robert Bell Scott: The first is a death notice and the second was written by 


his daughter , Helen.: 

"Death of Robert Bell Scott -- Robert B. Scott, one of the patriarchs of the county, 
died last Saturday in the fullness of age and ripe for immortality and eternal life. 
Mr. SCott was one of the oldest ,as he was one of the best of citizens of Claiborne 
County. He was a native of South Carolina, born in May 1797, and for most of his life 
a modest, useful, successful and active citizen of this county. Mr. Scott was a frugal- 
planter - and a prosperous one - never classed among the very wealthy, but always among 
the independent, and never in debt. He had done business with one firm in town for 35 
years without a disagreement and always in high credit. He was, if anything, over- 
strong in his convictions. In his religion he was a Methodist steadfast and firm. In 
his political senitiments a life long hardshell Democrat, having commenced his political 
life by casting his first vote for Monroe and afterwards never failing to vote for every 
Democratic candidate for Presidency. A little incident related to us some 
time since, will explain the man. He was, some years ago, since the surrender, sitting 
near a crowd of men some of whom were abusing Jefferson Davis. ( president of the 
Confederacy); Fretting and chafeing until he could stand it no longer, he quitely 
rose pulled off his coat and stepping up to the most loudmouthed of them said --—- 
"" Gentleman, I am 73 years old and a Methodist, but I can whip the next 
man that says a word against Jeff Davis." It is needless to say that not 
another word of abuse was uttered. Mr. Scott was a member of old Pisgah Church, and 
died in the faith, and fully resigned. Four generations mourn him dead, and hosts of 
friends unite with then in sorrowing over a public bereavement. " 


"Obituary of Robert Bell Scott, written by Helen Scott Williams.-- SCOTT - 
Robert B. Scott was born in South Carolina, May 19, 1798; married to Isabella Bell, of 
Trigg County, Ky., August 24, 1823; died at Beech Grove, Claiborne County,Miss. August 
6, 1881, where he had resided about forty-eight years: had been a member of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, about thirty years. Of his Christian character 
and usefulness, we leave that for his neighbors and friends to bear testimony. So 
far as informed, he was ever liberal to contribute of his substance to ministers of the 
Gospel, and to aid the church of his choice. He was confined to his room and bed for 
three weary months, most of the time suffering with intense pain, which he bore with 
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unparalalled patience and Christian resignation; often spoke of God's goodness 
in sparing his life so long, through which he had been blessed with an unusally strong 
constitution and good health; said :" now my time has come to suffer in the 
flesh, and it is all right.™ In the severe paroxisms of pain he would talk so 
beautifully of his faith in Christ, and hope of immortal rest, repeating sweet 
promises which he had read and studied in health. When no longer able to read, these 
came with precious comfort to bear his weary soul above the turbid billows and 
point him away to his home in the " Palace of God'"'. While he had power of speech he 
delighted to talk to God's wisdom and especial goodness to him. Not withstanding his 
wayward wanderings in early life, a loving Father's tender mercy had brought him to 


the fold of Christ." His voice was often heard in prayer for the salvation of 
sinners and the prosperity of Christianity; however worn and weary with pain, he 
never lost sight of the incomparable sufferings of Christ. " A radiance from the Cross" 


came in continued gleams of light and love to comfort and cheer him onward. The only 
thing about which he manifested impatience ( and that only at shott intervals) was 

to be relieved from suffering, and to go be with Christ and " loved ones gone 
before" among whom he affectionaly spoke of the companion of his bosom 
and mother of his children, ( from whom he had been seperated by death 
by about seventeen years)" constantly admonished friends who visited 
him to meet him in heaven, especially his children and grandchildren. 

On the day before the " death angel " came, while thus speaking to a loved daughter she 


said, " Yes , father we will try to meet you in that better world." His 
response was, " you need not fail."" The way is so plain that a wayfaring 
man though a fool need not err therein." And thus he continued to point those 


around to Jesus, commending the blessings of God upon all. Loving children assiduously 
and tenderly ministered to his wants, with mingled grief and joy: Saw triumphantly 
exemolied his Christian faith; heard him talk lovingly of Jesus , upon whom he called 
until his stammering tongue could no longer lisp that precious name. It had been 
his earnest prayer that when death came his mind would be clear and steady. As another 
evidence of the goodness of God this prayer was fully answered. God be praised for 
the plan of salvation! the Glorious ressurrection! and the hope of blissful reunion 
of parents, children, and other loved ones in a brighter and more enduring home, 
where we will be forever with Jesus our Saviour." 

It is food for thought that he lay suffering for three months unable to leave 
his bed, and that his wife Isabella also suffered prior to her death as did her sister 
and one of her neices, all four of these being Bell related since Robert Bell Scott's 
mother was a Bell also.

The only information we have on Al U. Scott comes from the diary of his sister 
Madeline Scott and also from an account of the.Gallant 12th Miss. written by him 
after May 28, 1926. The diary mentions June 10, 1865 that brother Al was very 
opposed to her choice of a serioug boy friefd( Cousin Tom of La.) SHe mentions 
on Nov. 21, 1865 of attending the wedding of Mattie Barnes, visiting Aunt Betsy 
Barnes, and Cousin Sue, Mattie and Will Barnes. It is not knw if these were 
relatives of Gus Barnes, wife of Al. January 20, 1866 she mentions that Guss left 
for Crystal Springs, Feb, 16, 1866 she mentions that Brother Al finished his cottage 
"Sunny Side" and is going to get Guss. On Fep,23, 1866 she says that Brother Al 
and Guss arrived and her health is worse than when she left. April 9, 1866 she 
mentions while she is visiting in Texas of getting a letter from home. Guss writes 
and is the same cheerful and unselfish little creature that she always was. 
There was no more mention of her either Al or Guss in her diary. She had mentioned 
earlier that both of her brothers were off at battle during the Civil War. 
The following was copied from a newspaper clipping found in a scrapbook of Mrs. 
R.A. Segrest Sr, ( Ibbye Scott Segreat) in the possession of Dr. David Marion 
Segrest of Port Gibson and copied by Gloria Segrest Brown , Jan. 27, 1991. Dr. 
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SEgrest worte " THis was written my Grandfather R.M. Scott's Brother A.U. Scott, 
circa, late 20's-- He was very old, probably mid ninety — This exceeds by far my 
knowledge of his campaigns-- This account was found in an old scrap book which had 
eluded me. It was badly faded but we were able to read it except for a few lines.D.M." 


GALLANT 12th MISS FIRST IN FIELD 


When the war between the States began in 1861, the first regiment MIssissippi 
sent ta the field was the 12th Mississippi. It was numbered the 12th because of some 
Numbers of regiments mustered from this state into the War with Mexico in 1846. I 
have forgotten the reason for numbering the first regiment from Mississippi the 
12th, but it was for some reason such as I have suggested. However that be, the 12th 
Mississippi Regiment as it was numbered , was the first regiment Mississippi sent to 
the field in 1861. 

This regiment was composed of the very flower of Mississippi's young manhood, 
and in that Regiment Hinds County had one company named, " The Raymond Fencibles" 
in which my only brother enlisted: Copiah County had two companies, one named 
"The Pettus Relief", Claiborne County had one company, Adams county had one 
company, and the other companies composing the Regiment were from Yazoo and other 
South MIssissippi counties. 

The history of this immortal Regiment, the 12th commanded by Col. Griffith, 
is the glorious history of the Army of NOrthen Virginia, commanded by the immortal 
Robert E. Lee, with the aid and assistance of his great corps commanders, Ewell, 
Stewart. ALP. Hill, Longstreet, Stonewall Jackson and others of imperishable memory. 

This regiment arrived on the field of Bull Run or First Manassas too late to 
take part in that first titanic struggle, but in time to take part in the pursuit 
of the flying Federal army, and thence to Williamsburg and Seven Pines, all along the 
"Seven Days" including Frasier's Farm, Cold Harbour and Malvern Hill, and on to 
Fredericksburg, Antietem and Second Manassas where Pope was destroyed, then to 
Gettysburg and back to the Wilderness, Spottsylvania Court House, Second Cold Harbour 
(in which campaign of thirty days, more men were killed in Grant's army than there 
were in Lee's whole command) and on to Petersburg and thence to Appomattox, where 
the flag of our young nation was furled in defeat forever—- the 12th Mississippi did 
its glorious part , and only twenty seven of this immortal Regiment lived to be 
paroled there. In the " Pettus Relief *"' from Copiah County, there was one soldier 
named Robert M. Scott, and with him in all the storm and suffering of that four 
years of service, was a colored servant who went out with his young master, and was 
one of the most notable servants of that Regiment, and faithfully served not only 
his master but every man of that Company to which he was attached, named HOWARD 
DIVINITY. Howard is well known to all old veterans of Mississippi having attended 
every reunion of the Confederate veterans except prehaps the last one at Birmingham. 
This dear old Colored soldier ( for such he really is, in the hearts of the survivors 
and their descendants of the hez:gj~ men who made history from 61 to 65) lives about 
18 miles west of Hazlehurst, with his old wife Susan, and a sick daughter, and 
some small grand children, is now in his 93rd year. 

Last Friday, the 28th day of May, 1926, which will not be forgotten by old Howard——- 
Col, Waliter M. Lampton, the great hearted capitalist, who has so largely devoted 
his money and time to the survivors of the Confederate armies, General Wroten, the 
able and loved commander of the Mississippi Divison of Confederate Veterans, with 
General McGehee of ? » Mr. Ainsworth, and other, ? , Dr. W.P. Price, 
the distinguished . ”

Devinity. Al. U. Scott would have been 94 yrs. 6 months old at the time of this 
writing. It is not know here he lived but I assume somewhere in Copiah County , 
No other information on this family.

Most of the information that we have on Isabella Madeline Scott and her family is 

taken from her diary which is in the possession of her grandson, Dr. Charlie Scott in 
Clinton. The following is a summary from the dairy.:It covered the period Sept. 6, 1864 
to October 1872. - Jan. 2, 1865" Wood's Regiment are camping again in the woods near 
by: May 4, 1865:" The final blow has been given to our Country and Cause , after a 
desperate struggle of four years and the sacrifice of many of our noblest and best. 

WE have had to yield -- are completely overpowered. " JI Feel so sorry for Pa, he was 

so hopeful to the last." May 26, 1865." Pet Cousin Tom told me loved me and a wedding 
date was set for Oct. 17, 1865 ( but he did not appear for the wedding ) March, 1866 
she went to visit her Aunt Lizzie Bell McNeil and her family. Dr. Mc Neil accompanied 
her on the trip down river from Port Gibson to New Orleanson the paddle boat and then 
by steamer to Galveston Texas where they landed and on to his home in Harrisburg, Texas. 


While she was in Harrisburg she met her future husband Hiram Ga‘nes Carden. This is 

the entry of April 1, 1866: "Met Mr. Carden, She described him as a minister, bachelor 
who preached a very fine sermon. He said he wanted a home and a wife. He left the 

next day to accept a charge in New Jersey. ( He was a Methodist Itinerant Minister.) 
The next mention of him was dated Sept. 9, 1866 " I have just received a real long letter 
from MR. Carden — now preaching in New York. He in his letter expresses an exalted 
opinion of me. Says he needs such a lady as my self to cheer, and hold up his hand 

in the great and glorious work in which he is now engaged. That if he had known before 
leaving what his destination would be or that he could find a home he surely would have 
invited me to accompany him in his travels.; That I am altogether such an one as 

suits him in birth, family, education and manner. --- Asked the Doctor's opinion of the 
matter—-A unt Lizzie said that she believed that was his intentions before he expressed 
them. He is a good man, and an eloquent preacher. He would no doubt be an affectiondy 
worthy companion but I fear as his wife I would have to live in poverty, unless the 
people are more ready to pay their preachers. I like him very much --- do love to hear 
him preach—- Feel complimented by his good opinion of me but can't think I would be 
suitable for a preacher's wife." 


Sept. 26, 1866 Madeline and Aunt Lizzie Bell McNeil traveled back to Mississippi 
accompany by Captain Griffin who was on his way to Ala. She said her father was not 
expecting her until November and she was afraid of CHOLERA but was hoping for a safe, 
pleasant trip home." Oct. 4, 1866 WE left Harrisburg Texas, Oct. 1, at 3 pm, arrived 
in Galveston at dark, spent the night with Mr. Mathers and the family left at 2 pm on 
the SteamerMaltagand was 22 hours on the Gulf and Bewich Bay, Landed at Brasher City— 
took the cars' (railroad) to Algiers, crossed the Mississippi River on the steam ferry- 
took an omnibus to the St. James Hotel. Returned home Oct. 6 at 10 oclock. Gave them 
a complete surprise. 


October 28, 1866: " Received a letter from Mr. Carden, contained a proposition of 
marriage. Wrote a free candid style- no flattery-. makes no promise. Do not 

doubt but that he will make a kind affectionate husband, who would do all in his power 
to make me a happy wife. But still have doubts about the financial ability.----- January 
9, 1867 a letter was received from Mr. Carden. He will give up his church, leave 

New Jersey on January 13, 1867 and arr:ive in Ciaiborne County around the 22nd of 
January. -- January 20, Sister Helen and I went to Piort Gibson Friday and bought lots 

of things. Feb. 5, 1867 A servant came with the glad news that Mr. Carden was at the 
gate. : Feb. 7, 1867 WEDDING DAY. 
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The bible states that Madeline and Henry were married Feb. 7, 1867 in Claiborne 

County by Rev. G.H. Clinton. Another diary of hers lists high lights of her life 

and says : Feb. 7, 1867, Thursday was married this morning to Mr. Carden by Mr. 

Clinton at 7 o'clock p.m. in a private home wedding. I can not realize that I am 

indeed a wife. Feb. 9, 1867" I am indeed happy in the love of my husband. How I 
appreciate his words of love and praise. Every day I love him more. " Sunday 10, All 
went to church and heard a discourse by Mr. C. I love to hear him talk, preach and 
pray. Had a little " scene" about starting too late to church. He believes in 

beginin g right." 


They moved from Mississippi to Texas where for the first year of their married life- 
they lived with relatives. Their first child , a son was born and died there. In 
February of 1868 they went to the snow fields of Illinois . Not much is’ known 

about their life there except that their secondchild was born in Canton, Illinois. 
August 7, 1872:" Four years and six months have passed since my last writing. During 
the four years in Illinois our Little Minnie was given to our keeping. She is very 
sick. August 14, 1872 " Minnie is recovering fast but her Pa is very sick with very 
high fever. August 16, 1873. Mr. Carden died today - my beloved , what will I do. 
August 17, 1872: I buried my husband in the Fayetteville Graveyard in Texas, Some of 
his Mason friends provided a funeral. The last entry in the diary has marks on it on 
which she said " Minnie came along and said Mama~ Minnie write to Papa, these were her 
marks. 


They were living in Texas at the time of his death and she was pregnant with their 
third child. She apparently stayed in Texas at least until after Helen Gaines Carden 
was born because she was born in Galveston, Texas. 


She returned to Miss’. with her girls and later married Mr. E.F. Noble. SHe was 
living in Brookhaven at the time of Minnie's death in 1902 and we know that Minnie was 
baptized in Port Gibson in 1884 so she was back in MIssissippi at that time. 


The following is an excerpt from her diary written in 1866 which tells you something 
about her sense of values which must have been one of the things that Mr. Carden saw in 
her for him to decide that he wanted her for his wife after only meeting her one time. 
"I have been readjng some Maxims found on a slip of paper in the pocket of the deceased 
Hon. Stephen Allen-Will record them as I consider them worthy of rememberance and also 
will record my own Maxims. HIS: Keep good company or none at all: Never be idle, IF your 
hands cannot be usefully employed , attend to the cultivation of your mind.: Speak the 
truth always—- make few promises, Llve up to your engagements _ keep ynur own secrets— 
GOod company and good conversation are the very sinew of Virture. Good character above 
all things else. Your character cannot essentially be injured except by your own acts. 
If any speak evil of you, let your life be so that none will believe them. Drink no 
kind of intoxicating liquors: Live within your income: When you retire to bed, 

think over what you have been doing during the day. Make no haste to be rich — Small 
and st eady gains, give competency with tranquility of mind. Never play games of chance 
avoid temptation——- Earn money before you spend it —- Never run in debt. - - Never 

borrow if you can possibly avoid it —- Do not marry without a fair prospect of support—- 
NEver speak evil of anyone -- Keep your self innocent if you would be happy.-- Save 

when young to spep~dwhen old: 


Maxims of ISabella Madeline Scott Carden: Yield not to despondency-- try to be 


cheerful and happy --- Be greatful for every favor ---- Control your temper:-—- 
Love your friends and cultivate a spirit of charity and forgiveness toward your 
emmies -- Return to them good for evil.--- Improve you mind, by reading your Bible and 


other good books---Look not mournfully on the past, but enjoy and improve the present 
moment and trust in God for the future. Do not disfigure your face by frowns, but 
wreathe it in smiles.—- Speak kindly to all, for tis better to rule by love than fear. 
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Remember past favors, but for get injuries —- Believe all true till you prove them 
flase.-- Be polite and courteous to all. IF you wish freénds, show yourself friendly 
,-- Take heed to the advice and warnings of judicious friends.-— Neglect not an old 
friend for a new one-- Be respectful and attentive to the aged—— Have no fellowship 
with a hypocritical , deceitful person—— Trust not appearance-Love your relatives 

and do them all the good you possibly can.—- Let your aim in life be to make your- 
self useful and others happy- Be contented and cheerful —— Do not entertain your 
friends by a recital of your troubles-— Publish not the faults of others but 

tell about their virtures- Do not murmur because others are more prosperous than 
yourself, but be happy in God's appointed way -- for he is the ruler of your destiny—- 
Do what you know is right tho the world may oppose —- In your intercourse with others, 
be affectionate and gentle but candid and firm. -- Have opinions and a will of your 
own--— Remember that energy, industry and perserverance will overcome many obsticles 
-- Do not determine one's merit by their dress or wealth. 


Madeline's diary was quite interesting and it was also interesting to note that she 
still wrote of her husband as Mr. Cardin or Mr. C. even tho she called him her 

beloved husband. She is buried in New Zion Cemetery in Copiah County, beside her sister 
Elizabeth Helen Scott Williams, This is the same cemetery but a different section 

from where another sister of hers ( Martha Evaline Scott Scott ) and her family are 
buried 


The following is copied from her dairy, they are clippings of the death of Hiram Gaines 
Carden.:" Lodge room, Fayetteville, Texas, Aug. 23, 1872: At a call meeting of 
Fayetteville Lodge No 240, held today for the purpose of paying the last tribute of 
respect to the mortal remains of brother H.G. Carden, who departed this life at the 
residence of J.R. Scales, on Friday the 16th.inst. Brother A.B.F. Kerr, G.L. Andrews 
P.J. Shaver, W.F. Flewellen, and G.M.T. Webb were appointed a committee to draft 
resolutions expressive to the death of our brother, and returned the following which was 
receieved and unaimously adopted: REsolved, That in the death of our beloved brother 
Hiram G. Carden the Fraternity has lost one of its brightest ornaments, the community 
one of its most zealous and instructive Christian ministers, and his family a very 
devoted husband and father. Resolved , That we extend to his widow and daughter our 
most heatfelt condolence in their sad bereavement; and that the Secretary of this 
LOdge be instructed to furnish his widow with a copy of these resolutions, and 

that they be publised in the New Era. Resolved That we wear the usual badge of mourn- 
ing for thirty days in token of our respect for the memory of our deceased brother. 
B.F. Sunn , Secretary fayetteville Lodge No 240. ------~- "The St. Louis Christian 
Advocate and the Baltimore Christian Advocate consolidated: DEATH CF RE.V. HIRAM 

G. CARDEN. The death of Rev. Hiram G. Carden occured in Fayette County, TExas, at 

the residence of J.R. Scates, August 16th , in the 48th year Of his age, after an 
illness of only one week. He was transferred to the Conference in Texas from the 
Illinois conference , where he had served the Church in earnest and faithful labors 
for four years. He loved that Conference, and removed South under the necessity of 
failing health. His brethern here will deeply mourn his death, whilest rejoicing in 
his course finished with joy. A note from his striken widow informs us of his perfect 
resignation , and his dying testimony. He said:"All is well; I am ready to go and 

be with Jesus." She may be assured of ready response to the appeal of her stricken 
heart; Her sense of the need of earnest prayers of Christian friends to sustain me 

and my little orphan daughter in this great bereavement. None ever lost a more 
loving, careful and tender husband or a more devoted father" We copy from the Texas 
Advocate the following memorial tribute from the pen of A.B.F. Kerr. Bro Carden was 
the pastor in charge of the Fayetteville circuit. When he came among us he entered 
into his work with zeal and diligence and was very much beloved by his people

The only information I have on Minnie comes from the scrap book of her mother, 
Madeline Scott Carden Noble.. Minnie's name may have been Minervy since she wag 
apparently named Minnie after a sister of Isabella Madeline ( Maddie) Scott. ( Minervy 
Opelia(Minnie) SCott Clark.) The following is copied from the scrap book and 

also newspaper clippings in the scrap book. She mentioned being blessed with Minnie 
being given to their keeping in Illinois and of Minnie writing in the diary to her 

Papa after his death. A funeral notice which was in the form of an invitation or 
annoucement was in the diary. (note this must have been a Texas tradition because 

there was also another one in there on a Willie Holloway the wife of Lewis C. Holloway). 
It reads as follows: " FUNERAL NOTICE ( and is edged in Black) The friends and 
acquaintances of Mr. C.D. Richardson are respectfully invited to attend the funeral 

of his wife, MINNIE which will take place from his residence at 4:30 o'clock August 
7th, 1902. 


The Obituary reads "Mrs. Minnie Carden Richardson was born May 20, 1870. She was the 
daughter of Rev. Gaines Carden a former itinerant minister of the Methodist church 
South. She professed religion when quite young and joined the Methodist Esiscopal 
Church South and lived a consistant member until her death which occurred at her home 
on the 7th. inst. Sister Richardson was a great sufferer for years. Th® slow but sure 
work of death fast being wrought out in her daily sufferings. But the ministry of 
suffering was a blessed ministry to her. With it she grew in grace of patience and 
all the kindly graces that go to make up the highest ideal of christian character. As 
she approached the close of her suffering life she talked most tenderly and beautiful 
of her future home. There was no stingin death for her. No hesitency on the margin 
of the dark river. She spoke most tenderly of her absent mother, and said to her 
pastor," Be sure and write a comforting letter to my mother." Her affections were 
strong and ardent. She had an enthusiastic temperment. She entered hearily in any 
work of goodness that came in her way. After the operation was performed, without 
which she was doomed, and in the. submission to which there was but the slightest hopes, 
she was conscious but a little while. During the few hours of pain left for her, 

she maintained the same characteristic patience. We carred her to Myrtle cemetery and 
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laid her away for the resurrection. She was married to C.D. Richardson in Mexia Texas 
August 2, 1893. Their short married life marred only by the sufferings she indured 
was only the means of an ever increasing bond that welded their hearts the closer, 

and increased the desire for the home where suffering and death are unknown. By her 
Pastor." Another clipping reads" DEATH OF MRS. MINNIE RICHARDSON Sorrow threw its 
black mantle over the home of Prof. T.P. Scott last Tuesday. A telegram from her 

home in Texas announced the death of Mrs. Minnie Carden Richardson, the only 

sister of Mrs. Scott, who is now the only remaining child of Mrs. Noble,both of whom 
are sorely stricken in the dispensation of Providence, always sad to hearts that love 
and are spread apart. Mrs Richardson was a magnificent speciman of a vigorous 

useful Christian woman; and associated with her, however brief, could not fail to 
impress one with the stedfast purpose of her life. She was a leader of W.C.T.U. 

work in her adopted state , and was one who went about shareing and helping the 
afflicted and unfortunate regardless of her own convenience or comfort. She builded 
for herself a monument in the hearts of all who knew her, and a gleam of the joy 

that must be hers penetrates the selfish sorrow of those who mourn ard bids them 
rejoice that life, in its fullest meaning, has dawned for her, upon whom the shadow 
of death once rested. May this thought be a comfort and solace to the bereaved 


Mother and sister and friends. " Another clipping reads" Mr. C.D. 2ichardson came in 
yesterday evening from his travels in response to a telegrai informing him of the 
serious illness of his wife." Another reads " CARD OF THANKS I desire to express 


my heartfelt gratitude to those kind friends who ministered unto, nursed and otherwise 
attended my suffering child, Minnie Richardson , in the dark hour of her sad affliction. 
Believe me, my heart is sorely tried. It is indeed very painful to me to know of 

her suffering and could not be with her and then her death and could not see her. Only 
those mothers ptaced in similar positions can fully appreciate and sympathize with me. 
Ohthank you all for your untiring kindness and may God in his infinite mercy bless you 
all for having brought to my bleeding heart that ray of consolation that my darling was 
tenderly cared for in my absence. Mrs. I.M. Noble, Brookhaven, Miss . Aug. 14, 1902" 


Another clipping written by Chas. W. Crisler adds the following to the information 
above."Mrs. Minnie Carden Richardson was born in Canton, I11.May 20, 1870 and entered 
tn.to rest from her home in Eonis, Texas, Aug. 7, 1902. She was the daugher of the 
late REv. H.G. Carden , of the Texas Conference. On Aug/ 2. 1893 she was married in 
Mexis, Texas to Mr. C.D. Richardson who, with her mother, Mrs. I.M. Noble and Mrs. 
T.P. SCott, her only sister both of Brookhaven, Miss. mourn the departure of a self- 
sacrificing Christian wife, a devoted daughter and a loving sister . Sister RIchardson 
joined the Methodist Church in Port Gibson, Mss. at fourteen years of age. She was a 
sweet- spirited, intelligent Christian, showing a beautiful resignation to the 

devine will in her last hours of great suffering. Although an invalid for several 
years before her death, she continued a leader in W.C.T.U. work and all church 
enterprises .—----- Her life was a benediction and now becomes an inspiration.

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Helen Gaines Carden was apparently named for her father Hiram Gaines Carden and 

for her mother's sister - Elizabeth Helen Scott Williams. The letters from her 
brother-in-law Walter Jones Scott call her Gaines . I have not been given much 
information on Helen Gaines Carden Scott except that she married her first cousin - 
the son of her Mother's sister Martha Evaline Scott Scott. The following was rec- 
eived from Earl Scott Jr., a grand son of Helen Gaines Carden Scott and reads as 
follows (it starts with the mother of Helen Gaines Carden Scott ): 

"Madeline Scott Carden Noble (6 Sept. 1836-30 Jan. 1905 ): This is one of the 
sisters of Martha Evaline Scott mentioned above. Madeline was 25 years old when 
the Civil War began in 1861. The family story is that she was waiting for a man who 
had gone off to war, whether he died or did not come back to her, or married someone 
else we do not know. (Note;DB According to her diary, this was her PET Cousin 
Tom that she was supposed to have married but his mother would not let him come from 
Louisiana to marry her because of their being KIN. I do not know if this was Tom 
Scott or Tom Bell, this was why the family sent her to Texas to visit and live with 
her aunt Lizzie Bell MCNeil where she met the Rev. Hiram Gaines Carden. -see page 
l4and 15 of this section for more information on this. ) 

"On February 7, 1867 at the age of 31 she married a Methodist minister, 
H.G. Hiram Gaines Carden. Of that marriage was born Helen Gaines Carden, my grand- 
mother. Then Mr. Carden diéd. In 1883 , Madeline married —.F. Noble. She was then 
47 and my grandmother was 10. It is said that Madeline was a strong-willed woman 
who was very protective of her daughter and made decisions for her. Helen Gaines 
Carden was always called "baby" by her family. In Port Gibson, Mississippi, where 
they lived, E.F. Noble saw to it that Helen went to a private school. She played a 
musical instrument, either the harp or the harpsichord. Madeline came from Texas, 
Aunt Kathryn remembers it as Ennis, Texas, or a name sounding like Ennis. I do not 
know how Madeline came to be in Texas."(Note it actually from the diary was Harrisburg 
Texas and also from the diary we know how she came to be there. DB) 


"When Zachariach married Martha in Mississippi in 1852, Martha was 18 and her 
sister Madeline was 16 . Perhaps the sister's parents moved elsewhere, thus separating 
them. The obituary of Zachariach James Scott says nothing of Martha’ family, although 
one would think some mention would have been made of . merely in order to make 
clear to the reader that two people of the same surname had married. This suggests 
that the people in that part of the country had lost all knowledge of that Scott family. 
at the time the obituary was written. In any case, the family story is that when Thomas 
Percy Scott married Helen Gaines Carden the two did not know they were first cousins, 
and presumably the then Madeline Noble was not aware of it either. (Note: We know 
now that they were all aware of it but just did not talk about it- The children and 
grandchildren of Martha and Z.J. Scott often went down to St. Elmo ( the area near 
Hermanville and Port Gibson to visit that set of Scotts- this from my father and from 
notes of my Uncle Henry Coleman.DB) " My grandfather always called my grandmother 
Gaines, and I was unaware until many years later that her first name was really Helen."

Very little is known about Minnie Scott and her family. The entries in the 

Family Bible of her father Robert Bell Scott has very little information on her. In 
one place her name is spelled Minerva Ophelia and in another it is spelled Minnervy 
Ophelia and Minervy Ophelia. It states that she married J. H. Clark of Kentucky, 

son of fig father and mother, but does not list their name or his full name or 

who married them. In the diary of her sister Madeline there are several times that 
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Minnie is mentioned. One in 1865 where Madeline, Minnie and their baby sister 

Lizzie spent the night with Mrs. Barnes. Another on Feb. 23, 1866 mentioned that if 

Pa and Minnie would consent for Madeline to go visit in Texas. On March 20, 1866 

when Madeline left for Texas she mentioned that it was very hard for dear Minnie to | 
give her up, so apparently after the death of thejy mother, Minnie had sorta assumed oma) 
the roll of taking care of the younger ones. Minnie was nearly 31 when she married. 

In the diary and scrap book of Madeline is a letter written from Jeff Davis Soldiers 

Home in Biloxi, Miss. April 17, 1918, requesting information on Civil War records on 

the husband of Minerva Ophelia ( Minnie) Scott Clark - J.H. or Joe Clark. The 

records at Beauvior ( Jefferson Davis's Home) in Biloxi, Ms. state that J.H. Clark 

was admitted to the Old Soldiers Home there August 14, 1900 at the age of 76. He 

was born in North Carolina and served in Company C of the lst Louisiana Calavry. He 

had lived in Copiah County Prior to his admittance. He lived to be 96 years old and 

the staff said he was not buried at Beauviour and thought that he was taken back 

to Copiah County for burial. No mention of a wife or children were found on his 

records. The record from the War Dept. in Madeline's diary says that he was transferred 

to Capt. Wm Leake's co, Scotts Calavary Regt. and lists his name as Joseph H. Clark 

or Clarck--- No record of wounds or capture was found. 

Neither of them are listed in the cemetery of New Zion but I have not checked out all 

the cemeteries listed in Copiah County for their names.

The family bible of Robert Bell Scott list his birth and his marriage to Martha Shelby 
daughter of Dr. William Love Shelby. It did not list his wife's name but the tomb 
stone of Dr. SHelby and his wife in the Shelby Cemetery east of Hermanville say Martha 
Jane. The following information on Robert Marion Scott was received from his grand—son 
Dr. David M. Segrest of Port Gibson." Robert Marion SCott was educated at Centinary College 
in La. He graduated from college one month early of the usual graduation date, so that 
the young men could enlist in the service of their beloved Southland. At this time he 
was twenty years of age. His physical examination revealed the following: Height 
five foot ten and one half inches, fair complexion, blue eyes and auburn hair. 

note ( so now we know that the Scott Red Hair comes from the Robert Bell side of the 
family -) 

He volunteered for one year in Captsin Harris's COmpany in May 1861. THis company was 
made up of groups of men who had previous military training, and it was designated CO. 
D 12th Mississippi Inf. After some local training this COmpany was enrolled into the 
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Army of Northern Virginia at Union Mills, Fairfax Co., Va, on August 4, 1861. This 


company was engaged in many battles of Northern Virginia, among them Chancellorsville 
Petersburg,The Battle of Richmond, Antietam, Ft. Gregg and the final battle of the Pines 
near Appomatox Va. at Pf. Lookout, Va, or Maryland (,). and was released June 20 

1865 and given transportation to Hazlehurst, MIss. During his four years of service 

it is known that he was on furlough July 12, 1962 to some time in August due to 
illness. He was hospitalized three times, His record shows " wounded" on two 
occasions. I presume the third time was for the illness which caused him to be fur- 
loughed. 

Dr. D.M. Segrest wrote that he lived in the home of Robert Marion Scott two years 
while in High school, and had many conversations about the war. His grandfather 

spoke of the many hardships suffered, but inspite of the many lost battles, there 

was some hope until the fall of Ft. Gregg, " the last great battle of the war. 

(note : more information concerning these battles of the Civil war are in the 

article written by a brother of Robert Marion Scott - Almanzor Ulysis SCott child 

#4 page 4 titled Gallant 12th Miss. First in Field" David Segrest had also told me 
about the young slave Devinity ( Howard) who accompanied the Sons of Robert Bell 

Scott to the Civil War. He said his grandfather stated tat the Battle of The Pines 

was so named because they didn!t have time to dig trenches so they cut down pine trees 
to fight behind. After the war Robert Marion came back to Claiborne County Mississippi 
and said that he was one of the lucky ones because he had one mule and a plow left to 
start a crop with. Most of his friends did not even have that left. The old home 
place near Hermanville had been spared during the march through Mississippi because 

the Yankees said that Port Gibson and the area between there and Raymond was too 
beautiful to burn. HE lives in the home which had belonged to a daughter of Robert 
Marion Scott( David's parents), In the upstairs of this huge old home is the first 
suite of furniture which Robert Marion Scott had owned. It is a huge hand carved 
canopy bed, dresser with marble work, wash stand with marble work and a huge Chifferobe 
with two large doors and two drawers. The entire house is furnished with antiques. 


In this home is also the Family Bible which is titled " ROBERT BELL SCOTT PERPETUAL 
GENEALOGICAL BIBLE" Published by Richard Abbey in 1858 of New York and Nashville for 
the Book and Trust Society , Mississippi Trail. It cost $ 150. and an annual 

fee of ten dollars for further updates of the genealogical information. IT is a 
large bible with large print and is enclosed in a mahogany wood case. 


The dairy of a sister of Robert Mar#énz= Scott ( Madeline Scott Carden) states on 
May 11, 1865 all the soldiers are home except for Rob ( her brother Robert Marion Scott). 
July 3, 1865 she stateg " Rob returned home safe and well today. -- Jan. 19, 1866 she 
said that she and Rob visited Cousin Fannie in Utica. 

The following letter was in the diary of Madeline from her brother Robert written 
during the Civil War. Attached to the letter is a lock of his hatr. The letter 

reads . " Sister Maddie --- The time has passed so pleasantly that it has 

seemed brt@f indeed since my return from the blood stained battlefield of Virginia. 
How sweet then was my welcome to my darling old homestead. That hour shall ever 
remain a green spot in memoray's waste-- as well as many other days I have since 
enjoyed with our happy family circle. But oh how changed is the scene. I now leave 
home, Father, Mother and sisters and go to a distant land to again brave the dangers 
of a Soldiers life. It would be superflous to ask vou to think of and pray for your 
abscent brother for well I know you will not forget me. I am assured of one_ thing 
and that is that you all love me. I leave you this parting mememto, a lock of 

my hair. Now farewell, If we should meet no more on earth let us meet in Heaven. 
January 20, 1863, Your loveing Brother, Robert"

Covered Bridges 
When this writer went out to Pis- 
gah Cemetery on Thursday morning 
to check on David Hunt Segrest and 
his dad, Oren, putting up a wonder- 
ful sign for the Pisgah Cemetery, we 
were fascinated with Mr. Oren’s sto- 
ries about the covered bridges in 
that vicinity. Mr. Oren stated that 
when he was young, winters lasted 
from the first of November until the 
end of April. And, of course, there 
would be ice to battle. So the cov- 
ered bridges helped especially con- 
sidering that horses didn’t wear

horseshoes on their hooves since the 
roads were usually dry dirt or mud. 
Ice would have been a problem with 
transporting heavy loads in wagons, 
etc. 

He also mentioned that the cov- 
ered bridges offered cover for travel- 
crs in bad weather. His wife, 
Frances, later hinted that the covered 
bridges were useful—-as a ren- 
dezvous, perhaps? One of these 
bridges was beyond the Sarepta 
turnoff where one can see a small 
waterfall on the Bayou Pierre. Others 
collapsed with heavy loads of logs, 
Oren said. 

On Friday Dr. Segrest stated that 
their uncle H. H. Segrest had built 
some of the covered bridges not only: 
in Claiborne, but also in Jefferson 
County. This was before he decided 
to go back to school at Vanderbilt to 
become an “itinerant dentist,” 
according to D. M. Working with all 
his supplics in a bag, Dr. H. H. trav- 
cled around to Hermanville, Brandy- 
wine and other communities taking 
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care of dents: necds of the county. 
*" Horses 

Mr. Oren stated that he had a 
horse from the time he was four until 
about three years ago. He explained 
people used to have livestock in Port 
Gibson. But the end of that came. 
when S. T. t¥amilton had cattle graz- 
ing behind %:.s house on Main Street 
down in that gully behind Mr, Wol- 
cott’s service station (corner of Car- 
roll and Maia). The odor was offen- 
sive and dissatisfied citizens 
demanded the Board of Alderrzen 
pass an ordinance removing such a 
nuisance from the city. 

Rock Falls 

Rock Falls was a marvelous place 
to spend time in the summer for the 
Segrest boys and many others. Mr. 
Oren said the, Person family came for 
the summer and they all enjoyed the 
swimming privileges. Hattie Nesmith 
Howard, whose family lived on the 
other side cf the Bayou, loaned the 
picture above with unidentified folk 
sitting near :':2 falls. 
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From our own days of living on 
Drake Hill, we have vivid memories 
of July 4th breakfast forays to Rock 
Falls. But | am amazed at the differ- 
ence in dropoff we had to the small 
one in the picture. 

In our time my husband Ed could 
take the canoe above the falls and 
ride small passengers safely. The big- 
ger kids were busy jumping off the 
falls hopefully with innertubes to 
support them. 

And, of course, everybody knows 
food cooked outside always tastes 
better than the same food cooked 
inside, Breakfast was always fantas- 
tic in my time, and surely the Per- 
sons, Nesmiths, Seprests, and others 
had similar feasts near the falls. 

Mr. Oren stated that the falls now 
below the bridge beyond Sarepta 
used to be above the bridge. The 
rock has sluffed off and changed 
things, we suppose. 

Methodism 

Mr. Oren’ stated that the 
Methodists had a choice of going to 
Brandywine or Sarepta Church, and 
their family chose Brandywine. D. 
M. stated that preachers were on a 
rotating system of every two or three 
years. He could remember Dr. C, A. 
Schultz at Brandywine but was too 
young lo remember Pispah ministers. 
He said his grandmother said, “Next 
to God were Warren Candler and 


Bishop Galloway.” He ad led that 
Candler’s relative “inventeu” Coca 
Cola and later endowed Emory Uni- 
versily with his money. 

Schooling 

Strangely, Mr. Oren said their 
family voted in Copiah County, but 
they went to school in Claiborne. 
And starting off, they attended the 
school building behind the present 
Sarepta Church which wasn’t too far 
from their own home. There was one 
teacher to start with and later anoth- 
cr one came to teach. 

Education meant much to the 
Segrest family and some of this 
might have been the fact their moth- 
cr Ibby Scott Seprest had taught at 
Sulphur Springs. She boarded with a 
Segrest relative and when Dr. Bob 
Segrest came “home” to practice 
medicine, he got acquainted and later 
marricd this teacher lady, 

Another unusual thing was that 
the Hermanville people had an 
accredited high school while Port 
Gibson didn’t. So, of course, the 
Segrest boys were going to altend 
Hermanville schools. 


D. M. remembers two outstanding 
teachers he had during this time in 
his education, They were Mrs. Laura 
Jones and Dan White, both of whom 
had graduated from Millsaps. D. M. 
said the only other living person 


from his time spent there is Mary 


Sorrels. 
Community 
The Segrests’ grandparents lived 
about two miles from Pisgah Ceme- 
tery. But D. M. said only one of his 
relatives is buried there. The others 


are in the Scott-Howard Cemetery 
not far away. Both Oren and D. M. 
said the people in this community 
knew cach other well, and D. M. said 
people were on every hill out there. 
And they were also closely connect- 
ed to people at Conn. 

Names that D. M. and Oren 
recalled in the arca were Dr. Young, 
Jones, Dunagin, Greenlee, Boren, 
Trim, Patton, Howard, Vardaman, 
and Turner. D. M. stated that he and 
Turner Howard are cousins and they 
are. great-great-grandsons of Robert 
Scott, the Revolutionary Soldicr to 
be marked this weekend. 

Dr. Bob Segrest 

D. M. stated that when his dad 
got through with his education which 
included four years to be a doctor (a , 
rarity at that time), old Dr. Simmons 
asked if he would be going to a big 
city like Memphis to practice. Dr. 
Bob Scgrest stated that his parents 
were in ill health, and so he would 
be in the Brandywine area to care for 
them. This doctor had the first micro- 
scope in the county, according to his 
son. In the summer following, D. 
“M.'s freshman year of school, he 
served as Dr. Bob’s technician doing 

blood sugar testing in the county. 

D. M. said he had 20 years of for- 
mal schooling, but he had another 20 
years of schooling under his own 
father who was not only his dad, but 
also his “pal, friend and teacher.” 
This is the man who taught his son 
Latin as they traveled around the 
arca treating patients riding in a 
buggy. “Never a dull moment with 
dad around,” said D. M.

Robert Scott, my 3rd great grand father, was the son of 
William Scott and Mary Milton Scott. He was born in Antrum 
County Ireland, May 1763. 


He arrived in South Carolina aboard The Snow-James and Mary 
from Larnes in 1767 with his parents and brothers; James, 
William, John amd sister Ann. The oaths were administered to 
these poor Protestants who were of age by the Clerk on board 
the ship. The master of the ship was John Moore. This was 
recorded in the Council Journal page 24, January 12, 1768. 
They had arrived because of the encourgagement and Bounty 
given by the Act of General Assembly passed July 25,1761. 
There was deeds recorded before the Revountionary War 
showing that William , James and William Jr. all received 
land. The father of Robert (William) had the initial LS 
after all of his transactions, which I have been toia meant 
Keeper of The Seal, such as a notary or county clerk. 


Robert’s name along with his father’s and brothers’ are 
shown as witnesses on deeds etc. before the war. William had 
land deeds recorded before the war. Robert received land 
for fighting in the Revoluntionary War and the War of 1812, 
according to information received from Eloise Norton in 
Texas, She said that William did also but he died in 1810 so 
apparently it was William Jr. {note Robert is the 2nd great-
